WARRANT. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


NORFOLK, SS. 
To either of the Constables of the Town of Brookline, Greeting : — 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Brookline, 
qualified to vote in elections, to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, on 
Wednesday, the thirtieth day of March, 1892, at six o’clock and forty- 
five minutes, in the forenoon, for the following purposes, to wit : — 

First, To choose a Moderator. 

Second, To choose the usual Town Officers for the ensuing year; also, 
to give in their votes, ‘‘ Yes” or ‘‘ No,” in answer to the question, ‘‘ Shall 
licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?” 

| For these purposes the polls will be opened at 7 o’clock a. M., and may 
be closed at 5 o’clock P. mM. 

Third, To choose three Assistant Assessors if the town shall vote to 
choose them. 

Fourth, To accept the List of Jurors as revised by the Selectmen, and 
posted according to law. 

Fifth, To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions of section 
72, chapter 423, of the Acts of 1890, relating to the division of the town 
into voting precincts. 

Sixth, To appropriate money for the construction of the widening and 
locating anew of Walnut street, as ordered by the County Commis- 
sioners. 

Seventh, To see whether the town will vote to authorize the Park Com- 
missioners to prepare plans for a suitable parkway and street, at least 
one hundred feet wide, as an approach to Riverdale Park, from the 
corner of Pond avenue along Chestnut and Cypress streets to Boylston 
street, with a view to providing for the extension of the location for a 
rapid transit electric railroad as laid down on the plan of said Park, to 
connect with the lines now running through the main part of the town, 
and to submit said plans and estimates of the cost of carrying the same 
out, to the town, as soon as practicable. 
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Eighth, To see if the town will instruct the Park Commissioners to 
examine and report upon the question of providing open spaces to be 
used as playgrounds in those parts of the town where land can now be 
secured at a moderate cost. 

Ninth, To see what action the town will take in reference to the re- 
moval of the police station and police court from the immediate vicinity 
of the public school and. library buildings. 

Tenth, To consider and act upon the report of the committee ap- 
pointed at the town meeting of October 27th, 1891, to examine the 
Assessors’ department. 

Eleventh, To consider and act upon the report of the committee ap- 
pointed at the town meeting of October 27th, 1891, to whom was referred 
the nineteenth article in the warrant calling that meeting. 

Twelfth, To authorize the Selectmen to purchase a steam road-roller, 
and to appropriate five thousand dollars therefor. 

Thirteenth, To appropriate one hundred twenty-five thousand dollars to 
complete the work of construction of the Muddy River Improvement 
within its present limits, and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the 
same. 

Fourteenth, To appropriate six thousand five hundred dollars for the 
purchase of a strip of land on the southerly side of Pond avenue, to 
change the line of said avenue as recommended by the Park Commission- 
ers, and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 

Fifteenth, To appropriate the sum of eighty-five thousand dollars for 
the purchase of the property lying between the Muddy River Improve- 
ment as at present laid out, and Brookline avenue, and to authorize the 
Treasurer to borrow the same. 

Sixteenth, To appropriate fifteen thousand dollars for the removal of 
the buildings situate on the southeasterly side of Brookline avenue, grad- 
ing the land, and constructing the same as part of the Muddy River Im- 
provement, and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the amount 
appropriated. 

Seventeenth, To see if the town will authorize the building of a covered 
reservoir at a cost not exceeding $30,000, and an extension of the low - 
Service pumping station at a cost not exceeding $20,000, as recommended 
by the Special Committee on the Extension of the Water Works, and 
appropriate the money therefor, and authorize the Treasurer to borrow 
the same. 

Highteenth, To see if the town will authorize the Water Board to con- 
tract for a high-duty pumping engine and two boilers for the low-service 
pumping station, at a cost not exceeding $30,000, as recommended by the 
Special Committee on the Extension of the Water Works. 

Nineteenth, To accept and allow Centre street as laid out by the Select- 
men and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twentieth, To accept and allow Fuller street as laid out by the Select- 
men and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twenty-first, To accept and allow Dwight street as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. | 
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Twenty-second, To change the name of that part of Green street be- 
tween Pleasant street and Dwight street, as laid out by the Selectmen’ 
and reported to the town at this meeting, to Dwight street. 


Twenty-third, Tochange the name of Dwight street as laid out by the 
Selectmen and accepted by the town at the town meeting, held October 
27th, 1891, to Devotion street, or such other name as to the town may 
seem best. 

Twenty-fourth, To accept and allow York terrace as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twenty-jijth, To accept and allow Holland road as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twenty-sixth, To accept and allow Hyslop road as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twenty-seventh, To accept and allow Seaver street as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twenty-eighth, To accept and allow Liecester street as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twenty-ninth, To accept and allow Garrison road as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Thirtieth, To authorize the construction of Buckminster road to its 
full width through land late of Joseph H. White, and to appropriate 
money therefor. 

Thirty-jirst, To authorize the Selectmen to settle suits and claims 
against the town, and to employ counsel in cases where they shall con- 
sider it necessary. 

Thirty-second, 'To vote by ballot upon the acceptance of chapter 69 of 
the Acts of 1892, entitled, ‘‘ An Act relating to the laying out of ways in 
the town of Brookline.” 

Thirty-third, To see if the town will authorize the erection of an 
engine-house on the lot recently purchased of Nahum Smith, the purchase 
of acombination chemical engine and hose-wagon and hose, together 
with horses, harness, etc., and to appropriate the sum of $15,000 there- 
for, as recommended by the committee appointed at the meeting, Octo- 
ber 27th, 1891. | 

Thirty-fourth, To appropriate the sum of $994.40 for the taxes 
assessed May Ist, 1891, on land purchased May 20th, 1891, of Nahum 
Smith, and of the estate of Edward I. Thomas. 

Thirty-fifth, To accept and allow a main drain or sewer, extending from 
the present terminus of the sewer in Beacon street near Chestnut Hill 
avenue, to Norfolk road, as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the 
town at this meeting, to appropriate the sum of $16,500 therefor, and to 
authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 

Thirty-sixth, To hear and act upon the reports of Town Officers and 
Committees. 

Thirty-seventh, To authorize the Treasurer to borrow in anticipation 
of taxes for the year 1892, the sum of $300,000. 

Thirty-eighth, To appropriate and raise, by borrowing or otherwise, 
such sums of money as may be needed for all or any of the purposes 
mentioned in the foregoing articles, and especially to act upon all the 
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appropriations asked for or proposed by the Selectmen or by any town 
officers or committees.

In pursuance of the foregoing warrant the inhabitants of 
the town of Brookline, qualified to vote in elections, met in

On Motion of Mr. Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., it was— 


Voted, That when this meeting adjourns it be to meet in this place on 
Wednesday, the thirteenth day of April next, at half-past seven of the 
clock in the evening. 

In conformity with the laws of this Commonwealth in 
relation to elections the Town Hall had been fitted up as a 
polling place, a space railed off and thirty compartments 
provided for the use and convenience of voters to examine 
and mark their ballots, and each compartment supplied with 
cards of instructions. 

The Moderator appointed Constable Willard Y. Gross to 
have charge of the space inside of the railing, also as an 
assistant teller. (Sworn by the Moderator. ) 

The ballot clerks, Francis F. Muldowney and Edwin N. 
Tyler, who had been appointed by the Selectmen, were 
then sworn by the Moderator. 
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The ballot clerks were then stationed at the entrance to 
the polling place and furnished with lists of the registered 
voters of the town, one for the male and one for the female 
voters. 

The Town Clerk, in conformity with the provisions of 
chapter three hundred and eighty-six of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety, then delivered to the ballot 
clerks two sealed packages marked ‘* Official Ballots for the 
Town of Brookline, March 30, 1892,” one package marked 
‘¢ 2000” and one ‘‘ 1800” for male voters, and one package 
marked <‘‘ Special Ballots for Women only, March 30, 
1892,” marked ‘‘ 333,” which he had caused to be printed 
and prepared for the purposes above-named, and took their 
receipt therefor, said ballots to be delivered by them to the 
legal voters as called for, and to check their names on the 
list when so delivered. The cards of instructions and 
specimen ballots were also posted in different parts of the 
hall, outside the railing. 

The ballot-box to be used at elections was then opened in 
the public meeting and examined by the Moderator ot 
Town Clerk, and shown to be empty. 

The register of the box was then set at zero (0) and 
locked ; the key of the lower part was delivered to Con- 
stable Willard Y. Gross, and the key of the upper part to 
the Moderator.

member of the Water Board for three years; two Fence Viewers; five 
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Constables ; also to give in their votes ‘‘Yes” or ‘‘ No” on the following 
questions, to wit :— ‘‘ Shall chapter 69 of the Acts of 1892, entitled, ‘ An 
Act relating to the laying out of ways in the town of Brookline,’ be 
accepted?” ‘‘ Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
in this town?” 


The polls were then declared open for the reception of 
votes. 

The Moderator appointed as tellers, to sort and count the 
votes, James M. Codman, Jr., Frank T. Sullivan, B. F. Car- 
roll, Leonard C. Wason, William O’Hearn, Frederick M.

Eighth Article taken up,—‘‘ To consider and act upon the 
extension of water mains in Circuit road, Clinton road from 
Fisher avenue extension to Dean road, and Clinton road 
from Boylston street to Sumner road, and Philbrick street ; 
to appropriate $3,600 therefor, and to authorize the Treas- 
urer to borrow the same.” 


Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to make the following 
street extensions, to wit: 

(1) Laying 980 feet six-inch pipe in Circuit road, as petitioned for by 
Geo. B. Nichols, Charles Francis and William R. Dupee, at an estimated 
cost of $1,000.00. 

(2) Laying about 1,000 feet six-inch pipe in Clinton road, from Fisher 
avenue extension to Dean road, as petitioned for by J. W. Pierce, at an 
estimated cost of $1,000.00. 

(3) Laying about 500 feet six-inch pipe in Clinton road, from Boyls- 
ton street to Sumner road, and 1,060 feet six-inch pipe in Philbrick 
street, as petitioned for by the Goddard Land Co., at an estimated ex- 
pense of $1,600.00,—the several parties having filed an agreement guar- 
anteeing five per cent per annum income for five years, upon their 
respective amounts. 


On motion of Mr. Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., it was— 


Voted, That the money appropriated be taken from water receipts or 
any unexpended balances in the treasury. 


Ninth Article taken up,—‘‘ To appropriate an additional 
sum of $10,000 for sewers; the same to be taken from 
receipts from sewer assessments.” 


Voted, That the sum of $17,000 be and the same is hereby appropriated 
for the extension of sewers, the same to be paid from receipts by the 
Treasurer on account of sewer assessments. 


Tenth Article taken up,—‘‘ To make an additional appro- 
priation of $2,000 for sidewalks.” 


Voted, That the sum of $2,000 be and the same is hereby appropriated 
for sidewalks, the same to be paid from any unexpended balances in the 
treasury or from any money not otherwise appropriated. 


Eleventh Article taken up,—‘‘ To make an additional ap- 
propriation of $1,000 for watering streets.” 
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Voted, That the sum of $1,000 be and the same is hereby appropriated 
for watering streets, the same to be taken from any money in the treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated. 


Twelfth Article taken up,—‘‘To make an additional ap- 
propriation of $600 for the care of public grounds.” 


Voted, That the sum of $600 be and the same is hereby appropriated 
for the care of public grounds, the same to be paid from any money in 
the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 


Thirteenth Article taken up,—‘‘ To make an additional 
appropriation of $500 for the Health Department.” 


Voted, ‘That the sum of $500 be and the same is hereby appropriated 
for the Health Department, the same to be paid from any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Voted, That a committee of five citizens be appointed by the Modera- 
tor of this meeting, which, with the Selectmen, shall consider what 
disposition shall be made of the waste matter collected by the Health 
Department, and report to the town at some future meeting. 

The Moderator appointed the following gentlemen to com- 
pose said committee, viz: HH. Lincoln Chase, Charles H. 
Stearns, Thomas Aspinwall, Michael Driscoll and William 
K. Melcher. 

Fourteenth Article taken up,—‘‘To authorize and em- 
power the Selectmen to sell the gravel pit belonging to the 
town, on Warren street, in Brighton district of the city of 
Boston.” 

Voted, That the Selectmen are hereby authorized to sell at public or 
private sale the town lot of land on Warren street, in the Brighton 
district of Boston, ifin their judgment a suitable price can be obtained 
therefor. The proceeds of such sale, after deducting the necessary 
expenses thereof, shall be paid into the town treasury. Provided, that 
said lot shall not be sold for any sum less than the Assessors’ valuation. 

Fourth Article taken up,—‘‘'To appropriate the sum of 
sixty thousand dollars ($60,000) for purchase of land for site 
of anew High School building as asked for and recommended 
by the School Committee, and to authorize the Treasurer to 
borrow the same.” 

On motion of Mr. Jerome Jones, it was— 

Voted, 'That article four be referred back to the School Committee and 
Board of Selectmen with instructions to ascertain the cost of suitable 


land within the triangular lot bounded by Washington, School and Pros- 
pect streets, and report at a future meeting. 
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Fifth Article taken up,—‘‘ To appropriate the sum of 
thirty-five thousand dollars ($35,000) for purchase of land 
for Primary School and Grammar School buildings, as asked 
for and recommended by the School Committee, and to 
authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 


Voted, That the fifth article be referred back to the School Committee 
to ascertain in relation to lots for Primary and Grammar School build- 
ings and report at a future meeting. 


Sixth Article taken up,—‘‘ To appropriate the sum of 
twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) for new Primary 
School building on Boylston street, as asked for and recom- 
mended by the School Committee, and to authorize the 
Treasurer to borrow the same.” 

On motion of Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., it was— 


Voted, That the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) be ap- 
propriated for the construction of a four-room building on Boylston 
street, said money to be expended under the direction of the boards of 
the School Committee and the Selectmen. 


Mr. Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., then offered the pesaaea 
vote, to wit: 

Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized to borrow, when so 
directed by the Selectmen, the sum of $25,000, paying therefor a rate of 
interest not exceeding four per cent per annum, payable semi-annually, to 
pay for the construction of a Primary School building on Boylston street, 
giving therefor the note or notes of the town, signed by the Treasurer 
and countersigned by a majority at least of the Selectmen; such indebt- 
edness shall be made payable in such annual proportionate payments as 
will extinguish the same within ten years from the date of the bie 
of said notes. 


The Moderator appointed as tellers, Nathaniel Conant and 
L. Shannon Davis, and they were sworn by the Town Clerk. 

The vote was then put upon its passage, and the whole 
number of votes was forty-one, as follows, to wit: | ‘* Yes,” 
forty (40); ‘* No,” one (1),—and the vote was declared 
passed in the affirmative by more than two-thirds of the 
voters present and voting thereon.

In pursuance of the foregoing warrant, the inhabitants of 
the town of Brookline, qualified to vote in elections, met in 
the Town Hall in said town, on Tuesday, the eighth day of 
November, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-two, it being the Tuesday next after the first 
Monday in said month, and were called to order at forty 
minutes past six of the clock in the forenoon, by Albert L. 
Lincoln, Jr., chairman of the Board of Selectmen and pre- 
siding Election Officer, who read the warrant calling said 
meeting and the return thereon of the officer who served the 
same upon the inhabitants. | 

In conformity with the laws of this Commonwealth in 
relation to elections, the Town Hall had been fitted up as a 
polling place, a space railed off, and thirty shelves or com- 
partments provided for the use and convenience of the voters 
to examine and mark their ballots, each compartment being 
supplied with cards of instruction and suitable conveniences 
for that purpose. 

The Inspectors, Aaron H. Latham and Edwin N. Tyler, 
the Deputy Inspectors, Frederic M. Bond and Francis F. 
Muldowney, and the Tellers, Alexander S. Arthur, Samuel 
'Y. Nash, William B. Tyler, Charles H. Utley, Frank T. 
Fay, Frank Waldo Burdett, James F. Donovan, Edwin P. 
Bowker, Chester Wing, James M. Codman, Jr., and Wil- 
liam S. Flood, who had been appointed by the Selectmen, 
were then sworn by the Town Clerk to the faithful discharge 
of their duties, and with the Selectmen and Town Clerk 
making an equal number of election officers from the two 
. leading political parties. Messrs. Aaron H. Latham and 
Edwin N. Tyler were then stationed at the entrance to the 
polling place, and were furnished with a list of the registered 
voters of the town. 
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One package of the ballots supplied by the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth, marked ‘‘ First set, two thousand six 
hundred and fifty ballots, Town of Brookline,” was then 
delivered to the presiding election officer by the Town Clerk, 
who took his receipt therefor. The presiding election officer 
then publicly broke the seal of said package and delivered 
said ballots to the Inspectors, who furnished them to the 
voters as they presented themselves, and checked their 
names on the list. The cards of instruction and specimen 
ballots were also posted in different parts of the hall outside 
of the railing. 

The ballot-box to be used at elections was then opened in 
public meeting, and examined by the election officers and 
shown to be empty. 

The register of the box was then set at zero (0) and 
locked ; the key of the lower part was delivered to Mr. Willard 
Y. Goss, the Constable in charge of the meeting, and the 
key of the upper part to Mr. Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., presid- 
ing election officer. 

The polls were then declared open for the reception of 
votes, and were kept open until twenty minutes past four of 
the clock in the afternoon, when, after due notice, they were 
declared closed. 

The election officers had charge of the election, and the 
ballot-box and check-list were in their care, and during the 
time of voting the ballot-box, by unanimous consent, was 
opened four times for the purpose of counting the votes, and 
again at the close of the polls when the register stood at two 
thousand and seventy-two (2072). During the voting the 
box failed to register forty-seven (47) times, but cancelled 
the ballots. The names on the list of voters which had been 
checked were then counted, and the whole number was two 
thousand one hundred and nineteen, which was found to agree 
with the register on the ballot-box after adding the forty-seven 
times which the box failed to number, but cancelled the 
ballot. 

The list of voters used by the Inspectors at the entrance 
to the polling place was then compared with the one kept by 
the Town Clerk at the ballot-box, and was found to agree. 
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The election officers then proceeded to canvass the votes 
given in, and the whole number was two thousand one hun- 
dred and nineteen, which were sorted, counted, and recorded, 
and declaration thereof made in open town meeting as re- 
quired by law, and were for the following national, state and 
county officers, and article of amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, viz. :

Twelfth Article taken up,—‘‘To authorize the purchase 
of a lot of land for a new High School building, to appro- 
priate sixty thousand dollars therefor, and to authorize the 
Treasurer to borrow the same.” 
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On motion of Mr. William H. Lincoln, it was— 


Voted, That the lot known as the Blake lot, situated on Gorham avenue 
at the westerly end of the Playground, containing about 74,500 feet, be 
purchased by the town at a cost not exceeding seventy-five cents per 
foot, for the purpose of a site for a new High School building, and that 
the sum of fifty-six thousand dollars be appropriated,therefor. 


Mr. Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., then offered the following 
vote, to wit: 


Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized to borrow, when so 
directed by the Selectmen, the sum of $61,000, paying therefor a rate of 
interest not exceeding four per cent per annum, payable semi-annually, 
giving therefor the note or notes of the town, signed by the Treasurer 
and countersigned by a majority at least of the Selectmen; the said sum 
to be applied to the payment of the following appropriations made at 
this meeting and the adjournment thereof: $5,000 for a manual training 
school, and $56,000 for the purchase of the Blake lot for a High School 
building. Such indebtedness shall be made payable in such annual pro- 
portional payments as will extinguish the same within ten years from 
the date of delivery of said note or notes. 


The Moderator appointed as tellers Messrs. William E. 
Lincoln and Alfred D. Chandler, and they were sworn by 
the Town Clerk. 

The vote was then put upon its passage, and the whole 
number of votes was one hundred and seventy-nine, as fol- 
lows, to wit: ‘* Yes,” one hundred and sixty-one (161) ; 
‘‘No,” eighteen (18),—and the vote was declared passed in 
the affirmative by more than two-thirds of the voters present 
and voting thereon. 


Seventeenth Article taken up,—‘‘ To appropriate the sum 
of fifteen hundred dollars to enable the Selectmen to employ 
an engineer to examine and consider the plans and specifica- 
tions for the proposed widening of Chestnut Hill avenue, 
and to report to the Selectmen with regard to the same.” 


On motion of Mr. Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., it was— 


Voted, That the sum of five hundred dollars be appropriated to enable 
the Selectmen to employ an engineer to examine and consider the plans 
and specifications for the proposed widening of Chestnut Hill avenue and 
to report to the Selectmen with regard to the same. Said sum to be 
taken from any money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 
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Seventh Article taken up,—‘‘To change the name of 
Thayer street to Emerson street.” 


On motion of Mr. John J. Henry, it was— 


Voted, That the vote passed at the last town meeting, whereby the 
town voted to change the name of Thayer street to Emerson street, be 
and hereby is reconsidered. 


It then recurred on the original motion, ‘‘ That the name 
of Thayer street be changed to Emerson street.” The vote 
being put to. the meeting, was rejected. 


EHighteenth Article taken up,—‘‘ To authorize the Select- 
men to employ counsel in the matter of the widening of the 
Chestnut Hill avenue bridge over the Boston & Albany 
railroad.” 


On motion of Mr. Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., it was— 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized to employ counsel in the mat- 
ter of widening the Chestnut Hill avenue bridge over the Boston and 
Albany railroad, should they conclude to petition the County Commis- 
sioners to widen said bridge. 


On motion of Mr. Willard Y. Gross it was — 


Voted, That the thanks of the town be tendered to the Moderator, for 
the able and fair manner in which he has presided over this meeting.

—an increase during the past year of $86,850.00. 
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Our valuation this year has continued to increase, in spite 
of heavy losses in personal estate, and is now $53,080,600.00 
as compared with the valuation of $50,729,500.00 of last 
year,;—an increase of $2,351,100.00,— and our gross debt is 
now a little less than 3,5 per cent of the valuation. The 
personal estate of the town, which in 1884 was 42 per cent 
of our total valuation, is now but about 30 per cent, a fact 
which perhaps as strongly as any one thing illustrates the 
character of our recent rapid development. This develop- 
ment is one which calls for an increase in the expenditures of 
almost every department of the town, and our total expen- 
ditures the past year, after deducting money borrowed 
in anticipation of taxes, were $1,261,089.92, as against 
$1,170,869.00 for the previous year. It will be impossible 
to avoid further heavy outlays this year. The ordinary 
expenses must be increased, if the demands of our new 
citizens are to be met and the standard of the town main- 
tained, while to these ordinary expenses must be hereafter 
added our contribution to the sinking fund and maintenance 
of the Metropolitan sewer, an increase in our proportion 
of the state and county tax, and a regular appropriation for 
the Riverdale park. The completion of our water works 
and the improvement in our water supply will call for a 
large exceptional appropriation, as will likewise the pur- 
chase of land for a new high school and the erection of the 
building; to these must soon be added also the improve- 
ment of the brook in the village, a new police station, the 
rebuilding of the Aspinwall-avenue bridge, and the build- 
ing of a bridge at the St. Mary’s street railroad crossing.

_ It will be seen that with the exception of the extension of 
Morss avenue, Circuit and Middlesex roads, Blake road, 
Linden place and Perry street, these streets have all been 
constructed at private expense and released to the town. It 
is also expected that the cost of Circuit and Middlesex roads 
will be recovered in betterment to be hereafter assessed. 
These streets are all open to travel with the exception of Blake 
road, Morss avenue extension and Perry street extension. 
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They have been accepted as heretofore with gravel sidewalks 
only and without paved gutters, so that as they come to be 
‘ occupied by residences the town will be called upon for plank 
or concrete walks, and in the case of the hill roads it will be 
found that the sooner gutters can be laid the less will be the 
annual cost of maintenance. From the report of the Super- 
intendent of Streets it will be seen that several hundred feet 
of gutters were laid the past year, the highway appropria- 
tion having been increased for this especial purpose, and the 
increase recommended this year is for the purpose of doing 
more of this class of work. 

Summir PatrH. On the petition of Eben D. Jordan, Jr., 
and others a foot-path fifteen feet wide, which had already 
been constructed with an inclined plank walk and steps, by 
private parties, was laid out by the Selectmen from Summit 
avenue to York terrace and from York terrace to Mason 
terrace, and was accepted by the town at the special meeting 
January 25, 1893. It was released without expense to the 
town. 

BucKMINSTER Roap Wipenine. This road was originally 
constructed only 40 feet wide through the land of Mr. 


Joseph H. White. During the past year it has been con- - 
structed its full width of 50 feet, although a little more — 


remains to be done to finish the work. 


CuestnuT Hitt AVENUE WIDENING. On May 2d, 1892, a 
petition was presented to the Selectmen, signed by Wm. I. 
Bowditch and ninety-nine other citizens, as follows: 


To the Selectmen of Brookline: 

The undersigned, taxpayers in Brookline, respectfully ask you to widen 
Chestnut Hill avenue, Boylston street, and Cypress and Chestnut streets, 
in Brookline, or such parts of the said roads as you deem expedient, so 
as to made proper provision for a belt line or lines of rapid transit 
between the Beacon street and the Huntington avenue and Tremont 
street routes of street-car traffic, and to give an informal hearing thereon 
in the month of May, 1892. 

BROOKLINE, April 25, 1892. 


An informal hearing was given on this petition May 19, 
1892, and by adjournment on June 6, 1892. The board 
was unanimously of opinion that only that part relating to 
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Chestnut Hill avenue should be considered, principally on ac- 
count of the expense involved in the whole scheme presented, 
and because this part was in a much better position for con- 
sideration, recognizing, however, that the widening of Chest- 
nut Hill avenue would be incomplete without an extension, 
probably by way of Boylston street. 

The estimated cost of the work, by Messrs. Aspinwall & 
Lincoln, is $145,597.35; Mr. J. W. Pierce agreed to pay 
‘‘not less then forty per cent of the total cost of construction 
not including the cost of the bridge and abutments therefor 
over the tracks of the Boston and Albany railroad, provided 
the said forty per cent does not exceed thirty-five thousand 
dollars.” Mr. Pierce and others also offer to release to the 
town without expense 198,074 square feet out of 324,962 
square feet of land which the proposed plan of widening 
requires to be taken, and also buildings assessed at $11,500. 
No official estimate of the cost of the remaining land and 
buildings to be taken has been made. 

A majority of the board gave notice of intention to lay 
out the widening, and the hearing for objections thereto was 
held November 25, last. Vigorous opposition to the scheme 
was made by abutters, and also by owners of estates in the 
neighborhood. Inthe warrant for the town meeting of Janu- 
ary 25, 1893, the Selectmen asked for authority to employ 
an engineer to pass upon the plans, and to employ counsel 
in the matter of widening the bridge over the Boston and 
Albany railroad. These matters are now pending. 


Ponp AVENUE Retocation. At the special meeting held 
July 15, 1892, Pond avenue was relocated between Chestnut 
street and Cumberland avenue, principally by shifting it 
further to the west and north. The object was to gain room 
for the Riverdale parkway, and the land was provided by 
the Park Commissioners and the work done by them. 


Cuwton Roap. This road, extending from Boylston — 
street to Sumner road, was accepted by the town Jan. 15, 
1890, but our right to lay it out over the location of the 
city of Boston aqueduct was disputed by the city and has 
been in litigation until during the past year a decision was 
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given in favor of the town, and the street has now been con- 
structed without expense to the town, and is open to travel. 
The expense of the litigation was also borne by the Goddard 
Land Company. 


Watnut Srreet Wipentne. The lines of this widening 
were changed by the County Commissioners between Har- 
vey street and Walnut place, as desired by the Trustees 
of the Philbrick estate and other abutters, before the last 
annual meeting, and at that meeting an appropriation of 
$7,000 was made for carrying out the improvement. The 
work has been done between High street and Walnut place, 
but the remainder was delayed principally on account of 
the appeal taken by Mr. W. R. Chester from the award of 
damages made to him by the County Commissioners. This 
matter has been settled, and we expect the work to be fin- 
ished the coming season. 


Cypress STREET BripecE. During the past year the ap- 
poaches to this bridge have been completed, and the whole 
work substantially finished. The total net cost to the 
town for land damages and construction has been $35,999.62, 
against the estimated cost published in our report of last 
year of $36,267.40. 


ASPINWALL AVENUE BripGE. The widening of this bridge 
was postponed the past year, principally on account of the 
closing of Brookline avenue by the construction of the River- 
dale Park bridge, it being thought unwise to close both these 
avenues at the same time. The height of the new bridge 
has been fixed by the Railroad Commissioners and will be 
as at present, which will remove the question of grade dam- 
ages. The plans have been completed and the decree of 
the County Commissioners is now only delayed for the con- 
sent of the Boston and Albany railroad to the placing of 
the bridge abutments on the railroad location. This we 
hope to obtain at the next meeting of the directors, the lat- 
ter part of February. The estimated cost of the improve- 
ment is about $20,000, and we expect to ask for an appro- 
priation at the annual meeting in March. | 
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Sr. Mary’s StrEET Bripes. Since our last report on this 
matter chapter 164 of the Acts of 1892 has been passed, pro- 
viding for the abolition of the grade crossing at this street, 
over the Boston and Albany railroad. Commissioners were 
appointed under this Act, and their return is published below. 
The final cost to the town will be ten per cent of the total, 
but it may be necessary, as the town must do most of the 
work, to raise much more than this in the first instance, the 
state to reimburse the town on the completion of the work. 
This matter is provided for by statute, and the necessary 
amount may be borrowed outside of our debt limit. The 
estimated cost of the whole improvement is $63,670.

FINDINGS OF THE COMMISSION. 


Whereas we, Walter Clifford, Joseph 8. Ludlam and William H. Whit- 
ney, were duly appointed a commission in the above entitled cause, under 
the provisions of chapter 428 of the Acts of 1890, and of chapter 164 of 
the Acts of 1892, and 

Whereas due notice of a public hearing upon the petition therein was 
given, as will more fully appear by reference to the order of notice and 
return of service thereon, now on file in said Court with the record of 
said cause, and 

Whereas said hearing was first duly held at the office of the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners in the City of Boston on the 10th day of Sep- 
tember, A. D. 1892, at 10 o’clock a. M., at which time and place all par- 
ties claiming to be interested appeared, viz. :— 

The Commonwealth represented by George C. Travis, Esq., Assistant 
Attorney General ; 

The Boston and Albany Railroad Co., by Samuel Hoar, Esq., its coun- 
sel. 

The Town of Brookline by Charles A. Williams Esq., its counsel. 

The City of Boston by Andrew J. Bailey, Esq., its solicitor. 

Certain land owners by Charles P. Greenough, Esq., their attorney ; 
and 

Whereas said hearings have been continued from time to time by ad- 
journments, and a view of the location had, and 

Whereas all parties have been fully heard, 
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Now therefore, having fully considered all the evidence and argu- 
ments submitted, we decide as follows, viz. :— 

lst: That it is necessary for the safety and convenience of the pub- 
lic that alterations should be made in said St. Mary Crossing, where 
the public way known as St. Mary street crosses the Boston and 
Albany railroad, in said town of Brookline, in the approaches thereto 
and in the location and grade of said public way, so as to avoid a cross- 
ing at grade, and we hereby prescribe the manner and limits within 
which such alterations should be made in accordance with the plan 
annexed and filed herewith, entitled ‘‘Plan of Alteration of St. Mary 
Street Crossing,’ dated January 7, 1893, signed by Walter Clifford, 
Joseph 8. Ludlam, William H. Whitney. 


LANDS TAKEN. 
The lands taken are described as follows :— 


St. Mary STREET. Beginning at a point on the westerly line of 
St. Mary street situated 160 feet northerly from the stone monument 
marking the northwesterly corner of Ivy street and St. Mary street, 
and running north 9° 23/ east by the westerly line of said St. Mary 
street for a distance of 836.19 feet, to the southerly line of Common- 
wealth avenue, thence running easterly by the southerly line of said 
Commonwealth avenue, for a distance of forty (40) feet, thence run- 
ning south 9° 23’ west by the easterly line of said St. Mary street (said 
easterly line being parallel with and forty (40) feet distant from the 
previously described westerly line) for a distance of 836.19 feet, thence 
running westerly (40) forty feet to the point of beginning. So much of the 
above described part of St. Mary street as lies between the abutments, 
as shown on said plan, within the location of the Boston and Albany 
railroad, is taken only for the purpose of extending the highway across 
said railroad by a bridge as hereinafter described. 

COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. Beginning at a point in the southerly line 
of Commonwealth avenue, situated eighty (80) feet westerly from the 
westerly line of St. Mary street, thence running northerly by a line at 
right angles with the said southerly line of Commonwealth avenue one 
hundred and sixty (160) feet to the northerly line of said Common- 
wealth avenue, thence running easterly by the said northerly line of 
Commonwealth avenue for a distance of two hundred (200) feet, thence 
running southerly bya line at right angles to said northerly line of 
Commonwealth avenue for a distance of one hundred and sixty (160) 
feet to the southerly line of said Commonwealth avenue, thence run- 
ning westerly by the said southerly line of Commonwealth avenue for 
a distance of two hundred (200) feet to the point of beginning. 

MOUNTFORT STREET IN BROOKLINE. Beginning at the stone monu- 
ment marking the southwesterly corner of said Mountfort street in 
Brookline and St. Mary street, and running westerly by the southerly 
line of said Mountfort street, as laid out and accepted by the town of 
Brookline, for a distance of three hundred (300) feet, thence running 
northerly by a line parallel with St. Mary street for a distance of forty 
(40) feet, thence running easterly by a line parallel with and forty (40) 
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feet distant from the above described southerly line for a dis- 
tance of three hundred (300) feet to the westerly line of St. Mary 
street, thence running southerly by said westerly line of St. Mary 
street for a distance of forty (40) feet to the point of beginning. 

MOUNTFORT STREET (So called) IN Boston. Beginning at a point on 
the easterly line of St. Mary street situated one hundred and fifteen (115) 
feet southerly from the location of the Boston and Albany railroad, 
measured at right angles thereto, thence running easterly by a line 
parallel with said railroad location for a distance of three hundred and 
fifty-twojand nine one-hundredths (352.09) feet, thence running southerly 
at right angles with the last mentioned line for a distance of fifty (50) 
feet, thence running westerly by a line parallel with and one hundred and 
sixty-five (165) feet distant from the aforesaid railroad location for a 
distance of three hundred and forty-seven and ninety-one one-hundredths 
(347.91) feet to the easterly line of St. Mary street, thence running north- 
erly by the said easterly line of St. Mary street fifty and eighteen one- 
hundredths (50.18) feet to the point of beginning. 

PRIVATE Way. Beginning at a point on the easterly line of St. Mary 
streetjsituated one hundred and twenty feet southerly from the southerly 
line of Commonwealth avenue and running easterly by a line parallel 
with said southerly line of Commonwealth avenue for a distance of two 
hundred and seventy-five (275) feet, thence running southerly on a line 
parallel with St. Mary street for a distance of thirty (30) feet, thence 
running westerly by a line parallel with and one hundred and fifty (150) 
feet distant from the said southerly line of Commonwealth avenue for a 
distance of two hundred and seventy-five (275) feet, to the said easterly 
line of St. Mary street, thence running northerly by said easterly line of 
St. Mary street for a distance thirty (30) feet to the point of beginning. 

The land outside of the streets and private way taken for the purpose 
of supporting the filling by side-slopes is bounded and described as fol- 
lows, Viz. : 

Beginning at a point on the westerly line of St. Mary street situated 
one hundred and sixty (160) feet northerly from the stone monument 
making :-the northwesterly corner of Ivy street and said St. Mary street, 
thence running northerly by an irregular line, as shown on said plan, to 
a point situated twenty-three and five-tenths (23.5) feet westerly from 
the westerly line of St. Mary street and twenty-eight and five-tenths 
(28.5) feet southerly from the southerly line of Mountfort street in 
Brookline, thence running westerly by an irregular line as shown on 
said plan, to a point situated in the southerly line of said Mountfort 
street in Brookline, thence running easterly by said southerly line of 
Mountfort street in Brookline three hundred (300) feet to the westerly 
line of St. Mary street, thence running southerly by said westerly line of 
St. Mary street for a distance of three hundred and eighty-four and 
ninety-three one-hundredths (384.93) feet to the point of beginning. 

Also, beginning at the intersection of the westerly line of St. Mary 
street and the northerly line of Mountfort street in Brookline and run- 
ning westerly by said northerly line of Mountfort street for a distance 
of three hundred (300) feet, thence running easterly by an irregular line, 
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as shown on said plan, to a point situated twenty-eight and five-tenths 
(28.5) feet northerly from the northerly line of said Mountfort street 
and thirty-three (33) feet westerly from the westerly line of St. Mary 
street, thence running northerly to a point on the northerly face of the 
southerly bridge abutment as shown on said plan, thence running east- 
erly by the said northerly face of the southerly bridge abutment for a 
distance of thirty-three and five-tenths (33.5) feet to the westerly line of 
St. Mary street, thence running southerly by the said westerly line of St. 
Mary street one hundred and ten and ninety-six one-hundredths (110.96) 
feet to the point of beginning. 

Also, beginning at the intersection of the westerly line of St. Mary 
street and the southerly face of the northerly bridge abutment, as shown 
on said plan, and running westerly by the said southerly face of the 
northerly bridge abutment for a distance of twenty-nine (29) feet, thence 
running northerly by an irregular line, as shown on said plan, to a point 
situated nine (9) feet westerly from the westerly line of St. Mary street 
and seven (7) feet southerly from the southerly line of Commonwealth 
avenue, thence running westerly to a point situated in the said southerly 
line of Commonwealth avenue, thence running easterly by said southerly 
line of Commonwealth avenue for a distance of eighty (80) feet to the 
westerly line of St. Mary street, thence running southerly by the said 
westerly line of St. Mary street for a distance of two hundred and forty- 
five and one one-hundredths (245.01) feet to the point of beginning. 

Also, beginning at a point on the easterly line of St. Mary street, 
Situated one hundred and sixty (160) feet northerly from the northerly 
line of Ivy street in Brookline, thence running northerly by the said 
easterly line of St. Mary street for a distance of three hundred and fifty- 
six and eight one-hundredths (356.08) feet to the southerly line of Mount- 
fort street, so called, in Boston, thence running easterly by the southerly 
line of said Mountfort street for a distance of three hundred and forty- 
seven and ninety-one one-hundredths (347.91) feet, thence running south- 
erly by a line at right angles to said Mountfort street, so called, in Boston, 
for a distance of seven (7) feet, thence running westerly by an irregular 
line, as shown on said plan, to a point situated twenty-seven (27) feet 
southerly from the southerly line of said Mountfort street, so called, in 
Boston, and twenty-one and five-tenths (21.5) feet easterly from the east- 
erly line of St. Mary street, thence running southerly by an irregular 
line, as shown on said plan, to the point of beginning. 

Also, beginning at the intersection of the easterly line of St. Mary 
street and the northerly line of Mountfort street, so called, in Boston, 
and running northerly by the said easterly line of St. Mary street for a 
distance of one hundred and twenty-six and twenty-five one-hundredths 
(126.25) feet to the northerly face of the southerly bridge abutment, as 
shown on said plan, thence running easterly by the said northerly face 
of said southerly bridge abutment, as shown on said plan, for a distance 
of thirty-three (33) feet, thence running southerly to a point situated | 
twenty-six (26) feet easterly from the easterly line of St. Mary street 
and twenty-four (24) feet northerly from the northerly line of Mount- 
fort street, so called, in Boston, thence running easterly by an irregular 
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line, as shown on said plan, for a distance of about three hundred and 
twenty-eight (328) feet, thence running southerly by a line at right angles 
with Mountfort street, socalled, in Boston, fora distance of seven (7) 
feet to the northerly line of said Mountfort street, thence running west- 
erly by said northerly line of said Mountfort street, so called, in Boston, 
three hundred and fifty-two and nine one-hundredths (352.09) feet to the 
point of beginning. 

Also, beginning at the intersection of the easterly line of St. Mary 
street, and the southerly face of the northerly bridge abutment, as shown 
on said plan, and running northerly by the said easterly line of St. Mary 
street for a distance of ninety-eight and thirty hundredths (98.30) feet, 
to the southerly line of a private way, thence running easterly by the 
said southerly line of said private way for a distance of two hundred 
and seventy-five (275) feet, thence running westerly by an irregular line, 
as shown on said plan, to a point situated eighteen (18) feet southerly 
from the southerly line of said private way and twenty-two (22) feet 
easterly from the easterly line of St. Mary street, thence running south- 
erly by an irregular line, as shown on said plan, to the southerly face of 
said northerly bridge abutment, as shown on said plan, thence running 
westerly by the southerly face of said northerly bridge abutment for a 
distance of twenty-nine (29) feet to the point of beginning. 

Also, beginning at the intersection of the easterly line of St. Mary 
street and the southerly line of Commonwealth avenue, thence running 
easterly by the said southerly line of Commonwealth avenue for a dis- 
tance of eighty (80) feet, thence running westerly to a point situated 
seven (7) feet south of the southerly line of Commonwealth avenue eight 
(8) feet easterly from the easterly line of St. Mary street, thence running 
southerly to a point situated sixteen (16) feet east of the easterly line of 
St. Mary street and eighteen (18) feet northerly from the northerly line 
of the private way previously described, thence running easterly by an 
irregular line, as shown on said plan, to a point in the northerly line of 
said private way, thence running westerly by the said northerly line of 
said private way two hundred and seventy-five (275) feet to the easterly 
line of St. Mary street, thence running northerly by said easterly line of 
St. Mary street for a distance of one hundred and twenty (120) feet to 
the point of beginning. 


STRUCTURES. 


BRIDGE ABUTMENTS: The bridge abutments are to be built in the 
position of the dimensions, and of the general character, shown on said 
plan. The faces of the abutments, which are to be placed fifty-five 
(55) feet apart at the level of the top of the rails, are to be of granite 
ashlar, or of ranged granite rubble masonry with rubble masonry 
backing, all to be laid in hydraulic cement mortar in a thorough and 
workmanlike manner. 

Relieving arches of granite masonry at least fifteen (15) inches in 
depth shall be built over the Brookline main sewer. Special care is to be 
taken in the construction of the part of the abutments near the Metropoli- 
tan sewer, so that the sewer may be uncovered by tunnelling, and re- 
paired, if need be, without injury to the abutments. 
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Provision is to be made in building both the masonry and super- 
structure, for carrying the water and gas mains beneath the bridge 
floor. 

BRIDGE SUPERSTRUCTURE: The bridge superstructure shall be of 
iron or steel and wood, forty (40) feet wide, between fences, with side- 
walks each six feet eight inches (6ft. 8in.) wide. The surface of the 
bridge is to conform to elevations shown on said plan. The frame- 
work of the bridge is to consist of six longitudinal iron or steel 
girders, reinforced at two points by continuous cross-bridging and de- 
signed for city traffic. The flooring is to be of three-inch southern pine, 
overlaid by a two-inch spruce wearing surface, except that the sidewalk 
surface shall consist of one and one-half inch southern pine. The iron 
fencing between the abutments shall be of some standard type, worth 
not less than $3.00 per lineal foot, exclusive of posts. 

The lower portion of the bridge must be so placed as to give at least 
fifteen (15) feet of clear height above the rails and the maximum depth 
of the bridge in the roadway shall not exceed three and fifteen hun- 
dredths (3.15) feet. 

FILLING : The streets and private way within the limits of the alter- 
ation are to be raised to the elevation and slopes shown on said plan, 
with clean earth filling, having side-slopes on the adjoining land, which 
adjoining land is hereby taken within the limits shown on said plan, and 
as above described, for the purpose of furnishing support to the filling 
of said streets and said private way. But such taking shall not affect 
or impair the right of any owner of such adjoining land to use such 
slopes for building purposes, or to remove said slopes by substituting 
therefore a sufficient retaining wall, or to use the land covered by said 
slopes for any other purpose whatsoever incident to the ownership of 
the fee-in said land, that will not impair the security of the highway. 

The upper two feet of the filling material shall consist of clean coarse 
gravel. 

The surface of the streets and private way is to be formed into road- 
way and sidewalks of the usual cross-section and raked free from large 
stones. 

The tops of all side-slopes are to be properly protected with suitable 
and substantial fencing. 

The manholes in the Brookline main sewer and in the Metropolitan 
sewer are to be raised to the new grade of St. Mary street. 

We specify the grade of the public way as altered as follows: begin- 
ning at the existing elevation at the limit of alteration and running, as 
shown on said plan, to an elevation over the centre of the Boston and 
Albany railroad location, which is thirty-four and fifteen one-hundredths 
(34.15) feet above Boston base line. 

The grade of the railroad is to remain unchanged. 

We determine that the Boston and Albany Railroad Company shall 
build the bridge, its abutments and superstructure, and all remaining 
work shall be done by the town of Brookline. 

We decide and determine that the Commonwealth shall pay twenty-five 
per cent, the town of Brookline shall pay ten per cent, and the Boston and 
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Albany Railroad Company shall pay sixty-five per cent, of the total cost 
of the alterations, including the cost of the hearing and the compen8a- 
tion of the Commissioners and auditors for their services and expenses, 
and all other damages provided for by law. 

We file herewith and annex hereto as part of our findings the consent 
of the Railroad Commissioners of Massachusetts to the construction of 
said bridge at a height less than 18 feet above the rails as above des- 
cribed. 

The charges of the Commissioners for service and expenses are as 
follows: one thousand three hundred seventy-one and forty one-hun- 
dredths (1,371.40) dollars. |

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


IN BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS.

On the petition of the Boston & Albany Railroad Company for the con- 
sent of the board to the construction of a bridge over the tracks of said 
company at St. Mary street in the town of Brookline, it appearing that 
the special commission appointed by the Superior Court on the alteration 
of said crossing is ready to report a scheme by which the street is to be 
carried over the railroad tracks at a height less than 18 feet but not less 
than 15 feet above the rails, it is 

Ordered, That the board hereby consents to the construction of a 
bridge over the Boston and Albany railroad tracks at St. Mary street in 
the town of Brookline, as proposed by the special commission on the 
alteration of the grade crossing at said St. Mary street, at a clear height 
not less than 15 feet between the top of the rails and the under part of 
said bridge.

Change of Names. 

The name of Dwight street, which was given to the short 
street leading from Babcock street to the land purchased by 
the town of Nahum Smith, was changed at the annual meet- 
ing in April to Devotion street, as it was found that the 
name Dwight had already been appropriated by land-holders 
in the neighborhood for a new street leading from Babcock 
street east to Green street. At the same meeting that part 
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of Green street between Pleasant street and the new Dwight 
‘street was changed to Dwight, so as to make a continuous 
thoroughfare of one name from Babcock street to Pleasant 
street. | 

Legislation. 

The proposed bill in relation to highways and townways, 
printed in the last Annual Report, pp. 86-87, became a law 
so far as to allow the town to vote upon it March 16, 1892, 
and is chapter 69 of the Acts of 1892. It was accepted by 
the town at the annual meeting March 30, 1892. At the 
adjournment of that meeting April 13, 1892, it was voted,— 

‘“‘That the Selectmen be authorized and instructed to use their best 
endeavors to secure the passage by the present or the next legislature 
of the three Acts reported by the committee appointed under article 
nineteen of the warrant calling the town meeting of October 27, 1891.” 

These Acts are printed on pp. 323-325 of the last 
Annual Report. It was too late when the vote was passed 
to present them to the legislature then in session, but they 
have been introduced in the House this month by our repre- 
sentative, Mr. White, and referred to committees. 


Street Railways. 

On the petition referred last year to this board, for the 
removal of the tracks from Longwood avenue, no action has 
been taken. 

On March 15, 1892, the following order was signed by the 
board, and on March 24 accepted by the West End Co. : 


IN BOARD OF SELECTMEN, 
BROOKLINE, Mass., March 15, 1892. 

Ordered,—That consent and permission be granted to the West End 
Street Railway Co. to establish, construct, maintain and use the over- 
head, single trolly, electric system of motive power, so called, in the 
operation of its cars in and on Washington street, Boylston street, 
Cypress street and Walnut street, within the limits, reckoned lengthwise, 
of the locations which said company now has in said streets, and to con- 
struct, lay, maintain, and use the poles, wires, and appliances, and 
electrical appliances and apparatus, and to make the underground and 
surface alterations in and on said streets, necessary for that purpose. 
This consent and permission are given upon the following conditions :— 

First, All work of construction under this order, and all kind and 
quality of material used, and the height of the poles erected, shall be 
satisfactory to the Selectmen and the Superintendent of Streets, and 
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such poles and wires, or any of them, shall be removed when so directed 
by the Selectmen after sixty days’ notice. 

Second, No poles shall be erected under this order until a plan show- 
ing substantially the location of the same has first been filed by the said 
West End Street Railway Co. in the office of the Selectmen, and been 
approved by them. This order shall be null and void unless the same 
shall be accepted by said West End Street Railway Co., and notice of 
such acceptance be filed with the Town Clerk within thirty days from 
the passage hereof, and unless within said period of thirty days said 
company shall file with the Town Clerk an agreement providing,— 

First, That in case the operation of such system shall, in the opinion 
of the Selectmen, at any time impair the usefulness of the electric fire 
alarm system, or of the police signal system with the telephones con- 
nected therewith now in operation in said town, or any extension of the 
same, said company shall at its own expense, and within a reasonable 
time after notice to that effect from the Board of Selectmen, restore such 
system to its present efficiency, and shall pay to the town any additional 
expense to which it may be put by reason of said trolley system in the 
construction of any extension of said fire alarm or police signal systems. 

Second, That whenever the trolley wires of said company are crossed 
by wires owned by said town, said company, or any other person or cor- 
poration, said trolley wires shall be suitably protected by a guard wire 
whenever the Selectmen may from time to time order. 

Third, That in the event of a fire, the officers and members of the fire 
department may cut the wires of said trolley system whenever they deem 
it necessary in connection with such fire, and the same shall be repaired 
‘at the expense of said company, and that in case of fire, the company 
shall at the request of the fire engineer, discontinue any and all currents 
of electricity over its wires, and that, if said wires shall be necessarily 
broken in course of work performed by the town or any of its officers 
or servants, the same shall be repaired by said company at its own 
expense. 

Fourth, That said company shall operate its cars under said trolley 
system subject to such regulations as the Selectmen may from time to 
time establish as to rate of speed (which until otherwise ordered shall 
not on the streets named exceed a maximum rate of eight miles an hour), 
mode of use of tracks and the removal of snow and ice therefrom. 

Fifth, That said company shall indemnify and save harmless the town 
against all damages, costs and expenses whatsover, to which the town 
may be legally subjected in consequence of any acts or neglect if said 
company, its agents or servants, in any manner arising from and out of 
the rights and privileges heretofore or herein granted it by the Select- 
men, and also shall fulfill all its agreements with the town, and its duties 
under this order, and all orders and regulations in addition thereto and 
amendment thereof, and the by-laws of said town.

Selectmen of Brookline. 
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We have had several conferences with the officials of the 
West End road looking to an improvement in their service, 
and we are informed that during the coming season the 
electric system will be extended to the Huntington avenue 
route, and probably to the Tremont street route. 


Highway Department. 

The town stable is somewhat out of repair and a new floor 
must be laid immediately; also, the building should be 
painted. This stable has been greatly relieved the past sum- 
mer by placing four of our horses permanently in the stable 
on the Nahum Smith lot. When the horses were first taken 
there it was something of an experiment, but we are now 
satisfied from our experience that in the near future the 
town must build a new stable in this vicinity, as it would not 
be economy to expend any more money on the present 
building. Some of our horses are getting old and we think 
it would be well to replace them with younger ones; also 
many of the carts are in bad order, and it is necessary to 
replace them with new ones. 


Sewers. 

The details of sewer construction for the year 1892 are 
given in the table printed herewith. 

A small amount of work in connection with the Babcock 
street and Chestnut Hill sewers is required to complete them. 
A petition for an extension of the Chestnut Hill sewer through 
Middlesex and other roads in that section, is now before us. 
As a part of the roads through which the sewers would be 
laid are in the city of Newton, a change in the boundary 
line between Brookline and Newton should first be made. 
Application may be made to the Legislature now in session, 
for authority to make the change. Petitions have also been 
presented for sewers to drain Houlihan place and adjacent 
lands, and also for a portion of Dudley street (easterly end) 
near Warren street, and hearings given thereon. The 
outlets for these sewers will have to be laid out through 
private property, and the matter has been referred to 
Mr. French, to examine and report plans, ete. A sewer 
is also desired in a portion of Edgehill road. 
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Metropolitan System of Sewers. 


We are now required to pay annually into the treasury of 
the Commonwealth our proportion of such money as is 
needed, first, to meet the interest and sinking fund require- 
ments of the Metropolitan Sewerage Loan, which the act 
(Chap. 439, Acts of 1889) authorizes to be issued to the 
amount of $5,000,000, for defraying in the first instance 
the cost of constructing the two systems of sewers known 
as the North Metropolitan system, and the Charles River 
system, and second, to meet the annual cost of the mainte- 
nance and operation of the Charles River system, with 
which we are connected. 

The Commissioners appointed to determine the proportion 
in which the several cities and towns named in the act shall 
annually pay money into the treasury of the Commonwealth 
for the term of five years next following the year of the first 
issue of the scrip or certificates of debt therein named, to 
meet the interest and sinking fund requirements, and also 
the cost of maintenance and operating said system for each 
of said years (see Sec. 13, Chap. 439, Acts of 1889), 
reported Nov. 7th, 1891, as follows: 


‘‘We determine and award that the several cities and towns named in 
said act shall annually pay money into the treasury of the Commonwealth, 
for the term of five years next following the year of the first issue of the 
scrip or certificates of debt therein named, to meet the interest and 
sinking fund requirements for each of said years, as estimated by the 
treasurer of the Commonwealth, and any deficiency in the amount 
previously paid in, as found by said treasurer, in the proportions set 
against the names of said cities and towns respectively in the right hand 
column of the following table.” 


As the act provides but one loan for the construction of 
both systems, and one sinking fund for its redemption at 
maturity, they give the proportion in which the several cities 
and towns in both systems should contribute to the interest 
and sinking fund requirements of the whole loan. Our 
proportion is 5.15 per cent of the whole amount required.

The annual cost of the maintenance and operation of each 
system is required by the act to be estimated by the Board 
of Metropolitan Sewerage Commissioners and certified to 
the Treasurer of the Commonwealth. This has been done 
for each of the five years covered by this award, and copies 
of the estimates are printed in the second annual report of 
said board, pages 21 and 22. Their estimate of cost of main- 
tenance and operation for the Charles River Valley system, 
is as follows:

respectively for each of said years, as estimated by the said board and

certified to said treasurer, and any deficiency in the amount previously 
paid in, as found by said treasurer, in the proportions set against the 
names of said cities and towns respectively in the following table.” 


As shown by the table our proportion of cost of mainte- 
nance is 14.16 per cent of the yearly cost of the Charles 
River system. The term of five years covered by this award 
embraces the calender years 1891 to 1895, both inclusive. 
A new award will then be made for the next five years.

The amount of money required each year to meet these 
requirements is to be estimated by the State Treasurer in ac- 
cordance with the proportions before given, and included in 
and made a part of the annual statetax charged to this town. 
(See Sec. 15, Chap. 439, Acts of 1889.) The Town Treas- 
urer has paid this year on account of interest and sinking 
fund requirements, $1,480.34; on account of maintenance, 
$3,752.40; a total of $5,232.74. This amount is approxi- 
mately what the town will have to pay annually for the next 
three years. 


Police Department. 


The police force consists of twenty-eight officers and 
men,—a chief of police, one lieutenant, one inspector, three 
. sergeants and twenty-two patrolmen. The equipment of the 
department, consisting of patrol wagon, light Concord wagon, 
earryall and ambulance, is: all in good condition; also 
four horses, two of which are used. in the mounted service. 
During the year two patrolmen resigned and one was dis- 
charged. The vacancies were filled in each case by new men.

NEW POLICE STATION. y55 


Our police force continues to render its usual faithful and 
efficient service. Both officers and men perform the duties 
of their respective positions with a promptness and fidelity 
due to a thorough system of organization and discipline. 
A detailed account of the work of the department will be 
found in the report of the Chief of Police. In his report. 
he recommends an increase of the force, this recom- 
mendation being made with a view to further extending and 
increasing the service in the newly developed sections of the 
town. The necessity for this increase and the demand 
therefor seems to us well founded, and for the reasons given 
should be carefully considered by our citizens. An appro- 
priation of $2700, inexcess of the regular police appro- 
priation, will be required if this addition to the force should 
be made. 

While we hesitate at recommending this increase in the 
force, we deem it proper that the matter should be presented 
to the town, and suggest that the committee of citizens to 
whom the different subjects will be referred, give this impor- 
tant question of increasing our police service the careful con- 
sideration it deserves. 


New Police Station. 

The matter of a new police station came before the town 
at the last annual meeting. The Selectmen were then author- 
ized to select a lot and report at some future meeting. 

During the year several lots have been examined, and in 
the warrant for the special town meeting in October, an 
article was inserted asking for authority to purchase a lot on 
Brook street. After the report on the articles was printed 
and circulated, it was found that a portion of the land re- 
quired could not be obtained for the price which we had 
expected, and the matter was referred back to the Selectmen. 

Again, at the special meeting of Jan. 25, 1893, an article 
was inserted for the purchase of a lot on Thayer street. 
Objections were raised by residents on Thayer and Waverly 
streets, to the use of this lot for a police station, and at 
the adjourned meeting the matter was referred to the Select- 
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men, with the request that further inquiries be made and 
other lots examined. 

The matter is now under consideration, but owing to the 
objection of owners and residents, we find great difficulty in 
selecting a lot suitable for the purpose, which will be en- 
tirely free from objection. 


Fire Department. 


The condition of this department seems to be excellent; 
the different houses are in good order and the property of 
the town in its charge in good condition, except the floors of 
two of the houses, which must be renewed. Alarms have 
been promptly responded to, with good results, as is shown 
in the Engineers’ report of fire losses. A combination 
chemicai engine and hose carriage has been ordered for the 
new house near Coolidge Corner and will be in use in the 
spring. The new house is finished satisfactorily and will, it 
is hoped, prove of great value to the town. The increase 
asked for, in the appropriation of $21,000 for next year, is 
almost wholly due to the increase of force (three permanent 
men and two call men) and care of horses for this new engine 
house. There have been fewer alarms this year than for 
some little time past, and several of these alarms were en- 
tirely unnecessary. Attention is called to the report of the 
Engineers for particulars in regard to this department. 


Fire and Police Alarm Service. 


This service is at last in good working order, owing to the 
efficient re-wiring of the town. At the same time it requires 
and receives constant supervision. Constant extensions and 
improvements are asked for. The maintenance becomes 
each year more expensive, and while a few hundred dollars 
was thought sufficient four or five years ago, $6,000 is asked 
for next year, and it does not seem too much for extending 
and maintaining the service in its present good condition. 
Attention is called to Superintendent Davis’s report, for 
location of boxes, and other particulars in regard to this 
department. 
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: Street Lights. 


During the past year the streets have been lighted by the 
same parties and at the same prices as were paid in 1891-2, 
and we are informed that while some reduction in the cost of 
gas lighting may be expected, none can be made in the charge 
for electric lights. 

At present we have in use 173 electric arc lights and 5 
incandescent lights, 251 gas and 103 naphtha lights; the 
cost of these lights at present prices will be $36,848.57 
for the coming year, to which should be added for new lights 
and incidentals the sum of $2,500 ;—total, $39,348.57. From 
this may be deducted the probable saving in the cost of gas 
from July 1st, 1893, to February Ist, 1894, about $1,320, 
making the amount of appropriation required, say $38,000. 

The increase in the appropriation called for is on account 
of new lights added at different times during the past year. 
We have added 28 electric arc lights, 3 gas lights, and 3 
naphtha lights. These lights will cost about $4,250 per year. 

On February lst, 1890, we had 123 electric lights; on 
February 1st, 1891, 127 electrics; February Ist, 1892, 150, 
and on February Ist, 1893, 178 electric lights, the propor- 
tional increase being much larger in the last two years, and 
mainly in the electric light service. As it is probable that 
the additions to the street lights will have to be made in 
about the same proportion as in the past two years, an in- 
crease of four or five thousand dollars per year in this appro- 
priation may be expected, unless some way can be devised 
for reducing the cost.

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STREET LIGHTS— Continued. 
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Telegraph, Telephone and Electric Light Poles. 


The rapid building operations in the town during the past 
three years, and the fact that most of the stores are in the 
centre of the town, have led to a great increase in the 
number of telephone wires in our streets and a consequent 
increase in the number and size of the poles. The introduc- 
tion of electric lighting in private houses has also contributed 
to this increase, until we now have scarcely a street which is 
free from these unsightly obstructions. The board have used 
their best endeavors to keep down the number of poles, and 
have thus far in almost every case kept the lines confined to 
one side of a street, although the telephone company claims 
it can give its best service only if separated at least the width 
of the street from the electric light wires. The telephone 
company, however, has finally found its cables and wires 
increasing so fast that it has been led to adopt the under- 
ground system for certain streets, claiming, however, that the 
expense is too great to adopt it onall. The following order 
was passed by the Selectmen, October 3, 1892 :— 


In BOARD OF SELECTMEN, 
October 3d 1892. 
Voted, That the N. E. Telephone & Telegraph Co., of Massachusetts, 
for itself, its successors, and assigns, is hereby authorized to construct 
and maintain underground conduits, cables, and wires for the conduct of 
its business in the following streets: 


Washington street, St. Paul street, Davis avenue, 
Kent street, Beacon street, Boylston street, 
Harvard street, Park street, High street, 
Aspinwall avenue, Cypress street, 


to construct therein and maintain the necessary manholes and house 
connections; also to erect and maintain distributing poles at the termini 
of such said conduits and at such suitable distributing points as may 
hereafter be granted by said Selectmen; all work to be done in accordance 
with the regulations hereinafter adopted by said Selectmen. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE OF 
UNDERGROUND CONDUITS, CABLES AND WIRES. 


SECTION 1. The said conduits shall be of suitable kind and construc- 
tion, such as is in successful operation for similar purpose in several 
cities in this Commonwealth, and the work shall be done in a thorough 
manner and to the approval of the Board of Selectmen or any officer 
of the town whom the board may select. The said distributing and

other poles shall be of suitable height and of such material and quality 
and set in a manner satisfactory to the Board of Selectmen or to such 
person or persons as the board may select. 

SEcTION 2. When said company shall desire to make an opening in 
any of the streets above named for any of the purposes aforesaid it shall 
first obtain from said Selectmen'a special permit therefor, and the por- 
tion of the street so opened shall be restored to a condition satisfactory 
to the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be kept in such condition 
for one year thereafter, and if not so restored and maintained by said 
company said Superintendent of Streets may cause the same to be done 
at the expense of said company. 

SrecTION 8. The said company in laying, repairing or removing its 
wires or conduits shall not disturb or in any way interfere with any gas 
or water pipes or sewers or pipes therewith connected. 

SECTION 4. The company shall not disturb the surface of any street 
for any of the purposes aforesaid until it has executed an agreement in 
a form satisfactory to the Solicitor of the town, providing,— 

First, The said company will indemnify and save the town harmless 
against all damages, costs and expense whatsoever, to which the town 
may be subject in consequence of the acts or neglect of said company, 
its agents or servants, orin any manner arising from the rights and 
privileges granted it by the town. : 

Second, In addition to the aforesaid agreement said company shall, 
before a street is disturbed for the laying of its wiresor conduits, 
execute its bond in a penal sum of not less than five thousand dollars 
($5000), conditioned to fulfill all its said agreements with the town and 
its duties under these Rules and Regulations. 


We have some hope that the wires on Beacon street may 
be put underground, and we feel that this should be done in 
the near future, even if part of the expense is borne by the 
town. Itis ridiculous to build such a fine avenue at large 
cost and then suffer its appearance to be ruined by the wires 
and poles. We have had one hearing on a petition for their 
removal, but in the absence of any practicable suggestion for 
a substitute, and with the emphatic declarations on the part 
of the Electric Light Co. and Telephone Co. that an order to 
put the wires underground would mean their entire with- 
drawal, on account of the great expense involved, we have 
postponed the matter for the present and allowed the sub- 
stitution of higher poles to take the wires out of the trees. 
The West End Street Railway Co., however, are today doing 
the most real damage on Beacon street, from the fact that 
their wires come in the top of the trees and stunt their 
growth. It is very plain that either the wires or the trees

must go. The officials of the road have promised to give 
this matter the consideration it deserves, and to try to 
devise some way to remove the wires out of the trees, but it 
is a subject that should be closely followed up to prevent 
serious damage. 


The Brook in the Village. 


The Selectmen are more than ever impressed with the 
necessity of immediately providing an adequate outlet for 
this brook. With this in view Morss avenue was extended 
by them to Pond avenue in July last, it being the intention 
to carry the brook culvert through this avenue to Leverett 
Pond. Every day the work is delayed new obstacles are 
thrown in the way and it is extremly difficult now to get a 
proper location for the new channel without great incon- 
venience to land-owners. The board are now considering 
this matter and hope to be able to report a plan at the com- 
ing annual meeting. 


Bath House. 


The bath house was open, as usual, during the months 
of June, July, August and September. It was used by 
7,689 persons, principally boys, Mr. Patrick Dillon acting 
as superintendent. The present bath house was opened in 
July of 1884, and for ten years has served as a bathing place 
for the public. Provision should be made at once for en- 
larging the accommodations, with a view to further extend- 
ing its usefulness, otherwise it will have to be discontinued 
after this year. Itis not advisable to make extensive re- 
pairs on the present structure, only such as will be necessary 
for the coming season. 

It may be said, however, that the old bath house has ac- 
complished the purpose for which it was erected. The 
Agent of the Board of Health in his report dwells at consider- 
able length on the importance of maintaining a suitable place 
for public bathing. He also refers to the analysis of the 
State Board of Health on the quality of the brook water for 
bathing purposes. ‘This analysis will be found on page 100 
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of last year’s report. What is now needed is the erection of 
a more enlarged swimming bath, using the town water as a 
source of supply. 

As considerable expense will necessarily be incurred by 
these proposed changes we recommend that at the annual 
meeting the Selectmen be given authority to procure plans 
and estimates of the cost of such buildings as will be suitable 
for a public bathing place, the expense of procuring such 
plans to be taken from the bath house appropriation. 


Guide-Boards. 

Guide-posts have been erected and maintained in all 
places where they are required by law. One additional 
board, No. 78, with those referred to on page 99 in the 
Annual Report of 1892, from No. 73 to 77, have been 
put up the past year. These, with those given in the Annual 
Report of 1885, from No. 1 to 60, the Annual Report of 1886, 
from No. 61 to 69, and the Annual Report of 1889, from No. 
70 to 72, are herewith reported by the Selectmen, as in 
their opinion such as the town ought to maintain.

The force is divided into three divisions, covering seven 
routes or beats. The routes are defined and officered as 
follows :— 


Route No. 1 includes all territory south of the B. & A. R. R. to 
Cypress street, thence to the town line. The first division goes on 
patrol duty at 7.45 a.m.; the second division at 5.45 p.m.; the third 
division at 12.45 a. m. Route No. 1 on first division is officered by 
Patrolman Mealey; on second and third divisions, by Patrolmen Allen 
and Crory. 

Route No. 2 includes all north of the railroad, thence to Aspinwall 
avenue, to Francis, St. Paul, School, and Cypress streets, Gorham 
avenue to Tappan street, thence to Cypress street station; Patrolman 
O’Connell on first division, and Patrolmen Gordon and Frederick Stitt, 
second and third divisions.

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Route No. 3 includes all that part of the Longwood district north of 
Kent street, and is policed on first division by Patrolman Graham, and 
on second and third divisions by Patrolmen Dee and Kelleher. 

Route No. 4 includes all south of Kent street to Francis street, Alton 
place to Harvard street, to town line, and is cared for on first division 
by Patrolman Creelman, and on second and third divisions by Patrolmen. 
O’Day and Sullivan. 

ROvuTE No. 5 is bounded on one side by Harvard street from Harvard 
avenue to town line; by Washington street on the south, from Cypress 
street to town line; on the west by Brighton district, including all the 
territory lying between Harvard and Washington streets. Patrolled by 
Patrolman Manley on first division, and by Patrolmen Phillips and 
Flanders on second and third divisions. 

Route No. 6 is bounded on the north by Washington street from 
Gardner path to town line; on the west by and including Beacon street, 
from Washington street to and including Englewood avenue, to town 
line; includes all of the Aspinwall Hill district, Tappan street to Sumner 
road, Sumner road, Clinton road, and part of Buckminster road, Cypress 
street from railroad to Chestnut street, Chestnut street and Walnut 
street from Cypress to Boylston street. Patrolled by Patrolman Curry 
on first division, and by Patrolmen Waterson and Merritt on second 
and third divisions. 

Route No.7 is all that part of the town south of Route No.6 and 
is patrolled on first division by Patrolman Gleason (mounted), and by 
Patrolmen Piper and Holleran on the second and third divisions; also at 
night by mounted officer George E. Stitt.

There have been thirty-one (31) more arrests for drunken- 
ness in 1892 than in 1891. The neighboring city of Boston 
continues to supply our people with intoxicants ad libitum. 
A new liquor shop has recently been licensed on Heath 
street near the town line. I quote from Report of last year: 
‘¢ More than nine-tenths of the cases of drunkenness are 
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clearly traceable to the Boston saloons near the line between 
the city and town. It is a well-known fact that a large 
majority of the patrons of the Boston liquor shops close to 
the town line are residents of Brookline.” © 

A continuous effort has been made to suppress the illegal 
sale or keeping for sale of intoxicating liquors in the town. 
Forty-eight search warrants have been served on alleged 
violators of this law, and eighty-seven gallons of intoxicating 
liquors have been seized. Fines amounting to $450.00 and 
twelve months’ imprisonment have been imposed on violators 
of this law in our police court the past year. 

That intoxicating liquors are sold illegally in the town I 
do not deny, but not in any considerable quantity. On 
Sundays and Sunday nights when the licensed liquor shops 
over the line are closed, liquors are supplied for a considera- 
tion in tenement houses, boarding houses, and from some 
small shops. We get evidence sufficient in some cases to 
convict, in others we don’t obtain evidence on which a con- 
viction can be had in a court of justice. 

It is desirable that the present law for the punishment of 
drunkenness be changed, and that first and second offences 
for drunkenness may be punished at the discretion of the 
courts. 

The police (Gamewell) signal system continues, as before, 
to be an important factor in this department. About one hun- 
dred and ten thousand on-duty calls have been registered 
at this office the past year, besides many telephone calls for 
ambulance and other causes. This important part of our 
service has been ably cared for by Supt. Davis the past year. 
I recommend two additional signal boxes, one to be located 
on Buckminster road near Seaver street, and one in the 
vicinity of Kilsyth road near Beacon street; also, a change 
of location of one or more boxes. 


Increase of Force. 

I have to recommend an addition to the force. The rapid 
increase—the phenomenal growth in that part of the town 
known as the Corey farm and Beacon and Tappan streets, 
Winthrop road, upper Washington street and vicinity—also 
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the present and prospective immediate growth of Buckmin- 
ster road and the Fisher Hill neighborhood, confirms me in 
the opinion that a new police route is an immediate necessity. 
The large number of people (many of them of the vicious 
class) who are brought to this neighborhood by the electric 
cars in the summer and autumn months, especially evenings, 
causes a demand for more police protection in this part of 
the town. Our experience here last season confirms me in 
this opinion. A new police route in this part of the town 
would require an addition of three patrolmen, and an 
increased police appropriation. 


The Mounted Service. 


By this service, as in former years, the outlying districts 
are patrolled by mounted officers. The services of the 
mounted officers are in demand on the Beacon boulevard 
almost every day in the year. On Sunday afternoons in 
pleasant weather two mounted men are required on the 
boulevard. During the recent long season of sleighing three 
mounted officers were required on Beacon street, doubtless 
preventing many serious if not fatal accidents. These ser- 
vices were acknowledged by many gentlemen drivers. 


Extra Services by order of Board of Health. 


In view of the possible advent of cholera in August last, 
I was directed to make a sanitary examination, and was 
assigned that part of the town north of Washington street. 
Assisted by Patrolman Mealey (a practical plumber), we 
thoroughly inspected one hundred and ninety-three houses 
or tenements on Washington, Pearl and Emerald streets, 
and on Brookline avenue and Fay place, also tenement 
houses on School street. Stables and out-houses in various 
parts of the district were also visited. Twenty-three vaults 
or cesspools were ordered cleaned and the order was com- 
plied with. We caused several sewer connections to be 
made, caused several drains to be properly trapped, and a 
general cleaning up of cellars, yards and out-buildings. We 
caused one house on Pearl street to be vacated for sanitary 
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reasons. Our service resulted in a general cleaning up of 
the locality above mentioned. 

I desire to emphasize the following quotation from my 
report of last year: ‘‘ We very much need more room, — 
not only cell room and for lodgers, but the rooms and accom- 
modations for members of the force are not what they should 
be. Many times during the year it has been desirable to 
have a larger reserve at the station at night, and for which 
there are no accommodations. It seems to me none too soon 
to move for more extended police accommodations.” 


Special Work, Etc. 

The special or detective work of the department has been 
done as formerly by Inspector Paige, and well done. The 
pursuit, arrest and conviction of parties committing the 
more serious offences, the conviction of violators of the 
liquor laws, and the successful investigations of claims made 
on the town, are largely due to his valuable services. The 
work done by the force the past year has been creditable to 
the department. In the very important matter of looking 
after defects in highways, constant vigilance has been exer- 
cised. 

Discipline and Conduct of the Force. 

One patrolman has been discharged and two have re- 
signed. The general conduct and discipline of the force 
has been good. Jam aware that police officers are exposed 
to many temptations, but he who is tempted and resists is 
the hero in the fight. The flippant and often discreditable 
remarks regarding police officers are sometimes caused by 
_ the conduct of the officers themselves, and a notion seems to 
prevail with some people that the office of a policeman is the 
least honorable in the public service. He is looked upon as 
a necessary functionary whose chief duty it is to arrest 
drunken persons, or petty thieves, and such like work, for 
which he is fairly paid. This view of the matter does the 
officer injustice, and does not tend to his self respect. ‘* No 
man can do good work in any business or calling where he 
does not thoroughly respect himself, and feel that he has 
the respect of the community in which he lives.” 
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The reputation the town has for wealth is probably well 
known to the intelligent house-breaker and adroit thief. 
Against this menace and danger it is the special duty and 
business of the police force to protect the citizens of the 
town in their persons and property. And this, when we 
consider how much is involved, isa great responsibility only 
to be assumed and faithfully discharged by trustworthy men, 
who respect their office and feel assured of the confidence of 
those whom they serve. 

The rural character of the town is fast disappearing, and 
the means for frequent and quick transit, especially in the 
north and west parts of the town, are bringing to our notice 
many elements which were formerly but little known. 


Morale of the Town. 


There has been quite an increase in the number of arrests 
over last year. Most of the arrests were for minor offences ; 
only two persons were punished by sentence to the state 
prison. We have a well equipped department. 

Our thanks are due to many good citizens for valuable 
assistance and information, also to the fire department for 
many courtesies. To the justices of the police court our 
thanks are due. To H. M. Williams, Esq., clerk of the 
police court and probation officer, Iam under special obliga- 
tions for valuable assistance and advice.

REPORT OF THE FIRE ENGINEERS. 


BROOKLINE, Feb. 11, 1893. 
‘To the Board of Selectmen :— 


GENTLEMEN,—In compliance with the town by-laws, we 
herewith submit a report of the operations of the Fire De- 
partment for the year ending Jan. 31st, 1893. In addition 
to the usual details, this report contains the number of 
alarms with the cause thereof, the amount of loss, insurance, 
and insurance paid, as near as can be ascertained, with some 
recommendations looking to a steady improvement in the 
future. 


Fire Record. 


There have been fifty-four calls for this department during 
the past year; twenty-three bell alarms, and thirty-one tele- 
phone, or still. The causes of alarms were as follows:

Organization. 


By the addition of three men to Hose Company No. 3, 


the past year, the force of this department is as follows: 


One chief engineer, two district chiefs, thirteen laddermen, 
thirty-five hosemen, one assistant engineman, eight perma- 
nent men as drivers, and one permanent engineer of steam 
fire engine, making a total of sixty-one. 


Apparatus. 


The apparatus of this department consists of two hose 
wagons, one hose-reel (four wheel), one hook and ladder 
carriage, one steam fire engine, one chemical engine, three 
hose pungs, and one fuel-wagon, all of which are in good 
condition. A new hose wagon is an imperative necessity, to 
take the place .of the four-wheel hose-reel now used by 
Hose Company No. 3. It is a heavy piece of apparatus, and 
is too large a load for one horse to draw, especially when 
snow is on the ground, the company having a large territory 
to cover. The cost of this, all equipped, will be less than 
$500. A new combination chemical and hose wagon has 
been contracted for by the Committee on Fire Department, 
which when completed will be placed in the new house on 
Devotion street. , 

Buildings. 

We have to report the buildings in this department in 
good condition, with the exception of the floors in apparatus 
rooms of Hook and Ladder 1 and Hose 2, which are in bad 
conditon and should be renewed at once, having been in con- 
stant wear since the houses were built, which is about twenty 
years.

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The new engine house on Devotion street, after having 
been accepted by the committee from the Board of Select- 
men, under whose directions the house was built, has been 
transferred to the charge of the Fire Department. The house 
is pleasantly located, substantially built, and furnished with 
the latest: modern improvements. 


Horses. 


Ten horses are required for the work in this department 
at the present time. When the new chemical is put in ser- 
vice, a pair of horses will have to be purchased for that piece 
of apparatus. The usual standard has been maintained in 
this branch of service. The health of the horses has been 
exceptionally good, and reflects credit on the men having 
them in charge. 


Hose. 


The total amount of hose in use in this department is 
6,000 feet of seamless cotton fire hose in good condition. 
This arm of the service must be kept in first-class condition, 
for on it our efforts for success largely depend, and we 
would suggest the purchasing of a small amount each year. 


Water Supply. 


By the addition of twenty-one new hydrants the past year, 
-_ we find that we have a total of three hundred and seventeen 
(317) hydrants which can be used for fire purposes. Addi- 
tional hydrants are needed, and we would respectfully refer 
you to Superintendent Forbes’ report for location and num- 
ber. ‘The service in this department continues satisfactory. 
The hydrants have received the constant supervision of the 
Superintendent, and have always been ready for immediate 
use by this department. 


Fire Alarm Telegraph. 


The fire alarm has been maintained by Superintendent 
EK. N. Davis in excellent condition, and has rendered effec- 
tive service throughout the year. New covered wire has 
been run the entire length of both circuits, also two new 
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boxes have been added, Box 24, at corner of Chestnut Hill 
avenue and Fisher avenue, and Box 19, corner of Newton 
and Clyde streets, and we now have one of the best systems 
of fire alarm in the state. — 


Recommendations. 


Both past and present experience demonstrate that a 
gradual increase of the permanent force is for the best inter- 
est of the town. The completion of the new house on 
Devotion street will necessitate an addition to the perma- 
nent and call force of this department. As it is difficult to 
get call-men in that district, it is impossible to get along and 
do effective work with less than three permanent and two 
call men, and we would recommend that the appropriation 
be made large enough so that the new apparatus can be 
manned to ae good work in that district. 

As the majority of members of Hook and Ladder ind 
Hose 2 live in the vicinity of the engine house, and find it 
difficult to hear the bell on Bethany Building,especially in the 
night time, we would ask that the striker now used in Beth- 
any tower be placed in tower of engine house, as we have a 
bell there weighing more than twelve hundred pounds, and 
it is a bell whose sound almost all the firemen would recog- 
nize very quickly. We would ask that the unexpended bal- 
ance from the new house be reappropriated, so that the 


bell, horses, harnesses, and all other improvements, intended © 


in that appropriation, may be made. 

In case of fire in any of our large brick blocks and tene- 
ment houses, of which we have quite a number of each, and 
some are added every year, our present ladder service is 
entirely inadequate to the proper protection of life and 
property, and we would recommend that an aerial truck be 
purchased, and would respectfully urge upon your honor- 
able board a careful consideration of this subject.

There are thirty-one boxes, and their location and num- 
bers have been given in previous reports, also the additions, 
and it is deemed unnecessary to repeat. 

This system has been improved during the past year by 
the entire changing of the outside line wire, a No. 9 covered 
iron wire being used in place of the No. 14 copper, which 
was the orignal wire put up. 
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Two new boxes were added during the year, one being 
box 19 on Clyde street near Newton. An iron box with a 
glass front is attached at the side of this box, containing 
the key. When wanted for use the glass is to be broken 
and key removed. The other new one is box 24, placed 
and working in July, on Chestnut Hill avenue, at the corner 
of Clinton road. : 

During the months of February and March, we had a 
great deal of trouble, caused by the old wire breaking and 
crossing. Three fire alarm boxes were burned out at two 
different times, caused by the copper wire breaking and 
dropping on the electric light wires. 

The work of rewiring was commenced May 25, 1892. All 
cross-arms were braced and new and larger arms were placed 
where ‘more wires were needed. 

_ The route of the circuits was changed to enable us to 
reach all parts of the town by loops without changing the 
direct line. This work was finished August 25, 1892, since 
which time we have not had a false alarm caused by wire 
breaking. 

The Engineers in their report recommended that three 
new boxes be added this year, one on Buckminister road and 
Holland road, the nearest one to this point being now on 
Boylston and Walnut streets, box 16; the second one to be 
on Washington street and Gardner road, and the third to be 
on the Hose House on Devotion street. They also desire to 
have placed in this house a 15-inch gong indicator and a 
striker in the tower. They also recommend changing the 
striker from Bethany Building to Hose House No. 2. The 
bell in this tower weighs 1223 lbs., which is a sufficient 
weight for the machine now in use at the church. With a 
few changes in that part of the tower where the bell is, it 
will be heard by more of the call-men, especially at night, 
than in its present location. 

I would respectfully recommend that the repeater and 
batteries of the fire alarm be placed in the new police station, 
when finished, where all material can be received and 
handled more advantageously then in the present locations ; 
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also, thata small key-box with glass front be placed on all the 
doors of the fire alarm boxes, in place of leaving keys at 
citizens’ houses, which is very inconvenient, several keys 
having been mislaid and lost during the past year. In two 
instances parties moved out of town, when the keys could not 
be found in the houses vacated by them. It would also save 
a great deal of time. At present a party has to go to the box, 
read the sign, and then find the house. After answering a num- 
ber of questions, they secure the key, and perhaps fifteen 
minutes or a half hour is wasted before the alarm is given. 
The box I would recommend is called the Buffalo Key Box 
and the cost is four dollars.

Citizens’ keys may be found at residences and places of 
business nearest the boxes. This system has given, and is 
at present giving perfect satisfaction to the police depart- 
ment, to which it is found to be of great benefit. 

There were three new boxes added to this system the past 
year, these being placed at very important points in the ter- 
ritory covered by the officers, the location of one box being 
changed. 

This system was rewired at the same time as the fire 
alarm, and at present is working perfectly. The only trouble 
we have had is caused by adjustments slipping, which are 
easily and quickly remedied. During the months of Octo- 
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ber, November and December, we were disturbed by the 
alternating electric light circuits. At that time these wires 
were run on the extreme ends of the arm, leaving a large field 
for induction. The Gas Light Company, with the assistance 
of the N. E. Tel. & Tel. Co., have re-run their wires, placing 
them on adjoining pins, which brings their wires nearer 
together, balancing their current and relieving our lines a 
great deal. 

The Chief of Police in his report recommends that two — 
new boxes be added to this system, one on Buckminster 
road opposite Holland road, and another on Kilsyth road 
near Salisbury road. I therefore recommend that a sufficient 
appropriation be made to enable us to carry out the work of 
so important and useful a system. 

The total estimate for additions suggested in this report, 


together with salary and maintenance, is as last year, viz., 
$6,000.

GENTLEMEN,—I respectfully submit my seventeenth annual 
report of the work done, and the expense incurred, in the 
Highway department for the year ending January 31, 1893. 

The amount appropriated at the annual meeting for the 
support of highways was $40,000 and receipts. The amount 
received from outside parties for labor and materials fur- 
nished, and from other departments for use of horses etc., 
was $2,312.70. The amount expended was $42,070.53, and 
the details of this expenditure are as follows :

During the year we have received by purchase one horse, 
from the Fire department one horse which was used in 
sprinkling streets, and from the Police department one 
which was not equal to its work; we now have seventeen 
work horses, and one driving horse for the use of the Super- 
intendent. Some of these horses have been a good many 
years in the service, and should be replaced this spring 
by younger ones. It will be necessary also to replace several 
carts which are hardly worth repairing. The increased room 
asked for a year ago was secured by fitting up a part of the 
old barn on the Nahum Smith lot, and transferring thereto 
some of the horses. We have fairly good accommodations 
there for six horses, and that number was kept there for a 
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good part of the working season. Jour horses have been 
kept there during the winter. The house was also put in 
order, and is now occupied by one of the drivers, whose 
rent is offset by the extra work done morning and evening 
and on Sunday. The plan so far works well, and should be 
continued. Your suggestion of last year, that a stable 
would be well located on the rear of this lot, is a good one 
and will doubtless be acted upon in the near future. 

The sectional method of caring for the roads has been 
tried sufficiently to demonstrate its value, and I would 
suggest that it be extended this year so as to include practi- 
cally all the town north of the railroad, and east of Cypress 
street. This part of the town is in good shape for the 
adoption of this method, and with the recent addition of a 
steam roller to the equipment, the best results may be con- 
fidently expected. Of course in macadamizing Beacon and 
Washington streets, Brookline and Aspinwall avenues, and 
a few other streets where more extended repairs are neces- 
sary, the whole force of the department should be massed, 
in order that each piece of work may be done more rapidly ; 
but for the ordinary care, I am convinced that the sectional 
method is the best. It may not be possible to have the 
different sizes of broken stone kept on many of these roads, 
and some piles of stuff may have to remain on the roadside 


for a few hours, but these are minor details which a little 


more experience will adjust. 

The cleaner the streets are kept, the more will the com- 
fort, if not the health, of our citizens be enhanced, and a 
special effort in that direction should be made this year, 
when it is by no means certain that we shall not have a 
visitation of the cholera. Worn out material should be 
promptly removed, and the more thoroughly this is done, 
the longer will the road metal wear. Scraping with hoes, 
and sweeping by hand, particularly along the lines of street 
railways, are slow, expensive processes, and the work is not 
done as satisfactorily as where other means are used. I 
recommend, therefore, that a street sweeping machine, to 
be operated by horses, be procured early in the spring. I 
am sure that good results will be obtained from its use. 


ae 
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A new scraper, with adjustable steel teeth, has lately been 
put on the market, and I suggest that the advisability of 
purchasing one be considered. 

After a full investigation of the merits of the different 
steam road rollers, it was decided to buy a fifteen gross ton 
roller, made by Aveling & Porter, of Rochester, England. 
The machine was delivered ready for use on the 7th of June 
last, and the cost was $3,700, which we believe is the lowest 
price yet named for this machine. Charles J. Funk was ap- 
pointed to operate it, and the roller was worked every day, 
until the 29th of November, when it was housed for the 
season. The roller is too well known to need any commen- 
dation here; the only wonder is that we managed so long 
without it. It will be put to work on the repairs as soon as 
the condition of the ground will permit, and we expect very 
good results from its use. A convenient shed for its storage 
has been built in the stable yard, and two smaller sheds 
have been built, one at Newton street and the other on the 
Smith lot on Harvard street. 

The building formerly occupied by the Sewall school has 
been moved over to the stable lot, and will answer admira- 
bly for storage and shop purposes. 

Pond avenue has occupied a somewhat anomalous eet 
for the last few years. The Park Commissioners have 
changed the location, grade and cross-section of the road, 
and have practically taken the easterly sidewalk into the 
parkway. They have, however, furnished and set edge- 
stones on both sides the whole length, and have built a 
sufficient number of catch-basins to drain the roadway. 
There seems to be no doubt that the care of this road rests 
with this department. The roadway has been very much 
used in the construction of the parkway, and this use has 
been so constant that no repairs have been made on it for 
some time. The gravel of which it is principally made 
is worn out, and as it is intended that all the heavier traffic 
shall be confined to Pond avenue, the pleasure travel only 
being allowed on the parkway road, I recommend that 
the whole road be sub-graded and rebuilt on the Telford- 
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Macadam principle, and that a special appropriation be made 
therefor, as suggested by the Surveyors of Highways in 
their report three years ago. Comparisons are often 
odious, and would be particularly so in this case if the 
road is only mended instead of rebuilt. 

On Beacon street, a roadway connecting the wide and 
narrow roads was built at the end of Winthrop road. ‘Three 
new crosswalks were laid, and others are asked for. Circu- 
lar edgestones were set at the corners of University place, 
Lancaster terrace and Corey road. The usual work of 
cleaning, cutting grass and patching was done. Consider- 
able resurfacing must be done this year, and midsummer, 
when the travel is lightest, is probably the best time to do 
this work. The roadways east of St. Paul street have set- 
tled so that they must again be brought to grade, and it will 
be well to consider whether or not to raise the sewers at the 
same time. ‘This settling may be expected to continue, 
though in a less degree, until the lateral motion is prevented 
by the erection of buildings. :

The rest of the work was done 
by this department, and was as follows: On the north side 
from Walnut path to High street, the edgestones were reset, 
and the gutters were repaved; the sidewalk was newly con- 
ereted, and one catch-basin was rebuilt. On the south 
side, existing edgestones were reset and gutters repaved 
from Walnut place to Irving street, and four catch-basins 
were rebuilt. New edgestones were furnished and set, and 
gutters paved, from Irving street to High street. The road- 
way was macadamized from Walnut place to High street, and 
is in good condition. Nothing has yet been done on that 
part of the street between the estates of Messrs. Cobb and 
Chester. 


BUCKMINSTER Roap. The gutters were paved and the 
sidewalks and tree-lawns were graded. The trees already 
planted were moved to their proper position, and the holes 
are ready for additional trees to be planted in the spring. 
The road was gravelled and rolled from Fisher avenue to 
the corner of Seaver street; the balance of the appropria- 
tion will be needed for macadamizing the remaining portion. 


HeatH Street. The balance of this appropriation was: 
used in macadamizing that part of the road west of Mr. W. 
C. Cabot’s avenue. It was not enough to complete the 
work, and the deficiency was supplied from the regular 
appropriation for highways. 


Brooking AvenvurE. A part of the unexpended balance 
was used in grading at the corner of Aspinwall avenue. 
The street is open to travel, but the Park Commissioners 
have not finished the bridge, and it was thought best not 
to macadamize the road until the completion of that work. 


Cypress STREET Bripcr. The work on this important 
improvement was finished just as the frost entered the 
ground. The committee of your board in charge of the 
work, looked so closely into all the details, and had such 
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familiar knowledge of the progress of the work, that no 
report from me is necessary. The work was done at a 
minimum of cost and in a most thorough manner. 


New Streets. 

Brinaron Roapb, Ciinton Roap, DEAN Road and Dwicutr 
STREET were finished without cost to the town. 

BuakE Roap. Considerable filling was put into this road 
by this department, but the greater part of the filling was 
done by the Boston and Albany Railroad Company under 
Mr. French’s supervision. The street was brought to a 
grade somewhat higher than the sub-grade, and was allowed 
to settle during the winter. The material for surfacing the 
road is stored close at hand on the Tappan-street lot. 

DEVOTION STREET was partially graded by this department, 
and will be put in order for use early in the spring. 

GARRISON Roap. .Edgestones were set in this road before 
its acceptance by the town, at Mr. Knapp’s expense, and he 
has been reimbursed. Nothing else has been expended on 
the road. 

RoBERTS STREET. ‘The sidewalks were concreted, but the 
improvement of the road surface has not yet been made. 

STEARNS Roap was graded and put in order by this 
department, the gravel being furnished by the Messrs. 
Stearns. 

Houtuanpd Roap, Hystop Roap, SEAVER STREET, and 
LEICESTER STREET (all on Fisher Hill) were cleaned and the 
grass cut, and rolled by the steam roller. The gutter pav- 
ing was carried up some little distance from Buckminister 
road on Seaver street and Holland road, and will doubtless 
be continued this season. A plank walk has just been laid 
on Seaver street. 

Rawson Roan needs only trimming and cleaning to put 
it in good condition, but the rubbish dumped there for a 
number of year must be taken away. 

Corry, KinsyTH, SALIssuRY, WiInpsor, and CUMMINGS 
Roaps (all on the Corey farm) have had nothing done to 
them. A plank walk has been laid on Windsor road, and 
on a part of Corey road. 
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EMERSON STREET has been made .by the heirs of E. C. 
Emerson, and they have agreed to put it in condition satis- 
factory to the Superintendent of Streets, if, on examination 
in the spring, it shall not be found up to the standard of the 
town for acceptance. 


Summir Paru, leading from Mason terrace to Summit 
avenue, has been accepted as a public way. 


Crrouir and Mippiesex Roaps are being done by contract 
under the supervision of Joseph H. Curtis, C. E., and 
are not yet finished. 


Watering Streets. 

The removal of the steam fire engine, with its horses, from 
the village, and the addition of several new streets to the 
number of those already sprinkled, made necessary the 
employment of another team, which was furnished by James 
Love. The number of hired teams employed the past season 
was twenty. The Fire department continues to sprinkle with 
some of its horses. Requests have been made to have the 
sprinkling extended to several of the newly accepted streets. 
If the Fire department will use the horses ,which are to 
occupy the new house on Devotion street in sprinkling in 
that neighborhood, it may be possible to extend the service 
with the present number of teams, but if onlv a short route 
is covered by them it will be necessary to hire another team. 
The price paid for each team was $100 per month, with 
$5.00 per day for service before and after the contract time, 
and $6.00 for Sunday work, which was done when ordered 
by the chairman of your board and the Superintendent of 
Streets. The appropriation for watering streets was $15,000, 
and $14,731.66 was expended. 


Sidewalks. 

The kind and amount of work done on sidewalks is shown 
in the following table, which does not contain the small 
patching on brick and concrete walks, nor the repairs of 
plank walks. In some cases plank walks were rebuilt, old 
stock being used; work of this sort has been considered in 
the nature of repairs, and is not included in the table.

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The plank walks laid on St. Paul street, Harvard street, 
Centre street, Winchester street, Lancaster terrace, Win- 
throp road, Gardner road, Corey road and Dean and Druce 
roads were made of two-inch chestnut lumber, cut into four- 
feet lengths, and laid crossways on 3” X 4" chestnut sills. 
That on Warren street was made of spruce lumber in four- 
feet lengths, laid crossways on 3” X 4" cypress sills. The 
rest were made of spruce laid in the ordinary way on 
cypress bearings. 

Proposals will be received on the 27th inst., for supplying 
the town with chestnut lumber, for building walks during 
the present year, and bids will be received at the same time 
for furnishing kyanized and creosoted spruce, and for yellow 
pine and spruce treated by the vulcanizing process. It will 
be well to try these different kinds of lumber on some piece 
of walk where they will all be subject to practically the 
same conditions. The experiment will be watched with in- 
terest by many of our citizens, and it will be of practical 
value to the whole community. 

The appropriations for sidewalks amounted to $17,000, 
and the expenditure, given in detail in the Treasurer’s re- 
port, was as follows : —

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There is a growing objection, which in many cases is well 
founded, to dumping the contents of the catch-basins near 
dwelling houses. If this material is all to be carted to the 
more remote dumps, the cost of the work will of course be 
correspondingly increased. As the town is growing so 
rapidly, the necessity for more frequent examination and 
flushing of lateral sewers increases ; in fact, there is work 
enough now for a few men the whole time in doing this 
work, and filling catch-basins with water after they are 
cleaned. An arrangement must be made with the Water 
Board to supply a man for this work, as they object, and 
very properly, too, to the use of the hydrants by men 
not connected with the Fire department, or their own force 
of special men. I would call attention again in this place to 
the sewers in both roads on Beacon street, between St. Paul 
street and Hawes street, where the roadways have settled. 
As the roadways will probably be resurfaced during the com- 
ing season it will be well to consider whether or not to relay 
the sewers. 

Collecting Ashes. 

The cost of collecting ashes and dry dirt throughout the 
town was $4,653.97. This subject, as well as the collection 
and disposal of offal and garbage, is in the hands of a com- 
mittee, of which your board forms a part, and of which I 
am a member. Its report will doubtless be made at the 
annual meeting. 


| Public Grounds. 

The usual work on the public grounds and school-house 
lots was done at a cost $570.20. The filling in the Tappan 
street lot was completed, and most'of it was covered with 
loam, the amount expended being $538.48. The gravel for 
surfacing Blake road is stored on this lot, and when it is 
removed in the spring, the whole can be put in order at a 
comparatively small cost. The rest of the brook in the 
Brookline-avenue playground was uncovered and filled in, 
and the loam replaced. Some loaming remains to be done 
before it is seeded. The cost of this work was $472.00. 
The grounds around the addition to the Lawrence school- 
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house were graded at a cost of $243.85. Some ornamental 
shrubbery was set out around the addition to the High school, 
and the bank was dressed up and sodded from the School 
street entrance to the Pierce Grammar school entrance, cost- 
ing $101.29. Concrete was laid at the additions to the 
Public Library and Lawrence school, amounting to $124.24. 
The total amount expended charged to the appropriation 
for care of public grounds was $2,050.06. 


Sundries. 


The grading at the new Sewall school was done by this 
department at a cost of $697.05. 

The grading at the new Edward Devotion school is under 
way, $648.55 having been expended so far on it. 

The grading around the new engine house on Devotion 
street is practically finished, and cost $349.88. 

The bath-house was cleaned out as usual, and cost $69.50. 

Sundry work in connection with the extension of sewers, 
amounting to $338.89, was done, the amount being charged 
to the sewer appropriation. 

Sundry work on drains, paving and concreting around 
public buildings was done, and the cost, $222.10, was charged 
to the appropriation for care of public buildings. 

Sundry other work amounting in the aggregate to $240.44, 
was done and the cost was charged to the proper appropri- 
ations. 

An account of stock will be taken on the 1st proximo, and 
the schedule of property belonging to the department 
will be found in this office.

The 
award was $10,000 and the petitioner was entitled to interest 
at 6 per cent per annum. The petitioner paid her better- 
ments and interest, amounting in the whole to $791,05.

Petition for revision of betterment for the widening of 
Beacon street. This case remains unadjusted, and we 
expect to try it in May next.

Beacon street betterment case. Betterment paid by peti- 
tioner and case properly disposed of on the docket of the 
court.

Edward M. Ferris vs. Brookline. 

Beacon street betterment case. The betterment assessed 
in this case was $150.00. It was settled by us, after confer- 
ence with your board, for that amount, without interest. 


Tenth. 
John FE. Hoar vs. Brookline. 
Beacon street betterment case. The betterment assessed 
in this case was $2,120. Settled, after conference with your 
board, for $2000, without interest. 


Eleventh. 

City of Boston vs. Brookline. 

This was a bill in equity brought by the city to restrain 
the town from constructing Clinton road on the ground that 
it was not lawful for the town to lay out a way longitudi- 
nally over the location of the city’s aqueduct. Heard by 
Judge Holmes of the Supreme Judicial Court, and by him 
reported to the full court. It was decided in favor of the 
town, and the bill dismissed. 
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Twelfth. 
Directors of the Boston & Albany Railroad Co., Petitioners. 


Petition for the abolition of the grade crossing at St. 
Mary’s street. As St. Mary’s street was a private way, 
special legislation was necessary, which the railroad obtained. 
Commissioners were then appointed by the Superior Court, 
namely, Joseph S. Ludlam, William H. Whitney and 
Walter Clifford. These commissioners have heard the par- 
ties and are expected to make their return to the court at an 
early date. 


Thirteenth. 


Hosea Kingman et al., Commissioners Metropolitan Drainage 
System, vs. City of Boston, Town of Brookline et al. 


After the special commissioners appointed to apportion 
the original cost and expense of maintenance of the North 
and South Metropolitan sewers had made their return, 
requiring each municipality to pay a certain percentage of 
the cost of both sewers, the town of Brookline and the city 
of Newton, being dissatisfied with this disposition of the 
matter as stated at great length in our report of last year, 
appealed to the Supreme Judicial Court. The case was 
fully argued before that court, which, however, decided to 
uphold the decision of the commissioners. 


Fourteenth. 


John Cleary, by next friend, vs. Brookline. 


Action of tort, to recover for an injury alleged to 
have been received by the plaintiff, a boy, while traveling 
on Station street. This case has not been brought up for 
trial. 

Fifteenth. 

Frank D. Young vs. Brookline. 

Action of tort, brought to recover for the conversion of the 
‘‘orand stand” which was removed from the playground on 
Cypress street. Case settled for twenty-five dollars dam- 
ages, and six dollars and eighty cents costs.

Sixteenth. 

Hannah Reed vs. Brookline. 

Action of tort, in which the plaintiff sought damages for 
injuries occasioned by a fall on the ice on Chestnut street. 
The case came up. for trial before Judge Dunbar and a jury, 
and the jury disagreed. There seemed to be no doubt that 
the plaintiff had received a severe injury to her thigh bone, 
likely to be permanent, although there was considerable 
doubt in the minds of the counsel for the town, of the town’s 
liability. After the disagreement of the jury, however, it 
was thought best, upon consultation with your board, to 
settle the case, and the plaintiff was paid nine hundred dol- 
lars without costs, and the case disposed of on the docket.

Richard Briggs et al., vs. The Board of Park Commissioners. 


This is a petition for a writ of certiorard to quash the 
assessment of betterments made by the Park Commissioners 
on account of the Riverdale Park. The petition was filed in 
the Supreme Judicial Court for Norfolk County, and the 
case was reported by Mr. Justice Morton of that Court, to the 
full bench of the Supreme Judicial Court, where we expect 
to argue it in March next.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The following report is respectfully submitted by the

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The distribution of the scarlet fever cases was as follows: 
On Auburn place, one; Boylston street in the village, one; 
Brook street, three; Brookline avenue, four; Cameron 
street, Carlton street, Chestnut street and Cypress place, 
one each; Davis avenue, two; Edgehill road and Elm 
street, one each; Goddard avenue, two; Hammond street, 
one; Harvard street, between Beacon and Alton streets, 
three; High and Juniper streets, three each; Kent street, 
one; Linden place, two; Longwood avenue and Mason ter- 
race, one each; Newton street, near the almshouse, seven ; 
Perry street, one; Pleasant street, near the Boston line, 
three; Pond street, two; Prospect and Roberts streets, one 
each ; School street, two; South street, one; St. Paul street, 
two; Sumner road, one; Thayer and Thorndike streets, 
two each; Vernon street and Walter avenue, one each; 
Walnut street, east of Cypress street, five; west of said 
street, one; Washington street in village, Warren and 
Waverly streets, two each; White place, one. There were 
no fatal cases. : 

Of the nine cases of diphtheria, Avon street had three ; 
Colchester street, two; Pleasant street, near the Boston line, 
one; Summit avenue, near Beacon street, one; Thorndike 
street, one; and Washington street in the village, one. 
There were four fatal cases. 

Of the thirteen cases of typhoid fever, Boylston place had 
one; Boylston street in the village, one; Freeman street, 
two; Gardner road, Goodwin place, High, Pearl and Sewall 
streets, one each; Upland road, two; Walnut and Wash- 
ington streets, one each, both in the village. Only one of 
these cases ended fatally. 

This year, as for several years past, the town has been 
free from small-pox. The law as to vaccination is enforced, 
and all persons who state they are unable to pay for vac- 
cination for themselves or children have it provided free by 
applying to the Board, which also furnishes all physicians 
convenient blanks for vaccination certificates and for report- 
ing contagious diseases. The little emergency hospital for 
such contagious diseases as small-pox and typhus fever is in 
good condition and ready for occupancy at a few hours’ notice. 
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The number of cases of typhoid fever, thirteen, shows a 
slight increase over last year. Investigation as to their 
origin shows the majority were contracted while away from 
home, and a number of the others were in persons known to 
have used well water instead of that provided by the town. 

The unusual prevalence of scarlet fever in the adjoining 
city during the year caused the Board to adopt a number of 
measures never previously employed here, to-prevent as far 
as possible its increase. Though in a few instances’ some 
opposition was met, as a rule the citizens cheerfully complied 
with the regulations. 

With 2,938 cases*of that very contagious disease in Bos- 
ton during the past year, of which number 8.91 per cent 
terminated fatally, it is not remarkable that Brookline had 
74 cases. That disease is still prevalent in Boston, and by 
reason of our nearness and frequent visits for business and 
other purposes to the city, together with the fact that the 
great majority of the children here have never had the dis- 
ease, and are therefore susceptible to it when exposed, it 
will not be surprising if we have a number of cases of it dur- 
ing the coming year. It is possible, however, with the con- 
scientious and intelligent co-operation of all families having 
cases now and in the future, to improve on the record of the 
year just past. The Board will continue its present strict 
enforcement of the orders passed relative to contagious dis- 
eases, and, should the number of cases of scarlet fever warrant 
such a measure, it will not hesitate to recommend to the 
School Committee the closure for a few weeks of some or all 
the schools of the lower grades, a measure which it has been 
found necessary to adopt in neighboring cities. 

The number of cases of diphtheria, nine, is very small for 
a town with the population of Brookline, but these nine cases 
caused four deaths and should remind us that freedom from 
this most fatal of common contagious diseases can be hoped 
for only from perfect sanitary condition of all dwellings and 
their surroundings, frequent examination of all plumbing, 
cleaning of traps and the avoidance of overcrowding. 

Whooping cough, of which there were about the usual 
number of cases, with two deaths, received the attention of 
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the Board, and an order was passed requiring children ill 
with it to stay out of school. 

Early in the year the Board organized with Albert L. 
Lincoln, Jr., Chairman. Geo. F. Joyce was appointed Secre- 
tary, H. Lincoln Chase, M. D., Agent for the Board, Wm. K. 
Melcher, Inspector, and Alonzo Bowman, Inspector of Milk. 

The licenses of O’Day Bros. and of H. S. Hatch as 
funeral undertakers were renewed. : 

A license was granted Patrick McCarty for the exclusive 
right to collect grease and bones for one year. 


The work of removing garbage continues to be done by . 


D. B. Morrill, under the three years’ contract which expires 
May 1, 1893. By the contract the Board pays Mr. Morrill 
$150 per month for collecting three times a week, and $250 
per month when required to collect every day except Sundays 
and legal holidays. As daily collections are found necessary 
between May 15th and Oct. 15th the expense amounts to 
$2,300 per year. The collection of ashes, waste paper, etc., 
though under the general supervision of the Board of Health 
is carried on under the immediate direction of the Supenn 
tendent of Streets. 

The subject of collection and proper disposal of the waste 
material collected by the Health Department has now become 
of such importance, for certain reasons, that at the town meet- 
ing held October 31st, 1892, a committee was appointed to 
gather information on the subject and advise with the Select- 
men. Our present method of disposal of garbage, 7. e., swill, 
etc., is the usual one, except in seaports,* namely, feeding 
it to out-of-town swine and milch cattle, to come back to us 
or our neighbors in meat and milk of questionable quality 
if not actually contaminated with disease-producing organ- 
isms. A decided reform in this matter has already begun, 
and many inland places situated as Brookline is dispose of 
their garbage in a sanitary way. Though some outlay of 
money willl be required for this sanitary measure, as for any 
other needed improvement, it is believed Brookline will not 
be slow to adopt the best method of final disposal of 
garbage when that method shall be shown. 


*In seaports garbage is towed out to sea and there dumped.

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The number of deaths from all causes,.from Jan. 1, 1892, 
to Dec. 31, 1892, inclusive, was 223, as against 213 in 1891, 
170 in 1890, 186 in 1889, 123 in 1888, and 154 in 1887. 

Deducting the still-births, 14 in number, it leaves 207 
deaths during the year, the population as estimated by the 
Town Clerk, July 1st, being 13,300. These figures include, 
as usual in the reports of this Board, the number of deaths 
which actually occurred in the town and also those of inhab- 
itants who died away from home, so the number of deaths, 
small as it is, is rather over than under estimated. This 
shows a mortality of 15.71 per 1000 of inhabitants as against 
16.03 for 1891. 

The appended report on vital statistics shows that a large 
number of deaths resulted from consumption and pneumonia, 
while a great many deaths were due to diseases common in 
persons of advanced age. | 


In April the following orders were passed : 


Ordered, That no dead body of any person shall be carried to any 
cemetery, or from one place to another within the town in any pub- 
lic vehicle other than a hearse or undertaker’s wagon provided for 
that purpose. 


Ordered, That manure from livery and horse-car stables shall not be 
removed between the hours of 6.30 a. M. and 9 P.M., except by special 
permit. 


On Sept. 9th the following order was passed : 


Ordered, That in case of death, when the deceased had not been at- 
tended by a physician, the certificate of death shall be issued by the Med- 
ical Examiner. 


It being found that during the hot months a large number 
of deaths result from gastro-intestinal diseases in bottle-fed 
infants and young children, the Board prepared a little cir- 
cular giving plain directions for making milk safe by ‘* Pas- 
teurizing” it, a better procedure than sterilizing it, and 
early in the summer distributed copies of it among families 
in those parts of the town most likely to suffer. It is grati- 
fying to find that even with the very hot weather of last 
summer, and with an increased population, there was a 
decided decrease in deaths from the disorders mentioned. 

13 
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Speaking of milk, it would be an excellent thing if, follow- 
ing the advice of the veterinarians, those breeds of milch 
cattle most frequently infected with tuberculosis, e. g., Jer- 
seys, could be excluded from dairy herds and in their places 
Ayrshires, Devons and Durhams substituted. 

In August, on receipt of information from a veterinary sur- 
geon of a case of glanders in a horse in this town, the owner 
was at once requested to kill and bury the animal and to 
quarantine all other horses that had been exposed until 
relieved by the Cattle Commissioners, to whom the case was 
reported. 

September 6th the Board considered and adopted several 
sanitary measures for securing greater cleanliness of cellars, 
yards and alleys throughout the town as a preventive against 
the entrance of epidemic disease. It was also voted that 
William K. Melcher and Alonzo Bowman be appointed 
Agents of the Board to act in emergencies under the provi- 
sions of sections 16 and 20, Chap. 80 of the Public Statutes. 
Both the officers so appointed for extra duty made numerous 
~. and thorough inspections of suspected or alleged unsanitary 
premises, reported on the same to the Board, and deserve 
mention for the results accomplished. It is hardly necessary 
to say that prudence may require unusual action on the part 
of the Board the coming spring and summer. 

In the latter part of September there was received a numer- 
ously signed petition from residents in the neighborhood 
of Holyhood Cemetery, near the Newton line, asking that 
steps be taken to abate the prevalence of intermittent fever 
there. The Board viewed the lands in question, gave a 
hearing October 6th, and had a survey made by A. H. 
French, C. E., and it is believed the necessary data will 
soon be at hand for successfully draining the stagnant ponds 
and rotten land in that otherwise healthy region. The fact 
that the co-operation of the city of Newton will be necessary 
will of course delay somewhat the progress of the work, and 
it is probable that some time must elapse after the proposed 
drainage or any other suitable measure is in operation before 
a decided decrease in the amount of malaria there can be 
expected. , 
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The public swimming bath and the portion of the brook 
above it were duly inspected and cleaned out early in the 
summer. Though the analysis of the water, the absence of 
accidents, and the number of baths taken (over 7,000 the 
past season) show the swimming bath is both safe and popu- 
lar, the introduction of a still purer water supply by such 
means as the Superintendent of Water Works may advise, 
the building of a considerably larger tank or reservoir, and 
the employment of an instructor in swimming would 
materially increase the number of its patrons and its use- 
fulness. 

The Inspector has visited 247 dwellings and outbuildings, 
12 of which have since been connected with the sewer, and 
has granted 88 permits for improving the drainage. He has 
also disinfected the infected rooms in 55 houses in which 
there had been scarlet fever and in 9 houses in which there 
had. been diphtheria. 

A number of complaints of nuisances, etc., received the 
attention of the Board; hearings were given when deemed 
advisable, and action was taken in each case as occasion 
required. 

The writer wishes to thank Dr. George K. Sabine, for- 
merly Agent of the Board, and other physicians of long ex- 
perience in matters of public health, for valuable suggestions

Attention is called to the following extracts from the Pub- 
lic Statutes and orders of the Board of Health relating to 
contagious diseases. 


[PuBLic STATUTES—ACTS OF 1884, CHAPTER 98. ] 
AN ACT CONCERNING CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


Section 1. [As amended by Act of 1890, Chap. 102.] When a house- 
holder knows that a person within his family or house is sick with small- 
pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or any other infectious or contagious 
disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the Board of Health of the city or town in which he dwells, 
and upon the death, recovery, or removal of such person, such of the 
rooms of said house and such of the articles.therein as, in the opinion of 
the Board of Health, have been subjected to infection or contagion shall 
be disinfected by such householder to the satisfaction of said Board of 
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Health.* Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with either of the 
above provisions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding oné hundred 
dollars. 

Sect. 2. When a physician knows that a person whom heis called to 
visit is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other 
disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the Selectmen or Board of Health of the town; and if he 
refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit for each offense 
not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 3. The Boards of Health in the several cities and towns shall 
cause arecord to be kept of all reports received in pursuance of the pre- 
ceding sections, and such record shall contain the names of all persons 
who are sick, the localities in which they live, the diseases with which 
they are affected, together with the date and names of the persons 
reporting any such cases. The Board of Health shall give the School 
Committee immediate information of all cases of contagious diseases 
reported to them according to the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 4. The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall furnish the 
‘Boards of Health with blank books for the record of cases of contagious 
diseases as above provided. 


[The Board of Health considers small-pox, scarlet fever, measles, 
diphtheria, membranous croup, cholera, typhus fever and typhoid fever 
to come within the meaning of sections one and two of the above. } 


EXTRACTS FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES CONCERNING 
VACCINATION. ; 


Cuap. 80, Sec. 51. Parents and guardians shall cause their children 
and wards to be vaccinated before they attain the age of two years, and 
revaccinated when the Selectmen or Mayor and Aldermen shall, after five 
years from the last vaccination, require it. For every year’s neglect the 
party offending shall forfeit five dollars. 


CuHapP. 80, Sec. 538. Towns shall furnish the means of vaccination to 
such of their inhabitants as are unable to pay for the.same. 


Cuap. 47, Sec. 9.. The School Committee shall not allow a child who 
has not been duly vaccinated to be admitted to or connected with the 
public schools. 


[Application for vaccination by persons who state they are unable to 
pay for it, may be made to any member of the Board or to the 
Secretary. | . 


ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Ordered, That no child be allowed to attend school from any house 
where there is or has been a case of diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles 
until the expiration of at least four weeks from the commencement of 
the last case in the house if diphtheria, six weeks if scarlet fever, and if 
measles two weeks after the disappearance of the eruption. 

*In Brookline, disinfection after scarlet fever and diphtheria is in all cases done by the 


clare of Health, and is done free of expense where the householder states he is unable to 
pay for it. 
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3 Ordered, That the Secretary of the Board of Health be directed to 
notify the Trustees of the Public Library of the existence of any case of 
contagious disease as soon as it is reported. 


Ordered, That no child from any house where there is or has been a 
case of scarlet fever shall be allowed to mingle with those of any other 
house until the expiration of at least six weeks from the commencement 
of the last case. 


Ordered, That no child that has visited a house in which there was at 
the time a case of scarlet fever shallattend school till the expiration of 
two weeks following exposure. 


Ordered, That every house infected with diphtheria, scarlet fever or 
small-pox, shall have affixed on or near the front door a card, furnished 
by the Board of Health, stating the disease to be avoided, and any 
unauthorized person removing such card shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding $100. 


Ordered, That such rooms and such articles in any house as in the 
opinion of the Board of Health have been subjected to infection or con- 
tagion from scarlet fever, diphtheria, or any other infectious or con- 
tagious disease dangerous to the public health, shall be disinfected by the 
Board. The attending physician or the Board shall decide in each case 
as to the proper time for disinfecting, and shall notify the Inspector of 
the Board without delay; but in no case of scarlet fever shall disenfec- 
tion be done in less than four weeks from the commencement of the last 
case in the house. 


Ordered, That no public funeral shall be held over the remains of any 
person having died of small-pox, scarlet fever or diphtheria, without the 
written permit of the Board of Health, and under such regulations as 
may prevent the spread of either of said diseases. Ordered further, that 
the remains of persons dying of either of said diseases shall at once be 
placed in a tight or sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be exposed to 
view, or disturbed except for burial. 


Ordered, That the undertakers of the town be notified to warn families 
in case of the death of a member from contagious disease, against a 
public funeral. 


Ordered, That a circular of suggestions for preventing the spread of 
scarlet fever be sent to every house in which a case of said fever shall be 


reported. 
Ordered, That no child ill with whooping cough be allowed to attend 
school.

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Two hundred and fifty-six samples of milk (pints) have 
been purchased from licensed dealers and thoroughly tested, 
besides some fifty-seven samples tested by request of pur- 
chasers; also, a good many samples tested by request of 
dealers. 

The same method of examination and test has been pur- 
‘sued as last given. A good many dealers, when obtaining 
milk from a new supply, send samples to this office for ex- 
amination before supplying their customers with the same. 

Defective milk is often found in stores of small dealers. | 
When samples of milk are found to fall below the standard 
prescribed by the statutes, the following notice is at once 
sent to the dealer : 


You are hereby notified that a sample of milk recently obtained from 
you was found, on examination, to be of poorer quality than is required 
by the statutes. You are respectfully warned that the sale of such, or 
the possession or the keeping of the same, with the intent to sell the 
same, renders you liable to the penalties provided in the Public Statutes. 
Further information will be furnished on personal application at this 
office. 


This notice has in every instance thus far had the effect to 
at once improve the quality of the milk sold, and a sample 
tested some few days later is found correct. A constant 
vigilance is necessary with some of these store dealers. 
Whenever or wherever milk is advertised or sold at less than 
the standard price, the attention of the inspector is at once 
in order. | 

The fact that the party who finally sells milk from his 
store or wagon to the consumer, is under the law the respon- 
sible party, causes the honest retailer to be very cautious 
that the milk he sells is all right. Some of the retailers, I 
am told, require a bond or surety from the wholesaler to stand 
in the gap if conviction of selling impure milk is obtained. 

A great deal of attention has been given to the sanitary 
condition of stables and surroundings where milch cows are 
kept. This matter has been attended to the last part of the 
year by Dr. George F. Quinlan, Veterinary Surgeon and 
Inspector of the Board of Health, whose services have been 
valuable in this direction, and to whom I am indebted for 
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valuable assistance and advice. The quality of milk sold in 
the town is generally good. The penalties fixed by law for 
violations of the milk laws are severe (none too severe), and 
it does not pay for the small dealers to violate this law, 
especially where they are almost constantly looked after by 
an inspector of milk. Any person in town who suspects that 
the milk he is using is not of good quality is cordially in- 
vited to send samples of the same to this office, where it will 
be tested without expense to the sender. My thanks are due 
to Dr. H. Lincoln Chase for valuable information and advice.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen,—lI have the honor to make my first report as 
inspector of ‘‘ animals intended for slaughter or kept for the 
production of milk,” for the first six months ending January 
Ist, 1893. | 

The first inspection I made in October, and examined 
196 cattle, the property of the various milk dealers located 
within the town limits. 

The second inspection J made in December, and examined 
199 cattle. In both inspections I have found the cattle to 
be free from all contagious diseases and the buildings and 
surroundings in good condition. 

On August 19th I examined a bay gelding and found him 
affected with acute glanders. JIordered him quarantined, but 
the owner destroyed him. 

On December 16th I inspected a cow-barn in a thickly 
settled part of the town, and found it to be in good con- 
dition.

REPORT OF THE OVERSEERS OF 
THE POOR. 





The report of this year varies but little from those of 
several preceding years. In November Mrs. J. Elliot Cabot, 
for many years a valued member of the board, was obliged 
to resign, and at a joint meeting of the Selectmen and 
Overseers Miss Mary B. Chapman was chosen to fill the 
vacancy. 

The almshouse continues under the efficient manage- 
ment of Mr. and Mrs. Campbell, and compares favorably 
with other similar institutions in the state. The number of 
inmates is at present five, about the usual number. During 
the summer an old man and his wife, previously assisted out- 
side, were committed there, but he was soon removed by his 
friends and placed with the Little Sisters of the Poor, and 
the woman escaped. Three children were also kept for 
a time at the almshouse, while their mother was at the 
House of Correction. On her release she disappeared, and 
the children, having been duly committed to the custody 
of the board, have been provided with suitable homes. 
While in the almshouse these children required such constant. 
care that it was necessary to employ a person specially for 
that purpose. | 

In the list of those receiving regular relief in their own 
homes there are a few changes. One woman, who has 
long had some help, has finally become self-supporting. 
The new cases consist of two widows, formerly relieved by 
the town, who, after several years of self-support, have been 
obliged by illness to ask again for assistance, —an old 
woman of 90 living with her daughter-in-law,—and a widow 
with four young children. 

The two children mentioned in last year’s report are still 
boarded out, and to these must now be added the three pre- 
viously reported, and there have also been during the year 
eight boys at the County Truant School and four at the 
House of the Angel Guardian. 
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Of those persons who receive partial support the larger 
number are in the various hospitals, and in many cases noth- 
ing is known of them until the bills for medical treatment 
are received. 

The number of the insane is fifteen, and the cost of their 
support continues to be a very large item in our expenses, 
and there is no probability that it can be reduced. A peti- 
tion has lately been before the Legislature from the trustees 
of the various insane hospitals, asking that the price of board 
be raised from $3.25 to $3.50 per week, but after careful 
investigation it has been refused.

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 





The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its annual 
report, being for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1893, 
and the seventeenth annual report. As in former years, the 
reports of the Superintendent of the Water Works and the 
Engineers at the pumping stations, with pumping statistics, 
accompanies this report. 

At the annual town meeting held in March, 1892, Wm. 
K. Melcher was re-elected a member of the board for three 
years. The board organized by the choice of William K. 
Melcher as chairman, and Francis Hunnewell as registrar and 
clerk. Mr. Hunnewell resigned his position as member of 
the board and registrar and clerk, April 21, 1892, and F. F. 
Forbes was appointed registrar and clerk, pro tem. 

At the regular monthly meeting, held May 3, 1892, Zeph. 
R. Forbes was appointed registrar and clerk for the ensuing 
year; and at a joint meeting of the Water Board and 
- Selectmen, held December 27, 1892, Oscar B. Mowry was 
appointed a member of the board to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Francis Hunnewell. 

The principal employés on the works remain the same as 
in previous years. 


Special Extensions. 


In February, 1892, the Special Committee on Extension 

of the Water Works (which was appointed at the town 
meeting of October 27, 1891) reported favorably on the 
following extensions: First, a covered reservoir on Fisher 
Hill; second, the enlargement of the low-service pumping 
station; third, a high-duty pumping engine; fourth, a sec- 
ond 20-inch force-main. 
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At the town meeting held in April, 1892, the above 
recommendations of the Committee were adopted, and the 
necessary appropriations were made for building the covered 
reservoir and the addition to the low-service pumping 
station. Authority was also given to contract for the high- 
duty pumping engine and the cast-iron pipe for the new 
force-main. 

Work was commenced on the covered reservoir about May 
20, and the reservoir proper was practically finished January 
1st and has been in constant use since that date. 

The addition to the low-service pumping station is now 
practically completed. 

The high-duty pumping engine has been contracted for 
with the Edward P. Allis Co., of Milwaukee, Wis., and the 
cast-iron pipe for the new force-main, with the McNeal Pipe 
and Foundry Co., of Burlington, N. J. | 

A detailed account of these special extensions will be given 
in the next annual report. 


General Extensions—Street Mains and Service-Pipe. 


The Superintendent’s report hereto annexed will show in 
detail the extensions made the past year. 

The board has received a large number of applications for 
short extensions, and owing to the ‘custom of purchasing pipe 
in advance of actual need they have been able to do this 
work without delay. No leaks have occurred in the force 
or street mains the past year. 

The number of service pipes laid during the season of 1892 
was 174, an increase of 20 over last year. There have been 
but few leaks in service-pipe, and these have been repaired 
at a small expense. 


Meters. 


There are in town 889 meters, 126 having been set the 
past season. The following table shows the number and size 
of all meters set in town:

Quality of Water. 


The quality of our water has been exceptionally good 
throughout the year. Microscopic examinations of the water 
in the reservoir have been made by Mr. Forbes each week, 
and the condition of the vegetable growths carefully studied. 
By this examination, any rapid growths can be detected in 
season to be in a measure guarded against. 


Buildings and Stand-Pipes. 


All buildings connected with this department are in good 
repair. Owing to the large number of incendiary fires 
occurring in the vicinity of the low-service pumping-station, 
the board deemed it advisable to employ a night watchman. 
The high-service stand-pipe is in good condition, as is also 
the low-service stand-pipe on Walnut Hill.

An examination of the summary of work done by the 
Water Department the past season will show that a less 
number of feet of main-pipe have been laid than usual, 
although the number of different extensions was nearly as 
great ; also, that more service-pipes have been laid than in 
any other year since the works were turned over to the board. 

No serious leak has occurred in the mains or house 
supplies, and no accident has happened to our pumping 
machinery. The works throughout are in good order. 

The consumption of water is increasing, the natural result 
of the large number of new houses which are springing up 
all over town. 

The above brief statement gives a general idea of the 
condition of the works at the present time. A somewhat 
more detailed statement will now follow. 

Several hydrants have been added in places where a better 
fire protection was thought advisable. 

No repairs of consequence have been made on any of the 
buildings, with the exception of the store-house, formerly 
located on the Tappan-street lot. In accordance with the 
plan mentioned in the last annual report, this building was 
moved to the Pearl-street lot, one story added to it, and the 
building put in good repair. 

The new pipe-yard has been graded and the spring ship- 
ment of pipe was stored there. 

The telephone line has been rebuilt as contemplated, and 
is now in excellent working order. An indicator has been 
placed in the Town Hall and low-service pumping station, 
which shows the height of water in the reservoir. 
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The high-service stand-pipe has needed no outlay. It 
should, however, receive a coat of paint on the inside the 
coming season. 

At the time of writing this report, the covered reservoir 
is so far completed as to be in daily use. All the grad- 
ing, however, is not yet done, and some other work will 
be necessary in the spring. The addition to the low-service 
pumping station will be finished by March 15th. In order 
that our boilers might be supplied with a softer water, and 
also to economize the water from the wells and galleries, a 
permanent filter, or, more strictly speaking, strainer, was 
built and connected with the river and is now in constant 
use. Since the change was made our boilers show very 
much less scale, and a saving of fifty to one hundred thousand 
gallons of water per day is made. 

It might be well to state here that the quality of water 
delivered to the town is most satisfactory. The covered 
reservoir now in use fully ensures that the water drawn at 
the faucet will always be of the same purity that it was when 
it flowed from the wells and galleries, truly a spring water. 

The coming season it will be well to add a few hydrants in 
such parts of the town as have been built upon quite largely 
of late. Hydrants are cheaper than hose, and short lines of 
hose made possible by a generous number of hydrants are 
much more efficient than longer ones. By the close of our 
next annual report we expect the second force-main will be 
laid and the triple expansion engine in operation. 

The calls for water are increasing so rapidly it will be 
necessary to extend the system of driven wells in 1894, and 
that this work may be done in the best and most economical 
manner, a certain number of test-wells should be driven and 
plans matured during the summer, so that the necessary pipes 
and other materials can be procured and got into place and 
shape, ready for work early the following spring. -

LOW-SERVICE PUMPING STATION, 
WeEst Roxpury, Mass., Feb. 8, 1893. 


To the Brookline Water Board :— 


GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present the report of 
the Engineer, for the year ending January 31st, 1893. 

The amount of water pumped is 399,345,283 gallons, an 
increase of 39,500,000 gallons over last year. The pumps 
have been in operation 730 hours more than last year. 


Pumping Engines. 

Engine No. 2 is in good condition. It has been used for 
only a few days whilst making alterations on the force-main 
of Engine No. 1. The high-pressure cylinder of Engine No. 
1 has been fitted with a new piston. The engine is in good 
condition and gives a better duty than last year. 


Boilers. 


The boilers are in good condition. The feed-water which 
is now taken from the river is gradually loosening the scale 
deposited on the tubes by the well water.

GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present herewith the 
report of the Engineer of the High-Service Pumping Station 
for the year ending January 31, 1893. 

The only repairs required the past year were as follows: 
The fire-box was relined, some grate-bars renewed, and a 
new set of springs placed in the water-end of the Blake 
engine. | 

The boiler is in good condition, and will do service for 
many years, but that necessary repairs may be made I 
would recommend the addition of another boiler, and as new 
boilers will be needed at the low-service station I think 
one of these old boilers might be safely reset here. 

The engines, buildings and grounds are in good condition. 

The increase in the consumption of water on the high 
Service the past year was about 28 per cent. . 

The following table will show the record of work done at 
this station the past year.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON EXTENSION OF 
THE WATER WORKS. 


The Special Committee on the Extension of the Water 
Works would make the following report of the progress of 


the work to date: 


It might be well to state again the work which the com- 
mittee was appointed to execute. It was: rst, building 
a covered reservoir on Fisher Hill; Second, the enlargement 
of the low-service pumping station and building the engine 
foundations ; Third, the purchasing of a high-duty pumping 
engine; fourth, laying a new force-main from the low- 
service pumping station to the reservoir. 

The committee first gave attention to the building of the 
new reservoir. Plans and specifications were made by F. 
F. Forbes, Superintendent of Water Works. These plans 
were approved and adopted by the committee, and a notice 
to contractors for bids for the construction of the reservoir 
in accordance with such plans, was duly advertised. Eleven 
bids were received, ranging from $22,778.15 to $28,260.00. 
The former, the lowest one, was made by D. Henry Cram, 
of Boston, Mass., and to this party the committee awarded 
the contract. Work was commenced by Mr. Cram prompt- 
ly, and continued with a good deal of push and vigor till the 
latter part of December, when the weather became so cold 
and unfavorable that work ceased. The reservoir, however, 
at this time was nearly completed, the only work remaining 
to be done being a part of the grading and general cleaning 
of the reservoir grounds. 

The reservoir has a capacity of 1,213,395 gallons, some 
200,000 gallons more than originally intended: The amount 
expended to date is $28,809.18. The bids for the work 
were based on a certain number of cubic yards. The 
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amount of earth-work, however, was increased nearly 3000 
cubic yards by a large quantity of muck found in a bog hole, 
which had been covered over at some time in the past with 
good material, and which was not discovered in the excava- 
tions made by the test-pits, and consequently not included in 
the estimates. The above amount also includes the expense 
of inspection, superintendence and pipe connections, and all 
other work appertaining to its construction. The reservoir 
has been in constant use since January 20. 

Work on the enlargement of the pumping station and fhe 
building of the engine foundations, could not be safely com- 
menced until the style and make of an engine should be 
decided upon, and it was therefore the last of June before 
work was fairly begun. After this time the work went 
forward without any mishap or delay until its completion, 
about September 15th. All the work was done by the day, 
in the most thorough manner, and at a cost of $9,912.25. 

The contract for the enlargement of the pumping station 
above the foundations was let to A. H. Bailey, the lowest 
bidder, for the sum of $7,895.00; the town to furnish all 
granite. The plans for this addition were made by George 
Moffett, Jr., architect, of Boston, the dimensions of the 
building being determined by the room required for two 
engines. 

The chairman of the Water Board, Mr. Melcher, was 
appointed to superintend its construction. This addition 
will be completed about March 15th; the grading around it, 
however, cannot be done until later in the spring. 

The subject of pumping engines received a careful and 
extensive consideration by the committee, and the committee 
finally came to the conclusion that it was for the best inter- 
ests of the town to purchase the engine offered by the Edward 
P. Allis Co. of Milwaukee, Wis. This engine was a vertical 
triple expansion machine, of a capacity of 5,000,000 gallons 
in twenty-four hours. <A contract was therefore made with 
this firm for the sum of $26,000.00, the town to furnish the 
boilers. This engine is expected to be in position by June 
Ist, next. 
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The contract for the straight pipe and special castings for 
the new force-main was made with the McNeal Pipe & Foun- 
dry Co. of Burlington, N. J., the lowest bidder. The pipe 
is now being cast and will be delivered in Brookline in sea- 
son to commence work in early spring. 

The above report furnishes a statement of the work done 
the past season, and its condition at the present time. At 
the close of the present year it is expected the extensions 
before spoken of will be completed, and then a report in detail 
will be made.

THIRTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 





The Trustees of the Public Library are able to report 
another year of steady growth, and constantly increasing. 
usefulness, in the institution under their charge. A loss 
which has been felt keenly by all connected with the man- 
agement of the library, was the death of the chairman of 
the board, Hon. William Aspinwall. The Trustees, at their 
next ensuing regular meeting, adopted the following minute 
in recognition of the services he had rendered to the Library : 


‘The Hon. William Aspinwall died on the 25th of October, 1892. A 
member of the Board of Trustees of the Brookline Public Library almost 
from its foundation, and its chairman for the past six years, he brought 
to it the experience of a cultured education and a varied reading, and 
gave to it cheerfully his best mental effort. The Library was as dear to 
him as any institution of the town; and mindful of it, even in death, he 
bequeathed to it his valuable private collection of foreign literature. 
This board, at this first meeting after his death, desires to put on record 
this minute of its appreciation of his services, and thus to express its 
sense of the loss it has sustained.” 


Another of the Trustees, Mr. E. C. Hovey, being con- 
strained by the pressure of public duties which often called 
him out of the state, has resigned his place at our board. 
Mr. Hovey brought to the meetings of the board large 
information as to the methods of conducting library work, 
and his resignation occasioned much regret. To fill these 
two vacancies, in accordance with the laws of the state, the 
Trustees and the Selectmen made choice of James M. Cod- 
man and Edward Stanwood. 

The new card-catalogue has been for some months in use, 
and has furnished most valuable assistance to readers, in 
finding the books of which they are in search. The new 
reading-room is well patronized, and has won unstinted 
praise because of its beauty, and its fitness to serve the pur- 
pose for which it was designed. Some little trouble was 
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experienced, at first, in the enforcement of rules sufficiently 
rigid to secure that degree of quiet, essential to the comfort 
and enjoyment of readers. But the general public has now, 
for the most part, heartily accepted these rules, made for 
the good of all, and there is seldom an occasion for the dis- 
play of authority. Out of the accumulated income of the 
Gardner Fund, the Trustees have purchased .for this room a 
handsome clock, and have caused it to be suitably inscribed, 
as another memorial to the generosity of the giver of that 
fund. Would that more of our citizens might make pro- 
vision, in this way, to recall their names to the memory of 
coming generations ! 

The new reference-room is very much in demand. The 
books here are next the hand of all who desire to consult 
them ; as directly under their control as the books of a private 
library. Scholars in our schools are now making large use 
of these reference books, and we are glad to be able to say 
that, so far as we know, there has been no abuse of the 
privilege accorded them. | 

The children’s reading-room has been more thronged 
than ever before; the number of children supplied with 
books in this department standing at 8,605. This isa gain 
over last year of 1,784. New books have been added to this 
department, from time to time, but it is still insufficiently 
supplied, and it is the purpose of the Trustees, as soon as 
the requisite time and money can be spared, to provide for 
it a much larger amount of the best juvenile literature. 

For several years the use of the library has been growing 
at a constantly increasing rate. The gain reported each 
year has surpassed the gain made during the previous year. 
We now report a total circulation of 83,007, a gain of 9,182 ; 
and an increase over last year’s gain of 1,731. Most of this 
gain is in books registered at the desk for home use, and is 
of course accounted for, in great degree, by the larger num- 
ber of borrowers. Last year the total number of borrower’s 
cards in use was 4,519. This year it is 5,100, an increase of 
581. ‘This, again, marks an accelerated rate of progress ; 
the new-comers of this year being 97 more than the new- 
comers of the previous year. 
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How many of these new borrowers are new residents of 
our rapidly growing town, and how many are old residents 
attracted to the library by changes recently made, we are 
unable to report. The question is not of great importance, 
save as a means of testing the practical value of these 
improvements in making the library more attractive and in 
furnishing better facilities for the selection of books. This 
test, however, can be made in another way. As was said 
last year, dividing the total circulation by the total number 
of books in the library, shows the degree of use to which 
these books are put; as if one person had read, and re-read, 
all the volumes upon our shelves. Thus, in 1891, it was as 
if that supposititious person had read through the library 1.8 
times; in 1892, as if he had read it through 1.95. times ; 
this year it is as if he had read it through 2.09 times. This 
represents a distinct gain, not only in the number of people 
making use of the library, but in the number of books which 
these people read; and the Trustees have a right to credit 
this to the better management which experience and obser- 
vation are all the time teaching. 

And this improvement is aa larger than the figures for 
the year will show. In our reference and reading rooms 
books are now constantly in use by the public, of which no 
account is made; but which, a year ago, would have been 
recorded as books taken out on hall slips, and added to the 
circulation. If we had any way of recording the use of 
these books, our circulation for the year would show several 
thousands larger at least, and the proof of the usefulness of 
the library which we are able to present in figures would be 
materially increased. 

The year has been too crowded with work to permit the 
re-arrangement and re-classification of the library, which the 
Trustees have contemplated ; and until that is accomplished, 
it is not advisable to make the new classified finding lists, 
which we hope soon to put at the service of the public. We 
expect these to be a very important supplement to the card 
catalogue, as a means of reaching the books that readers 
require. Other changes and improvements are under con- 
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sideration, upon which it is now too soon to make a definite 
report. 

The cost of heating and lighting the new part of the 
library building is even greater than the Trustees anticipated, 
and we must ask a still larger appropriation to meet the 
expense. If, however, the town will satisfy our demands 
this year, we can see no occasion for a considerable increase 
during a period of years to come. Ours is unquestionably, 
as compared with some other libraries, a somewhat expensive 
building to maintain. On the other hand, we feel that our 
citizens get what they pay for, in a building exceptionally 
light, spacious and attractive, and in a service, we hope, 
efficient and agreeable to all. 

Other facts of interest will be found in the reports of the 
Treasurer and Librarian, hereto appended.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 





Brooking, Feb. 1, 1893. 


To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library :— 


GENTLEMEN,—My twenty-first annual report is herewith 
respectfully submitted, embodying the statistics and other 
features of library interest for the year ending January 31, 
1893. 

Several important events have marked the year, notably 
the opening of our new reading-room, the establishment of 
the reference-room, and the completion and introduction of 
the public card catalogue, each of these events affording 
opportunities which have been eagerly seized and improved 
by the public, with evident signs of approval and apprecia- 
tion. Equipped with these improvements, as well as with 
ample book-room and a convenient waiting-room, we are 
now in condition to do good and effectual work for many 
years to come. | 

A re-arrangement of the books upon the shelves is the one 
thing needed to perfect our library of over 39,000 volumes. 
This matter has been under consideration for several years, 
but no definite plan reached, because other important work 
seemed to claim precedence, but the time has now come 
when the work can and should be done. 

The increased business of the library, which is apparent in 
every department, as will be seen by the statistics later on, 
is due partly to the rapid growth of the town which brings 
new-comers to the library ; partly to a newly awakened inter- 
est in the library consequent upon recent improvements, but 
more largely upon the growth of school work, the teachers 
alone having drawn 2,845 volumes for use in their classes. 


Circulation. 
The most gratifying statistics of the year are those of cir- 
culation, which show this increase in a very marked degree. 
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The year contained 303 library days, with the following 
record :—

The loans for home use last year were 60,731 against 
66,665 this year, making a gain of 5,934 volumes. The 
total circulation this year is 83,007 against 73,825 as last 
reported, making a total gain of 9,182 volumes. 

The daily averages of this circulation were 215 on the 
desk account for home use, 220 on the total home use, 230 
upon the combined home and desk use, and 274 on all reg- 
istered use. The largest day’s circulation occurred March 
19, 1892, and numbered 453 volumes. 

Incidental to the circulation we have issued 692 new cards, 
making a total of 5,100 cards in use. We have also sent 
4,924 notices for overdue books, and have collected $212.60 
in fines. 

In compliance with the requirements of the Board of 
Health, we have likewise sent out 132 notices prohibiting 
the return of books from houses where contagious diseases 
exist, and also withholding the privilege of drawing books, 
from all members of the family until the quarantine is 
declared off by that board. 

The other items of work accomplished in this department, 
are the rebinding of 328 books, and the covering and label- 
ing of 7,080 volumes. 


Accessions. 

In growth, as well as in circulation, we find increased sta- 
tistics: the catalogue of accessions registering the entry of 
2,089 volumes, and 410 pamphlets, besides miscellaneous 
gifts of unbound magazines, maps, portraits, and the like. 
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The book additions were acquired by purchase, gift, and 
the binding of periodicals, and number 1,570, 322, and 
197, respectively. Out of the number purchased (1,570) 
there were 489 volumes to replace an equal number with- 
drawn, so that the gain in new books is but 1,081, which 
with the gifts (322) and periodicals (197) makes a net gain 
of 1,600 volumes during the year, and raises the total num- 
ber of volumes in the library to 39,007. 


The New Reading-Room. 

Our new reading-room was quietly opened to the public 
on the evening of March 21, 1892, without formality of any 
kind. From that date to the present it has rarely been 
without readers from the opening to the closing hour—a 
sufficient commentary upon its timeliness, usefulness and 
general appreciation. 

None but the highest encomiums have been expressed as 
to either the architectural beauty of the room, or the liberal 
provisions for the convenience, comfort and enjoyment of its 
patrons ; and one has but to note the general air of satisfac- 
tion with which each visitor makes use of its privileges, in 
order to be convinced that a good work has been accom- 
plished. 

The New Reference-Room. 

Among the new features of the year has been the estab- 
lishment of a public reference department, where the books 
may be freely taken from the shelves and consulted at will. 
The room which was fitted up for this purpose proves 
admirably adapted, and quite adequate to the present needs. 

The reference books were transferred to their new quar- 
ters, arranged, and shelf-listed early in March, and from that 
time onward their use has been steadily on the increase. 

The librarian’s desk has been transferred to this room, 
from which point of vantage she may not only see, hear, and 
know all that goes on in the three rooms, but may superin- 
tend the card catalogue, direct the children and lend a 
helping hand to whomsoever needs it. 

Although the room is used at all times of the day it has 
been found that the forenoons afford the best opportunity for 
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undisturbed study, consequently are preferred by most ladies. 

To the teachers and pupils the room is a special boon, the 
afternoons and early evening hours being almost exclusively 
given over to school work, and at certain hours the room is 
like a hive of human bees, so crowded is it with young and 
busy workers, either taking notes on the morrow’s lesson, or 
searching material for the next composition, or the coming 
debate. The general deportment at such times is worthy of 
comment as being highly satisfactory. 

No record of this work has been attempted, or would be 
possible indeed, but from careful observation of its every 
phase I may say that much good work has been done already 
and that much more may be expected. 


The Public Catalogue. 

Although the early history of the card catalogue has 
already been touched upon in the two preceding reports, I 
claim indulgence for repeating enough to make a condensed 
story from first to last which shall go on record for future 
reference. 

It will be remembered that in the spring of 1890 it was 
decided to prepare a type-written card catalogue of all books 
added to the library since the publication of the supplement 
of 1881, and to place it outside the desk for public use, as a 
supplement to the two printed catalogues, and coming down 
to date. 

A Hammond typewriter was bought and the services of 
an expert secured. The work began on the last of May and 
was completed August 30, the cards actually being ready 
for use Sept. 1, 1890. While this task was under way, it 
became evident that a complete card catalogue was the one 
thing necessary, and your board authorized its preparation. 

Beginning Sept. 18, 1890, the work went steadily on, 
through all the stages of preparing copy, typewriting, revis- 
ion, correction and alphabetizing, to its completion August 
25, 1892. The last half of the revision, the alphabetical 
arrangement and the distribution of the cards in the trays 
with their guide-cards and catch-letters, being the work of 
the present year. 
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The catalogue as it stands today contains between 78,000 
and 79,000 cards, and indexes the entire library of over 
39,000 volumes. 


Children’s Reading-Room. 

This room still continues under the superintendence of Mr. 
Orcutt, and is open daily from 2 to 6 Pp. M., and again from 
6.30 to 8 o’clock in the evening. 

Many new picture books have been added to its shelves, 
and 8,605 children have pored over them during the year, 
the record showing the use of 13,028 books. 

The room is often over-crowded, and upon several occa- 
sions the services of both janitors have been required to 
meet the demands of the children, as well as to preserve 
order. 

Conclusion. 

In closing, I beg to say that while the increased work of 
the year has demanded much extra labor and long hours, it 
has been accomplished by the usual library staff, and its 
record is submitted in the belief that it is worthy of your 
approval.

In the Grammar schools several changes in the assign- 
ment of teachers have been made, which will be found in © 
detail in the tabulated statements on another page. In the 
Pierce Grammar school Mr. Charles N. Bentley has resigned, 
to accept a position in one of the Boston schools, and Miss 
Mary McSkimmon has been appointed to succeed him. Miss 
Hattie E. Hunt, of the Sewall school, has resigned to accept 
a position with a larger salary at Hartford, Conn. Miss 
Helen M. Flint has succeeded Miss Annie M. Osgood in the 
Cabot school. In the Lawrence school Miss Lillian M. 
Walton and Miss Caroline A. Lyle have resigned, and their 
places have been filled by transfers. Miss Elizabeth W. 
Bean, after more than thirteen years’ successful work in this 
school, has asked and received leave of absence for the latter 
half of the school year, and is now abroad, but expects to 
resume her work at the opening of the next autumn. The 
vacancy has been temporarily filled. Miss Louise A. P.

Miss Florence H. Long has been chosen as a special teacher 
of French in the Pierce and Lawrence schools, in pursuance 
of the plan to introduce the study of a modern language 
beside English, which the committee have had under consid- 
eration for more than a year, and which was offered as an 
optional study at the opening of the year. 
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Miss Harriet S. Jenks has been appointed to take charge 
of the Kindergarten, ‘to be opened immediately in the Ed- 
ward Devotion school on Harvard street. 

Mr. Frank W. Kendall has been appointed instructor in 
the industrial work, to succeed Mr. Alley who has recently 
resigned. 

While the number of children in town between the ages 
of 5 and 15, according to the returns made, has increased 
since 1883 from 1,499 to 2,156, or not far from forty per 
cent, the number of scholars between those ages, enrolled, 
has increased from a little over 1,300 to about 2,000, or 
considerably more than fifty per cent.* The number of 
rooms occupied by pupils in the public schools in 1883, 
was thirty. The number now in use, not including the 
Edward Devotion school, is sixty-five. While this is nomi- 
nally more than double the number, a considerable propor- 
tion are simply recitation rooms; and ‘the introduction of 
industrial work, and of kindergartens occupied to a large 
extent by children under 5, has not only required all avail- 
able room, but several times during the past few years made 
it necessary to secure rooms outside, in buildings not owned 
by the town; and at the present time the Kindergarten in 
connection with the Parsons school is held in the Union 
building. 

The question of proper school accommodations has there- 
fore been one requiring constant study, and this is sure to 
be the case for the immediate future to a much greater extent 
than the ordinary average growth of our population would 
demand. The rapid increase of residences in groups, in 
certain parts of the town, has forced us to consider the 
selection of suitable places for new school-houses, to meet 
the needs of those coming in as new residents, and it would 
be wise to provide, in advance of the demand, for future 
requirements. 

The difficulties which have arisen as to the location of a 
new school-house somewhere near the junction of Tappan 
~ #The number reported as actually enrolled on the date given, it should be stated, was less 


than it would have been had the count been taken either earlier or later, owing to the preva- 
lence of epidemic diseases at that time. ; 
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and Beacon streets, and the objections which have been 
made to the sites proposed, by residents in that vicinity, are 
known to the town from recent reports and public hearings, 
and need not be repeated in this place. 

In our last report we stated that every seat in the High 
School building was occupied, by the 127 scholars then in 
attendance, and that all the available space in the large hall 
had been utilized by arranging seats in pairs, and closing 
alternate aisles. Here, too, we have had a most gratifying 
increase in the number of pupils, which reached 176 almost 
immediately after the opening of the present school year, 
and has made it difficult to gather the whole school in the 
upper room, even for the opening exercises. The necessity 
for a new building, to which we have so frequently referred 
in previous reports, is now imperative. The readiness of 
the town to recognize this fact has been gratifying to the 
board, and we can only hope that the differing opinions as 
to the proper place on which to erect a new building may 
not delay its construction. As the last report mentioned, 
this subject has been very carefully considered by a special 
committee of the board during the entire year; a large 
number of lots proposed have been examined, the various 
interests to be taken into the determination of the problem 
have been thoughtfully considered, and the board has made 
such recommendations to the town as commended themselves, 
all things considered, to their best judgment. As the sub- 
ject is now before the town meeting, and a decision will 
probably be reached before this report will be in the hands 
of the citizens, no further discussion at this time seems to be 
desirable. 

The Edward Devotion school has been completed, and 
placed in charge of the School Committee by the joint 
committee who were ordered to build it by the town; its 
formal opening will take place at an early day. 

The new building of the Sewall school has been completed 
and occupied during the year. The Lawrence school indus- 
trial-rooms have also been opened since our last report, for 
instruction in manual training. In this building the Com- 
mittee have had considerable trouble with the heating and 
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ventilating apparatus, which, as put in by the contractors, 
failed to give satisfaction; and the board have caused such 
changes in its construction and arrangement to be made as 
will, it is believed, obviate the trouble, and while conducing 
to the comfort of teachers and scholars, fully comply with 
the requirements of the law. 

The interest of our citizens in the schools has been pleas- 
antly shown in various ways during the year. Public exer- 
cises were held in all our schools on the Columbian anniver- 
sary, and on several of the buildings national flags were dis- 
played, which were given the town for the use of the schools 
by those for whom the schools were named, or their repre- 
sentatives. 

The hall of the Lawrence school has been decorated by a 
number of excellent photographs and casts, the gift of Mrs. 
Cunningham, and the residents in that vicinity are carrying 
out some other plans for its improvement, under the advice 
of a special committee of this board. 

During the year an exhibition of school work, as conducted 
in Brookline, was held in the Town Hall, and attracted marked 
attention, not only from our own citizens, but from superin- 
tendents and educators throughout New England; particu- 
lars will be found in the report of the Superintendent. 

In the various departments of the system of instruction 
offered the children of the town, it is confidently believed 
that steady advances have been made during the year. For 
information on these matters, reference is made to the re- 
ports of sub-committees, incorporated in this report, and 
to the reports of the Superintendent and special teachers. 


High School. 

The number of scholars in our High School at the present 
time is larger than ever before in its history. The entering 
class included many who were attracted to it from private 
schools by the opportunities and advantages we are able to 
offer, which we can claim with confidence are equal to those 
of any of the neighboring towns and cities. We were 
obliged to put in new seats to accommodate this increase, 
and to assemble some of the classes in rooms heretofore used

only for recitations. An excellent spirit pervades the school ; 
an association of its alumni has recently been formed, and in 
every way the school and its teachers are endeavoring to 
meet the expectations of our citizens. A new departure in 
school work, in what we have called ‘‘ High School Exten- 
sion,” under the charge of Miss Johnson, has been successfully 
inaugurated with an attendance of upwards of 75. - This 
will offer to recent graduates, and to others interested, 
special opportunities of great value, under thoroughly 
competent instruction. For a detailed account of these 
plans, we refer to the report of the master of the school, 
and to the printed circular on the subject, which has been 
distributed to those interested. 

The school has lost the services of Miss Fogg, whose res- 
ignation has been already mentioned ; her work was entirely 
satisfactory to the Committee, and her loyalty to the school 
and her influence on the scholars were very gratifying to the 
board; an expression of our regret was communicated to 
her by vote of the board. A native of France, and a teacher 
of much experience, has taken her place in the school, as 
already mentioned. 

At the opening of the year it seemed advisable to the sub- 
committee to make some modifications in the instruction in 
military drill; it was thought that equal and probably greater 
advantages could be obtained by carrying out the 
plan experimentally attempted last spring, of giving the 
boys of the school instruction in physical exercises, under an 
expert teacher, for a part of the year. The school battalion 
made an excellent record, in the competitive drill of the 
companies composing the Second School Regiment, which 
was held on the Playground last summer, and which 
was extremely creditable to its instructor, Col. Hapgood. 
But some objections to the continuance of the battalion in the 
regiment developed themselves, and on the recommendation 
of the sub-committee, after consultation with the master, it 
was decided to withdraw it from the regiment. Mr. Benja- 
min Hurd, Jr., a graduate of the school, and formerly the 
Major of the Battalion, has been appointed Military Instructor. 
A teacher of physical exercises (Mr. Albert Whitehouse, 


ae 
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instructor of gymnastics in the Institute of Technology.) has 
been appointed, who will have charge of the instruction in 
this department for a part of the year, as Miss Gordon does 
of the Swedish gymnastics for the young ladies. The drill 
shed will be used for the former, and dressing-rooms in the 
upper story of the school-house have been provided for the 
latter. The importance of a due regard to athletics and 
other departments of physical training, is now fully recog- 
nized in our colleges and higher institutions of learning. 
‘<The sound mind in the sound body” is the most capable 
recipient of the best instruction. While no one desires that 
our high schools and colleges should be devoted to any ex- 
tent, to the development of athletes and contestants for inter- 
scholastic rivalries, the idea that due attention must be given 
to physical culture in order to obtain the best intellectual 
results, is too thoroughly established in the minds of thought- 
ful teachers and observers for the Committee to ignore it, in 
arranging the curriculum of the school, or in holding that in 
mind when selecting a location for the new building. 


Industrial Education. 


In our last report it was stated that a wood-turning and 
pattern shop, containing sixteen lathes and pattern benches, 
had been fitted up in the annex to the William H. Lincoln 
school, and that the next in the series of shops to be estab- 
lished would be a foundry, in which the pupils would be 
taught to mold their patterns and then reproduce them in 
metal. 

It was hoped that the last graduating class would so far 
complete the course in pattern-making, asto make a begin- 
ning in the foundry. But in this we were disappointed. As 
the work progressed it became more exacting in its demands 
upon the pupil’s time and upon the character of his previous 
work, and we are not able to report the degree of advance- 
ment which we had hoped. In addition, at the end of the 
year, we were obliged to lose the service of Mr. Kimball, who 
had the work so well in hand. 

During the past summer vacation the foundry was fur- 
nished with sixteen sand-trays, and the furnaces for melting 
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lead and brass, together with molding-flasks and the few 
other needed tools, will be in readiness by the time the pat- 
tern course is sufficiently advanced to justify a beginning in the 
foundry. 

The new rooms in the Lawrence school building for car- 
pentry and cooking were completed and furnished, and 
the work was well under way at the end of the last year. 

At the opening of the schools last fall, the pupils of the 
upper grades in the Pierce Grammar school were admitted 
to these courses in the Lawrence school, and the work in 
manual training in all the schools is now progressing favor- 
ably under the direction of Mr. Kendall, our new teacher in 
charge of this department. 

When the new Manual Training High School building 
already authorized by the town shall have been completed, 
and anew manual training class admitted, we shall be cer- 
tain to realize more fully in the expansion of this depart- 
ment of instruction, its great value in all grades of our 


schools.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Brookline :— 


It becomes my pleasant duty to report for the third time 
upon the condition of the schools under your charge. The 
facts bearing upon several important departments of instruc- 
tion were so fully stated last year that I shall pass some of 
them without comment at the present time. Nothing can be 
gained by magnifying the excellencies of our work or by 
glossing over any of our short-comings. Indeed, much harm 
might be done by presenting to your Committee or to the 
public a too favorable view of what has been done. An 
earnest attempt has certainly been made to aim at the truest, 
the highest and the best. The life and the growth of the 
child has been made of first account. Standards of uniform- 
ity, in fact, all claims of a system, considered as such, have 
been made secondary. In other words, more attention has 
been given to the feelings, tastes, impulses and habits of the 
child than to the amount of knowledge he can round up ina 
given time. 

To the usual studies there have been added, all the way 
from the Kindergarten to the High School, the most interest- 
ing and inspiring lessons in Nature, Literature and History 
that could be selected. Teachers bave been asked to treat 
these lessons not only as means of intellectual nourishment, 
but hopefully, and in the confident belief that from them will 
come a broadening of the mind and an enrichment of the life 
that shall make childhood brighter, youth more earnest, 
manhood more efficient, and old age more serene. 

It follows that we have been, and are still, in something of 
a transition state. The teachers have not fully adjusted 
themselves to new ideals. Pupils have only partially caught 
the true spirit. Parents are interested and considerate, but 
not fully informed. Until all parties involved are of one 
accord and unite in one common effort, there cannot be the 
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highest result. That this time is speedily coming I firmly 
believe. An improved tone is already visible in schools 
that have long been regarded as excellent. Much depends 
upon the teachers. The educational problem now being 
solved in Brookline is worthy of their most faithful study 
and labor, not only because it is of great moment to the town, 
_ but for what it may effect for the general cause of education. 

The parents, also, can do much to aid the schools. They 
can influence their children to respect and esteem their 
teachers. They can see that no other interest makes too 
great a claim uponthe thought and energies of their children. 
Punctual and regular attendance are the sine qua non of a 
good school. 

The citizens of the town by their appropriation provide 
liberally for the schools. Some may think they cost too 
much, but with the exception of the Kindergarten and Manual 
Training, the schools have no unusual or expensive features. 
One thing must be said, the teachers, considering the qual- 
ity of service they render, and the expensiveness of living in 
Brookline, receive only moderate salaries. In afew cases 
where the labor and responsibilities are great, it is to be 
hoped that some addition can be made under the estimates 
for the coming year. 


The Kindergarten School. 

The large expenditure involved in a system of kinder- 
gartens implies a belief in their superior value. Every pri- 
mary school, except the Heath, is now supplied with a kin- 
dergarten. Hence, the school life of the little children begins 
in sunshine and joy. Refined and accomplished teachers 
create an atmosphere that is at once homelike and elevating. 
No one who looks upon the children of the town, who are 
to be its future citizens, as its greatest public interest, can 
question for a moment the propriety of beginning early to 
educate them, or of continuing the process as long as possi- 
ble. But it may justly be asked, what relation does the 
kindergarten bear to the school, and to what extent are its 
principles applicable to the higher grades? It has long been 
claimed by those who have considered these questions that 
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there should be no break between the kindergarten and lowest 
grade in the primary school, and that the principles upon 
which the kindergarten is based are the true doctrines upon 
which all school work should be conducted. This would imply 
that there should be no sudden change in the character of 
exercises. If songs, games, stories, and manual exercises 
are truly educational for children of four years old, they must 
be so for those of a year or two older. If freedom and self- 
activity are to be fostered at one stage, they should. not be 
discarded at other times. 

This idea will be seen to be quite in accord with what has 
been attempted in our schools. Joy, freedom, more experi- 
ence with things, training of hand and eye, and self-control, 
have been emphasized as necessary factors. It will not be 
difficult, therefore, to work out a connection of kinder- 
garten and school that shall be vital and effective. The kin- 
dergartners and primary teachers are now holding a series of 
meetings that promise great good. Thesongs and games, so 
delightful in the kindergarten, will soon be a part of early 
school life. More of the occupations of the kindergarten 
will be continued in the grades above, and, with the exer- 
cises in clay and paper now given, will furnish sufficient 
hand-work up to the point where the girls begin sewing and 
boys enter upon wood-work. 

Children from four to ten years of age are restless and re- 
quire activity. We must utilize this tendency by directing 
it into useful channels. 

The beginnings in Reading and Number may be made so 
gradually and with such pleasure that all sense of pressure 
and exaction are excluded. | 

A good measure of the kindergarten spirit, if such it may 
be called, is manifested in all grades. It is particularly no- 
ticeable in the High School. The pupils are loyal, self-con- 
trolled and industrious. They respond cordially to all de- 
mands, and find pleasure in hard work. There is good rea- 
son to anticipate that in the near future there will be unity of 
spirit and a close sequence of work seldom to be found in a 
system of schools.

The Teachers. 


As a rule our teachers are earnest and faithful. Whatever 
of efficiency and excellence the schools have attained, is due 
largely to them. The adoption of a broader curriculum 
puts new demands upon them and tests not only their abil- 
ity but their zeal. For example, each teacher has at least 
one branch of elementary science to teach. If she doesn’t 
become an earnest student of that subject, her instruction 
will be quite superficial and of little value. Not only must 
she attend faithfully to what is presented in teachers’ meet- 
ings, but she must give time to private study and prepara- 
tion for the class-room. 

The policy of having courses of lectures, for the teachers, 
on History, Science and Literature, is one that may wisely 
be continued. The teachers will attend these with pleasure 
and appreciation, and thereby will be aided and encouraged 
in their work. 

Great care has been taken in the selection of new teach- 
ers. Several who have recently been employed are labor- 
ing with unqualified success. 


The Subjects. 


During the past year much attention has been paid to 
Arithmetic, History, Literature, Elementary Science, Draw- 
ing, and Composition. All these subjects are pursued with 
interest. One or two subjects have not received the atten- 
tion they deserve. Oral Reading, for example, demands a 
good portion of time in all grades. All will agree that 
silent reading is a power much oftener used in practical life 
and that more of our attention should be given to getting the 
thought, than to its oral expression. But oral reading exer- 
cises other powers and introduces other elements of culture 
that are not to be lightly esteemed. Thought and its 
expression are always reciprocal. One never feels the force 
of a noble sentiment so much as when he utters it. The 
more feelingly and earnestly he expresses it, the more it 
reacts upon himself and the more deeply it affects him. 
Therefore, practice in giving voice to what is pure, noble 
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and patriotic in literature, not only gives culture to the 
human voice but calls forth the deeper and finer feelings of 
the soul and gives self-command, dignity and grace. 

When children have once learned to read, the larger por- 
tion of their reading will be along lines of information and 
description, and may be largely independent of the teacher, 
but some of the great literature, like Longfellow, Lowell, 
Tennyson, Shakespeare, Webster, and Sumner, should be 
constantly studied with reference to its easy, eloquent 
delivery. 

Steps have been taken to secure thorough instruction in 
the essentials of geography. A vast deal of matter given in 
the geographies is worse than rubbish, and must be dis- 
carded. The true aim is the ability to form somewhat accu- 
rate mental pictures of the countries of the world, their 
people, social customs, industries, etc. This requires a 
high order of teaching. Iam by no means sure that all can 
attain to this standard. Could each school-room be supplied 
with a number of copies of the best geographies in place of 
the one now used, a distinct benefit would accrue. The use 
of geographical readers promises to assist the instruction. 
Each grammar school should be furnished with a camera and 
other conveniences, bringing before the eye pictures of inter- 
esting natural features of the earth, as well as places of 
historical interest, works of art, etc. A few dollars expended 
in this way would afford the children something of that 
pleasure and profit that is enjoyed by those who travel 
abroad. It is the true way of teaching geography. To 
expect a teacher to arouse any great interest without such 
appliances, is like asking her to make bricks without straw. 

In accordance with a vote passed last June, French is 
now taught in the three classes below the highest in the 
Pierce and Lawrence schools. The experiment is a very 
interesting one, as Miss Long, the special teacher, is able 
to apply the conversational method in such a way as to hold 
the attention and interest of the pupils. If the plan is con- 
tinued, the four upper classes will be instructed in this 
branch the coming year. 
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In order to shorten somewhat the course for those pupils 
who are to enter the High School, an attempt will be made 
to so distribute the work that faithful students may pass 
from the third class directly to the first, and so save an 
entire year. Such changes can only be made gradually, and 
it is yet too early to infer what the effect of them may be. 


The School Exhibit. 


The exhibit of school work held in the Town Hall early in 
June requires only a passing comment at this time. It 
was well understood by the teachers that we were hardly 
ready to display some of our work before the public, and 
that a portion of it was crudeand imperfect. Nevertheless, 
the purpose for which the exhibit was made was well served. 
The parents came in full force and saw the products of their 
children along all the lines pursued in the schools. Many 
visitors came from distant parts of the commonwealth and 
even beyond. The almost universal expressions of com- 
mendation from competent critics and from the press were 
most encouraging, and should impel us to greater efforts in 
future. We can never safely rest upon the idea that any- 
thing in education is completed or perfected. Self-compla- 
cency acts like a dry-rot in sapping life and checking fresh 
endeavor. Viewing education as a progressive science we 
should not be afraid to make new adaptations of means to 
ends, or to get new light from any quarter whatsoever. 


Exhibit for the World’s Fair, 


A small but comprehensive exhibit is in process of prepa- 
ration and will soon be ready. This comprises some twenty- 
five bound volumes of written work and drawings; an album 
of fifty photographs of classes at work and of results in clay 
modeling, wood-working and cooking; a portfolio of High 
School drawings in crayon and water colors, two portfolios 
and three glass-covered cases containing an exhibit in sewing 
and dress-making ; a portfolio of kindergarten work ; a case 
of home-made apparatus, cabinets of minerals, insects and veg- 
etable products collected by pupils ; specimens of raised maps 
and production maps made by pupils; a bound volume of 
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school reports and courses of study. Some additions may 
be made to this list. When completed it will be placed 
before the Committee for inspection. 


The High School. 

The report of the Principal, submitted herewith, will 
make you acquainted with the condition of the school. I 
must, however, express the satisfaction which all must share 
in the continued prosperity of this institution. Teachers and 
pupils are laboring with one accord. The plan of work has 
been broadened and deepened. The tone and spirit now 
manifested will be felt more and more upon the lower grades, 
and will secure to the High School its true place of leader- 
ship in the educational thought and effort of the community. 
The prospect of soon securing a fine site and a spacious 
attractive edifice, as the future home of the High School is a 
cause of hopeful encouragement to all. 


Lessons from Sweden and Norway. 


Through the kindness of the Committee in extending my _ 


summer vacation to October Ist, I was enabled to spend 
most of the time for two weeks in visiting schools in Sweden 
and Norway. Three weeks had previously been passed at 
Nias attending the famous seminary for Sloyd. Here the 
most favorable opportunity was given to study the principles 
upon which the Sloyd, or educational hand-work, has been 
developed, and to hold intercourse with successful teachers 
from various parts of the world. Subsequently I saw the 
practical working of the system in the cities of Gothenburg, 
Christiania and Stockholm. Opportunity was also afforded 
for observing all branches of instruction, including gym- 
nastics. 

Many things were seen that will be useful in my future 
work. At some time agreeable to the Committee, I shall be 
pleased to report somewhat fully upon these observations. 
The value and importance of studying educational work in 
other places, cannot be overestimated. As soon as the or- 
ganization here is somewhat more fully perfected, permission 
will be asked to visit some of the schools reported as best 
in the western states. 


SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 323 


Works of Art in Schools. 


The ladies who have initiated a movement for the intro- 
duction of works of art into the schools, are worthy of 
much praise. With the gifts of Mrs. Cunningham, and the 
fund raised during the autumn, the Lawrence school will be 
transformed from a school-house to a pleasant home. With 
proper attention to the selection and grouping of art works, 
they give to the school an atmosphere of taste and refine- 
ment, and teach substantial lessons of truth, purity and — 
patriotism. 

It has been suggested that there be formed in the town a 
representative association that shall undertake gradually to. 
donate works of art to all the schools. I feel sure that the 
Committee will look with favor upon this idea. Any one 
entering the Pierce Grammar school, for example, and 
beholding its bare walls, must feel that there is neglect 
somewhere. Do intelligent people hang pictures in their 
homes for show and adornment merely, or are they for edu- 
cation, culture, and companionship? Shall not the schools, 
where the youth spend a large portion of their in-door life, 
have upon their walls copies of those conceptions of human 
genius that speak to the mind and heart, giving counsel, 
inspiration, and help? 

It is pleasant to think of the future High School as pro- 
vided with at least one room where generous-minded citizens 
may deposit works of art either as a gift or a loan; a room 
always open to students and others, where shall be found 
the true culmination of the art idea as fostered through 
instruction in the several grades of the schools. 


Flag Days. 

Just before the Columbus Day celebration Hon. Robert C. 
Winthrop donated a flag to the Winthrop school; the 
Messrs. Parsons of Boston to the Parsons school; the 
pupils of the Pierce Primary purchased one, and the Com- 
mittee procured one for the Pierce Grammar. 

The schools yet unprovided with flags are, the Sewall, 
Cabot, Longwood, Devotion, Newton-street, and Boylston- 
street.

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REPORT OF THE MASTER OF HIGH SCHOOL. 





Mr. 8. T. Durton, 
Superintendent of Schools: 


The past year has been one of steady progress at the High 
School. Besides an unprecedented increase in members, 
there has been a still more important intensive growth. 
We have solved some of the many perplexing problems - 
with which an increasing number of pupils, with diverse 
aims, confronts us; others are receiving careful study. 
The subordination of certain interests, which were becom- 
ing too prominent, and the readjustment of programme and 
curriculum have resulted in a better adaptation of means to 
ends and a closer co-ordination of all subjects. | 


The Murray Kay Prizes. 
A public-spirited citizen, Mr. J. Murray Kay, has shown 
his interest in the school by offering two prizes in elocution, 
one for the boys and the other for the girls, together amount- 
ing to $25 worth of books, and an essay prize of equal value, 
which will this year be given to that member of the senior 
class who writes the most creditable article upon some sub- 
ject connected with the local history of Brookline. 


New Teachers. 

By the resignation of Miss Fogg the school has lost a 
strong disciplinarian and a most conscientious and skillful 
teacher. Her successor, Mlle. Gerlach, an experienced 
native teacher, has made an admirable beginning, possess- 
ing, apparently, such qualities as will make her a most 
valuable acquisition to our corps. 

Col. C. E. Hapgood, who has been military instructor 
since the battalion was formed, and to whom the success of 
the organization has been largely due, retired at the begin- 
ning of the year. His position is being acceptably filled by 
a soldier of his own training, Mr. Benjamin Hurd, Jr., the 
major of the battalion, last year. 

Miss Bertha M. Brown, who came to us in September, 
brought from the Institute of Technology and from the 
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Marine Biological Laboratory, at Woods Holl, just the inspir- 
ation that the Natural History department needed. The as- 
sumption by her of a portion of the work in Natural Science 
-and in Mathematics has strengthened both departments.

Of the fifteen who graduated last June, four entered col- 
lege, four entered the Institute of Technology, one went to 
the Boston Law School, and all but one of the others are 
pursuing special courses either at the High School or else- 
where. 

Changes in the Curriculum. 

Exercising the liberty allowed by the High School com- 
mittee, and with your approval, I have made the following 
changes in the course of study, most of them in accordance 
with the recommendations in my last year’s report : 

In the interest of a more practical training for first year 
pupils, book-keeping has been made a fourth class subject, 
instead of being reserved for the third class. An elementary 
course in government and economics, represented by Dole’s 
American Citizen, has been provided for the same class, and 
the mathematics for these pupils will henceforth consist of 
constructive and inventional geometry and selected portions 
of algebra, instead of algebra pure and simple. The begin- 
ning of German has been postponed to the second year, 
when college pupils can elect: between that and Greek. The 
time allotted to physics, found to be too short to meet the 
wants of college candidates and others whose aims were quite 
different, has been extended. Junior physics is now mainly 
qualitative, and both classes of pupils are required to take 
it. Those needing it for college continue the subject during 
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the senior year, doing the quantitative work which Harvard 
University requires. Solid geometry, advanced algebra and 
trigonometry have been added as electives for those who wish 
to prepare for the maximum requirements in mathematics at 
Harvard. 

The proposed action of the Institute of Technology to in- 
crease their requirements in mathematics will make the con- 
tinuance of this class a necessity. 

The new tactics have been introduced at the drill shed. 
Other changes no less important have been made. As 
you are aware, the battalion has been withdrawn from the 
Second Massachusetts School Regiment, and a fairly suc- 
cessful effort has been made to control various outside inter- 
ests which were interfering with the legitimate work of the 
school. 

It gives me great pleasure to say, that in these attempts at 
reform the senior class have heartily co-operated, and that 
the policy of putting responsibility upon our oldest pupils is 
meeting with such success as to warrant its continuance. 


The Present Course of Study. 

To generalize briefly concerning the present course of 
study, the departments of English, Natural Science and the 
Languages are relatively strong, although more time should 
be devoted to English composition. While the mathemat- 
ical department has been equal to all demands made upon it by 
higher institutions, it is unsatisfactory in the development of 
power to apply principles to matters of every-day expe- 
rience. In history, the school is weak, not in the quality 
but in the amount of work done. Only ancient history is 
directly taught, although some attention is given to English 
and American history in connection with literature and gov- 
ernment. 

A half year’s course in modern history for such members 
of the first and second classes as are not looking college- 
wards, would be a most suggestive and profitable subject. 

The accompanying tabulated statement shows in detail the 
number of periods per week devoted to each study and the 
amount accomplished in all subjects since September last.

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The Test of a High School. 


A high school should be judged by the relation it sustains 
to the university, the lower schools, and the community that 
supports it. The extent to which it meets its responsibilities 
to these three is the true measure of its usefulness. As a 
preparatory school for higher institutions, it undertakes to 
do specific work, the amount and character of which are 
determined by the requirements for admission. As an 
organic part of the public school system, fed by the lower 
schools, furthering growth along lines already established, 
training many who will afterwards teach in the grades below, 
its attitude towards those schools is of supreme importance. 
Yet rarely is the connection between the primary and the 
secondary schools what it should be. Lack of sympathy 
in the high school, ignorance of what has been attempted, 
radically different, if not inferior, methods frequently mini- 
mize the results which with intelligent cooperation might be 
attained. Still more rare is the recognition of the high 
school’s obligations to a large class of individuals in the com- 
munity who would like to pursue a systematic course of 
reading or study, but who from age, home duties, or other 
occupations are not and cannot be enrolled as regular attend- 
ants at school. 

How does our High school answer to this threefold test? 
Furst. Under the direction of my predecessors and teachers 
still connected with the school, it has earned a reputation for 
thorough preparatory work. Its students have entered 
Harvard, Yale, Williams, Brown, Smith, Wellesley, and the 
Institute of Technology, usually without conditions, fre- 
quently with honors. They have sustained themselves easily 
in these institutions at a standing above the average. The 
highest honor in scholarship conferred upon undergraduates 
at Harvard was given this year to Mr. H. Wellman, a grad- 
uate of the Brookline High school. Other schools, exclu- 
sively preparatory, send more students to college, but it may 
well be questioned, whether the specific and somewhat narrow 
work of meeting college requirements year after year, minis- 
ters to the broadest and best training. The extent to which 
this phase of our work is growing is shown by the fact that

whereas two years ago only 28 per cent of the school were 
preparing for higher institutions, now 45 per cent are look- 
ing collegewards. 

' Secondly. Brookline is fortunate through your efforts in 
the thorough identification of the interests of all teachers 
from the kindegarten to the High School. Joint meetings 
and common courses of study help all to realize that they 
are working at the same problems. In the introduction of 
science and literature into the lower schools, all the resources 
of the High School are placed at the disposal of lower grade 
teachers. Three courses in science—in zodlogy, in physics, 
and in geology—are now given for their benefit in the labora- 
tories of the High School, by high-school teachers. , 

Thirdly. The three months’ course in English literature 
offered by Miss Johnson for the benefit of those who are no 
longer in school is the first practical recognition in Brookline 
of another large field of usefulness for the High School. 
University extension and high-school extension are one in 
spirit and in purpose, and it makes little difference whether 
the instruction be given by college professors or by high- 
school teachers, provided it is stimulating and scholarly and 
meets the needs of the community. 

A well-equipped high-school building, with laboratories, 
art and natural history collections, reference library and lec- 
ture hall, isthe natural centre for such educational work ; 
and the community has a right to expect the largest possible 
return from the expensive educational plant it establishes 
when it rears a modern high-school building. Seventy have 
joined Miss Johnson’s class, and the number is still increas- 
ing. Should the experiment prove successful, itis proposed 
to offer additional courses next year, in history, in science, 
and, possibly, in physical training. 

An endowed lecture course, enabling us each year to bring 
before our pupils and these extension classes specialists from 
the neighboring universities, would be of inestimable value 
to the school and the community.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC TEACHER. 


Me. S. T. Durron, 
Superintendent of Schools: 


The work in Music has gone steadily on since the last 
report. At the opening of the present school year the 
study of intervals was introduced into the eighth and ninth 
grades. With this important step in advance, the course in 
music study seems complete. My long connection with the 
New England Conservatory of Music enables me to see just 
what the public schools should do, in music, for the commu- 
nity,—first, to establish a taste for good music; second, to 
furnish the amateur with all the training needed in order to 
gain entrance to the most critical chorus society; thirdly, 
to lay just the foundation required for an advanced musical 
education. With these ends in view, the present course and 
methods of study have been planned, to which I would call 
the attention of musicians and all the friends of the cause in 
this country. : 

For the past year and a half the lower grammar and pri- 
mary schools have been under the care of my assistant, Miss 
Ella F. Story. My previous knowledge of her work gave 
me confidence in her ability, energy and tact, but my recent 
inspection of her schools has shown me that the lower grades 
are in a better condition musically than ever before. The 
work in the High School continues interesting to both teach- 
er and pupils. A most pleasant spirit prevails, and the 
music hour seems to be thoroughly enjoyed by all. The 
orchestra, which has been added since the last report, is an 
exceedingly interesting feature. 

We would herewith invite all the friends of the school to 
visit us at our Thursday morning music lesson, at which 
time we shall be able to entertain them with both vocal and 
instrumental selections. The first lesson period (8.30 to 
9.05 4. M.) has been found to be the best adapted for the 
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music lesson, and although it may seem early we hope that 
our friends may find it convenient to visit us. Many have 
already honored us thus, greatly to the encouragement of 
both singers and players. Other reforms and improvements 
in the department of music are under discussion, of which I 
hope to speak in my next report.

REPORT OF THE EVENING SCHOOL. 





Mr. S. T. Durrton, 
Superintendent of Schools : 

The evening school opened Nov. 14, 1892. The attend- 
ance has been more satisfactory than for the same weeks last 
year. The whole number enrolled is 125. The largest num- 
ber attending any session is 56; smallest number, 20; aver- 
age, 36}. About 20, outside of the class in drawing, have 
been constant in attendance. 

The classes in mechanical and architectural drawing have 
done commendable work, under Mr. Miller’s instruction. 
Miss Dodge of the Lincoln school has rendered valuable 
assistance in penmanship, arithmetic, reading and spelling. 
The classes in arithmetic and penmanship are doing especially 
well. A classin book-keeping, composed of young men and 
women, has accomplished results that will stand good com- 
parison with day-school work. A class in physiology was 
formed, but has accomplished very little. Physics, geometry 
and Latin were attempted. These also have proved unsat- 
isfactory. I think it not advisable to try them with the 
present number of instructors. 

On the whole, I think the work of the evening school is 
much better than in previous years.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSION ERS. 


The Park Commissioners have the honor to submit the 
following report : 

During the year the sum of $8,807.77 has been paid for 
land acquired from the Brookline Land Company, and for 
previous takings, counsel fees and incidental expenses, leav- 
ing a balance on hand to the credit of the appropriation for 
land damages of $684.69. 

But one suit is pending on account of the land taken for 
Park purposes, viz., one brought for the taking of fifty-two 
feet from the estate of Mary E. Palmer (formerly located in 
Brookline and now in Boston), and certain rights of way 
claimed in a street, now discontinued, by the Boston Board 
of Park Commissioners. As the time for bringing suits on 
account of land taken for laying out the Park expired on the 
2d May, 1892, no further suits are likely to be brought. 

The work of construction has been prosecuted with all 
possible diligence, but the difficulty of obtaining the neces- 
sary material for the bridges has delayed the work to an 
extent unexpected by the Commissioners at the time of pre- 
senting their preceding annual report. 

The sum of $102,588.36 has been paid for construction 
and maintenance, leaving a balance on hand for construction 
purposes of $56,172.24, which is believed to be sufficient to 
entirely complete the work. The sum of $24,001.70 has 
been paid into the Treasury on account of park betterments, 
a part of it under protest. The cost of maintenance during 
the past year amounted to $4,415.00, which has been paid 
from the appropriation for construction. The sum of 
$6,163.60 has been paid out for edgestones and setting, on 
the line of Pond avenue, which was originally considered to 
be within the boundaries of the Park system. The Commis- 
sioners have requested the Selectmen to return to them this 
expenditure, and if this is done no appropriation will be 
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required the current year for maintenance, including polic- 
ing, the money on hand including the said sum being suffi- 
cient for maintenance and construction purposes. 

The cost of maintaining and policing the Park will here- 
after require a yearly appropriation of about $5,500. It is 
recommended that the policing be placed under the charge 
of the Police department, and the cost be included in the 
regular appropriation for the Police department. If this is 
done, the sum required yearly for the care of the Park will 
be about $4,500. 

The Commissioners have asked the Selectmen to recom- 
mend an appropriation of $5,500 for maintenance, which 
will not be required if the amount expended on Pond 
avenue, hereinbefore referred to, is repaid from other appro- 
priations. 

Full particulars concerning the work of construction dur- 
ing the past year may be had by reference to the report of 
Engineer appended hereto.

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEER. 


Mr. Henry M. WHitney, 
Ohairman of the Brookline Park Commissioners: 


Dear Sir, — The following is my report for the past year 
upon the progress of the work and other matters relating to 
the Muddy River Improvement. 


BripeEs. — The report of last year contains a reference 
to the contract dated October 26, 1891, made with Blanch- 
ard & Sias, for building the two foot-bridges north of 
Aspinwall avenue and west of Brookline avenue; also, to 
the joint contract with the city of Boston for the Brookline- 
avenue bridge, the work being done by John Sheehan un- 
der a contract dated December 10, 1891. 

Bids were received March 17, 1892, for building the 
Tremont-street bridge and the Bellevue-street bridge, this 
latter being on the line of a proposed street lying between 
the railroad and Brookline avenue, running from Aspinwall 
avenue to Francis street. These were both joint contracts, 
and were awarded to Blanchard & Sias, the contracts ie 
dated April 6, 1892. 

Bids were received August 22, 1892, for three masonry 
foot-bridges, a masonry outlet structure for Willow Pond 
and retaining-wall along the drive. All of these structures 
are situated near to Pond avenue, between Leverett Pond 
and Chestnut street. A contract dated August 27, 1892, 
was made with Thomas J. Kelly and M. J. O’Hearn for 
doing the work. 

Bids will be received February 27, 1898, for building a 
masonry foot-bridge over the water-way opposite Chapel 
station. This will also be a joint contract with the city. 
There is to be built in connection with it, and under the 
same contract, an ornamental foot-bridge over the bridle- 
path on the Boston side, the expense of which will, of 
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course, be wholly borne by the city. These two structures, 
while separate and distinct, are a part of one general plan, 
similar in style, and could be much better let in one con- 
tract than in two. 

Granite is the material used for the larger part of the 
masonry. The very general strike among granite-cutters 
occasioned a good deal of delay on our work, as it did on all 
similar work in this part of the country, and it was late in 
the season before suitable stone could be obtained. 

Aside from the difficulty in obtaining granite in the cases 
of the foot-bridges west of Brookline avenue, the Bellevue- 
street bridge and the Tremont-street, all being done by 
Messrs. Blanchard & Sias, it was found that while the bonds- 
men were men of character and financial ability, the con- 
tractors themselves failed to do their work satisfactorily, 
either in the matter of quality of work or rate of progress. 
On August 8th, your board, together with the Boston board, 
annulled the contracts under the provisions of the contract 
for so doing, should the necessity arise, and a contract made 
with Mr. William A. Norton, one of the bondsmen, to 
complete the work at the contract price, less what had been- 
paid to or earned by the original contractors. 

Under Mr. Norton the foot-bridges have been completed ; 

on the Tremont-street bridge, all of the foundation masonry, 
about half of the arch masonry, the sewer syphon, and the 
larger part of the southerly wing wall have been completed. 
_ At the Bellevue-street bridge there was a good deal of 
difficulty in getting a foundation on the Boston side, owing 
to the great amount of water encountered. This has been 
overcome, however, and the masonry completed to a point 
well above the water line. 

The contractor has quite a large force of men engaged in 
cutting the ashlar and coping stone for both the Bellevue and 
Tremont-street bridges, so that the work should proceed 
-Yapidly in the early spring on both structures. 

_ The Brookline-avenue culvert is completed, with the ex- 

ception of the red granite coping and posts. These will be 

supplied and the bridge completed in the spring. Quite a 

Jarge amount of filling has been used in raising the grade of 
23 
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Brookline avenue in the vicinity of the bridge. The 
40-inch main of the Boston works has been diverted from 
its original position, and raised so as to pass over the cul- 
vert in an ornamental masonry inclosure so designed as to 
conceal the water-pipe and give an opportunity for planting 
above it. 

The bridges and structures above Leverett Pond are 
sufficiently advanced to insure their completion by the mid- 
dle of May. 

At the request of your board and that of Boston, designs 
are now being made by Messrs. F. L. Olmsted & Co., and 
Shepley, Rutan and Coolidge, for the Longwood-avenue 
bridge — not with a view to its immediate construction, but 
rather that the grading and other work in the vicinity may 
conform, as far as possible, to the new structure. The mat- 
ter has been brought up at this time, partly in consequence 
of the laying out of the proposed street from Lungwood 
avenue to Colchester street, upon which the combined rail- 
road station is to be built; the position and elevation of this 
proposed street both having an important bearing HPS the 
design of the bridge. 

It is intended that all of the bridge-work shall be orna- 
mental in design and of a class of masonry that will require 
very little in the way of repairs for many years. 


Epcrstong, Etc. — Bids for edgestone were received on 
the eighteenth of February last, and the contract for furnish- 
ing and setting the same was awarded to A. A. Libby 
& Co. 

During the year 7,642.4 feet of straight stone and 467.8 
feet of curved stone have been set, and a small amount of old 
stone reset. Of all the edgestone contracted for, about 7,000 
feet of straight and about 480 feet of curved stone, costing 
about $6,163.60, will be used on Pond avenue. 

Kighteen large catch-basins have been built (all but one 
of which are on Pond avenue) and seventeen small ones in 
the Parkway, together with the necessary overflow pipes. 
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Macapam. — Mention was made in my last report that the 
work of macadamizing the roads and walks had just begun. 
There has now been laid 4,500 cubic yards on the roads and 
2,500 cubic yards on the walks, out of an estimated total 
amount needed of 7,000 cubic yards on the roads and 3,000 
cubic yards on the walks. The greater part of the remain- 
ing work will be done by June lst, but some of it, such as 
that on the areas used by the contractors for storage of 
materials, plant, etc., and those parts of the Parkway near 
the bridges not yet graded, cannot be finished until late in 
the season. 


Piantinc.—The contracts for trees and shrubs were 
awarded after advertising in the ‘‘ Forest and Garden,” and 
receiving bids with samples of stock from nearly all of the 
nurseries in this part of the country. The prices were 
exceedingly favorable, and the stock as a whole far above 
the average, as the growth made since the planting indicates. 
The shrubs planted were hardy varieties, and intended to be 
planted near enough together to cover the ground when 
grown, thus preventing the growth of weeds. About 24,000 
trees and shrubs were planted. The larger part of the trees 
set out consisted of the different varieties of oaks, this being 
the variety that naturally predominates in the Muddy River 
valley. Besides oaks, a considerable number of beeches, 
ashes, American elms, maples and other trees were planted. 
All of the planting from the northerly end of the Parkway 
to the upper end of Leverett Pond was completed, except- 
ing that on the then uncompleted grading near the bridges. 


MIscELLANEOUS. — The general work of the year, except- 
ing the masonry structures, macadam and edgestone, which 
were done by contract, has been done by day-labor. The 
work has consisted of planting and gardening, all grading 
Operations connected with preparing the roads and walks for 
macadam, spreading of loam and manure furnished by con- 
tractors, building of shore slopes, doing filling and grading 
not previously finished, building of catch-basins, laying of 
catch-basin outlets, sub-soil drains, etc., etc. 
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A considerable amount of grading has been made necessary 
by the change in the location of Pond avenue, where land 
was acquired for the purpose from the Brookline Land 
Company. ‘The grade of the avenue has been improved by 
cutting down a part of it to the extent of five feet and filling 
the low parts. Nothing has been done by the Highway 
department on the avenue since the parkway work began, at 
which time it was in fairly good condition for the travel to 
which it was subjected. But the extremely severe use to 
which it has been put by both the Boston and Brookline 
Park departments in moving materials, together with the 
natural increase of travel, have so worn its surface as to ren- 
der it well nigh impassable in wet weather. I have spent a 
great deal of money in patching the surface in an endeavor 
to make the street answer until our heavy teaming was 
completed, which will certainly be the case by mid-summer. 
I understand that the Superintendent of Street advises in his 
report that the street be macadamized the coming year by 
his department in the best manner, in which advice I heartily 
concur. | 

In this connection I would state that in order to improve 
the grade of Chestnut street between Pond avenue and Ja- 
maica Pond, which is now very steep, it has been proposed 
by the Messrs. F. L. Olmsted & Co. to raise the grade of 
the two streets, near their junction, about four feet. The 
work will need to be done in conjunction with the city, as it 


extends quite a way into her territory. As Chestnut street is — 


a highway, and Pond avenue a county way, this work does 
not fall within the province of your board. The mate- 
rial obtained in sub-grading Pond avenue as proposed 
by the Superintendent of Streets would be much more 
than is needed for this purpose, and it would appear that it 
could be used to no better purpose, so far as it is required, 
than in carrying out the plan above outlined. 


An average force of 36 men and 13 horses has been em- 


ployed up to January Ist, when it was disbanded. For 
the coming season there will be occupation for about 30 


men and 10 horses for about two months, and about half — 


that force for the balance of the season.

which, I believe, will be sufficient for all grading operations, 
planting, purchase of loam, etc. 

During the year the cost of policing, amounting to $1,415, 
and gardening, after the planting was done, amounting to 
about $3,000, has been charged to construction. I think 
there should be an appropriation of $4,500 for maintenance 
and $1,000 for policing the ensuing year. In the fu- 
ture it appears to me that the policing had best be done 
by the Police department, in connection with its other work, 
as a measure of economy. 

The service yard of the department has been located at a 
point adjoining the railroad about 600 feet north of Aspin- 
wall avenue. It will be concealed in large measure from the 
Parkway by planting. The wall between it and the Park- 
way is nearly finished. Measures should be taken in the 
early spring for erecting at small cost but at the same time a 
suitable building for the storage of tools and materials. 

I think there is no doubt that the Parkway will be com- 
pleted by the end of the coming season, excepting the bridge 
at Longwood avenue, and any foot-bridge or bridges that 
your board may conclude to build over the railroad for access 
to the Parkway from Longwood.

- REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PLANTING TREES. 





BROOKLINE, January, 1893. 


The town forestry during the past season has shown 
marked improvement both in the extent and character of its 
work. | 

About 175 new trees were planted in the spring, and 
planting-holes have been prepared this fall for next spring’s 
setting as follows: Buckminster road, 28; Allerton road, 
3; Seaver, Holland, Hyslop, and Leicester roads, 152; 
Longwood avenue, 1; Thorndike street, 34; and Coolidge 
street, 30. This annual fall preparation of a large part of 
what is wanted the following season, leaves the soil in better 
condition, and saves all dangerous delay at the last moment 
when stock arrives to be handled. 

A great deal of time has been well spent the past season 
upon old trees. A forester was employed from May until 
November, with an assistant, and team at intervals, when 
needed. Many dead and superfluous branches were removed, 
adding strength and shapeliness to the trees, and with a little 
attention yearly, those so treated are now in prime condition. 

The six-foot-wide galvanized wire shields have proven a 
safe and reliable guard against horses, and it is the policy of 
the Committee to remove all wooden guards (needed at first 
to give stability to the fresh planted tree) as soon as _ possi- 
ble, or after the trees become firmly rooted. These wire 
shields never chafe a tree, because they move with it, not 
being set in the ground independently like ordinary guards, 
but simply fastened or hung onto it. 

The Committee notes with much gratification the change 
of the telephone and electric companies to larger poles for 
their wires on Beacon street, as giving the roadside trees 
along this route a better chance. It is to be hoped also 
that the West End Railway Company, which has expressed 
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a willingness to do all in its power to provide against damage 
to said trees by reason of its feed wires, may see the way 
clear to take speedy action in the premises. 

It is suggested that for large trees outside the curb of side- 
walk some sort of stone fender should be provided to pre- 
vent injury from the hubs of passing wheels. This is also 
in favor of the vehicle, as tending to prevent an accident. 
It should be so arranged as not to interfere with street travel, 
a. €., only just keep the wheel clear of the tree. 

It is recommended that the usual appropriation of $2,000 
be made for the ensuing year. The amount paid out the past 
season has been $1,923.06.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE DISPOSAL OF 
WASTE MATERIAL. 





At the special town meeting held Oct. 31, 1892, it was 
voted: ‘‘ That five citizens be appointed by the Moderator, 
who, with the Selectmen, shall consider what disposition 
shall be made of the waste material collected by the Health 
department, and report to the town at a future meeting.” 

Under this vote the following citizens were appointed, with 
the Selectmen, and have acted asa sub-committee : H. Lincoln 
Chase, M. D., Agent of the Board of Health; Charles H. 
Stearns, member of the Board of Assessors; Thomas Aspin- 
wall, C. E.; Michael Driscoll, Superintendent of Streets, 
and Wm. K. Melcher, Inspector of the Board of Health. 
The Committee respectfully submit the following report: 

Owing to the pressure of other duties, Mr. Aspinwall was 
obliged to notify the chairman of the sub-committee of his 
inability to attend any of the meetings, a fact. much regretted 
by all. Several meetings of the sub-committee have been 
held, and our present method of disposal of ashes, waste 
paper, miscellaneous rubbish, and garbage, has been consid- 
ered in its various aspects, sanitary, financial, and esthetic. 
The conclusion has been arrived at that a reform in the near 
future is absolutely necessary. As to the financial question, 
the present system is seemingly a very economical one, but 
it must soon give way to a better though necessarily more 
expensive one. The night-soil is received by the sewers, 
in almost all cases, so the committee has had little to do in 
that connection. The chief difficulty at present in the dis- 
posal of ashes and other rubbish suitable for the filling of 
low land is the admixture with the ashes of so much waste 
paper, swill, etc., that land-owners very properly refuse to 
allow the dumping of such unsightly and disgusting rubbish 
on their property. The danger from bonfires of waste paper 
kindled on the ash dumps by irresponsible persons is another 
objection, to say nothing of the unsightliness of large quan- 
tities of waste paper blowing about in the neighborhood. 
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There is no difficulty in disposing of clean ashes. The 
only difficult problem, then, is the best means of getting rid 
of perishable material, principally swill, and of the waste 
paper, the latter, since the introduction of wood-pulp in 
paper manufacture, no longer having the slightest commer- 
cial value, and which, in communities like ours, where blan- 
ket-sheet Sunday newspapers and all sorts of other papers 
are so extensively read, accumulates in enormous quantity. 

At present our garbage is collected by a contractor, who 
sells it to farmers, most if not all of whom reside out of town. 
A very small portion of the garbage is used as a cheap and 
offensive fertilizer, but by far the greater portion of it is fed 
out to hogs. 

We may add that this is the usual disposal of garbage 
in cities and towns, except in seaports, where it is towed out 
some distance to sea and there dumped. Whether or not 
the usual method is a proper one in view of the fact that 
swine fed on city swill furnish a great deal of diseased pork, 
the committee is not called on to decide. A considerable 
revenue is derived by contractors from the sale of swill, 
and an oversight or inspection is supposed to be maintained 
to prevent feeding it to milch cows, which has been pro- 
hibited by law in some states. Where swine have access to 
garbage containing diseased meat or small carcasses, as of 
cats, dogs, rats and mice, they are sure to devour, with the 
intestines, numerous larvee of parasites, trichinz, tape worms, 
etc., which develop in the animals that finally become pork, 
and later in the persons consuming such pork. The reports 
published by the Massachusetts State Board of Health for 
1888 state that the results of special investigations for tri- 
chine in swine fed upon garbage and house-offal from the 
city of Boston show that over twelve per cent of hogs 
within a radius of thirty miles of the city were infected with 
trichinosis, and that seventeen per cent of hogs maintained 
at the public institutions of the state, and fed upon miscel- 
laneous garbage, were similarly infected. For these and 
certain other good reasons effective measures should and 
probably soon will be taken to prohibit the feeding of any 
city garbage to swine in Massachusetts. How far the milk 
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sold in cities and towns is made unfit for infants by reason 
of the admixture of city swill with the feed of cows is a mat- 
ter of conjecture, but it is highly probable that a part of the 
death-rate of bottle-fed infants and of young children is due 
to impure milk from cows so fed. 

The probability that neighboring cities and towns will in 
the near future prohibit the further removal into or through 
their territory of house-offal, which is already the case in 
some instances, will simply compel us to adopt some suitable 
method of local disposal. 

The question now arises, which method of local disposal, 
of those available, is most efficient, most economical, least 
apt to be offensive, and on the whole least undesirable ; for 
all known methods of garbage disposal, by the nature of 
things, necessarily have unpleasant features, sanitary, finan- 
cial or otherwise. 

The committee has studied into the method used in Birm- 
ingham, England, which utilizes every possible form of waste 
material, but finds it would be impracticable here. It has 
also investigated a number of other methods, but finds that 
on actual trial most of them have proved impracticable or 
total failures. There remain but two methods worthy of 
consideration, which, in capable hands, have been found 
suitable in cities and large towns. One is the manufacture 
of garbage, 7. e., organic, putrescible material, swill, etc., 
into a commercial product; the other is the destruction of 
all waste that fire will consume, and the utilization of the 
ashes for a small revenue. 

The first method has been used in some of the larger cities 
during the past four years. By means of heat the water and 
gases are expelled and the residue is treated with chemicals 
which extract the grease. The mass is then a suitable basis 
for the manufacture of a fertilizer. The works or plant 
required are large and expensive, the royalties upon the 
patents costly, and the whole investment, even if desired, is 
beyond the means of any but the larger cities, so that pri- 
vate companies are organized to carry on the work which 
require long contracts at prices far above what other systems 
are willing to guarantee. The operation is attended with

risk from fires because of the materials used, the manufac- 
tured product is of variable and very uncertain value, and 
the whole investment seems to this committee very hazard- 
ous. Of the eight plants erected by the company controll- 
ing the process, at different places, at a cost varying from 
$50,000 to $100,000 each, there now remain only two in 
use. 

The other method referred to, destruction of organic waste 
material by fire, remains to be considered. Can it be done 
without offense and at reasonable cost? After careful study — 
of the question, and free discussion of it in all its aspects 
and a careful inspection by members of the committee of a 
garbage cremator in active and successful operation in 
Lowell, Mass., and owned by that city, the committee is 
satisfied that a cremator can stand where any quiet manufac- 
turing establishment can, and that it can do its work without 
giving reasonable cause for complaint. At all events 
this is the case in Lowell, and it is stated to be the same 
elsewhere. | 

The admixture of the large quantities of ranted paper and 
other combustible refuse we have with the garbage would 
materially lessen the amount of fuel necessary, making con- 
siderable saving in expense. Furthermore, the ashes from 
garbage cremation have some value as a fertilizer. 

At present our waste material is divided into two classes, 
on the basis of what hogs will eat and what hogs will not eat. 
With the proposed system of disposal, cremation, it would be 
divided into what can be burned and what cannot be burned. 

Every household would supply itself with three suitable 
receptacles for waste material. In one all the ashes, tin cans — 
and other non-combustible waste would be stored; in a sec- 
ond, made of sheet-iron and having a close-fitting cover, all 
house-offal as at present; and in a third all other combustible 
waste, such as paper, old shoes, house sweepings, etc. 
Householders would be furnished explicit printed direc- 
tions as to this arrangement, and the official in charge of 
collection would be instructed to decline to remove waste 
material for persons refusing or neglecting to comp with 
the directions. 
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The committee find there are four kinds of garbage cre- 
mators now in active use, which have been examined by 
experts, have stood the trial of years of work, and which can 
be depended upon for satisfactory performance. The Mann 
Furnace is a modification of the English ‘‘ Destructor,” of 
which only one example is in use, located at Montreal. 
The firder Garbage Furnace, four years in use at Pitts- 
burg and Alleghany City; a furnace at Wheeling, W. Va., 
using gas as fuel, and in successful operation for some two 
or more years; and lastly, the Hngle Garbage Cremator, of 
which there have been some twenty-eight put into use at 
various places in the last four years, with four more now in 
process of construction. 

To give a detailed description of the construction of these 
furnaces would occupy more space than can be allowed. 
Each claims certain advantages, and doubtless these claims 
are well founded; each has its circle of special advocates 
and ardent partisans, prompt to point out its distinguishing 
points. For the present purpose it will be sufficient to ex- 
amine one only, which, by the construction of the largest 
number, seems to be more generally accepted as capable 
of the widest range of service. We refer to the Engle 
Garbage Cremator. 

The Engle Cremator may be described as a rectangu- 
lar brick structure, forty feet long, ten feet wide and twelve 
feet high. At one end a stack of iron or a brick chimney 
seventy-five feet high, over the furnace an iron covering house 
with sliding doors, and at the sides, a little above the top of 
the furnace, wide platforms with ample driveways and ap- 
proaches. From the platforms iron slopes lead down to the 
feed-holes in the top of the furnace. These are three in num- 
ber, one being large enough to receive the carcass of a horse. 
The collection carts dump their loads directly upon the slope, 
no further handling being needed. The garbage, as it falls 
through the feed-holes, is caught by grate bars, extending 
across the interior half way from top to bottom. The liquid 
passes though these bars and is retained in a shallow concave 
pan or hearth below the bars. At each end of the furnace, 
on a level with the garbage grates, are fire boxes, and at the

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stack end are flues into the chimney, closed by heavy fire- 
clay slabs. The interior walls are lined with heavy fire-clav 
blocks, accurately fitted together, backed on the outside by 
a solid brick wall, braced and bonded together with heavy 
stays, rods and angle-irons. The furnace being charged, 
the fires are lighted first at the front and afterward at the 
rear end, the flames from this fire passing over and through 
the mass of garbage piled on the grates, driving the smoke 
and gases into and across the second or front fire, where 
they are consumed. The flames from the second fire are, 
by the action of the strong draught, brought back under- 
neath the garbage grates, intensely heating the garbage from 
the underside. When liquids are to be destroyed, a part of 
this heat and flame is directed under the hearth or pan, and 
all the contents quickly evaporated and burned. All the 
odors, gases, and products of combustion are passed through 
one or the other of the fires, there being no escape except 
across these fire boxes. The ashes, as they fall through the 
grates, are raked out of a lower range of doors on the side, 
and from time to time, as required, the garbage is stirred up 
and distributed over the grates by bars thrust through an 
upper range of stoke doors. 

The action of the furnace is continuous, and has been car- 
ried on for six months together without cessation. Usually 
the whole garbage collection, including the bodies of animals 
of whatever size, is daily destroyed. When large quantities 
of night-soil are to be consumed it requires a specially con- 
structed furnace to dispose of the liquids, but when the 
quantity is small it is burned in the garbage cremator, with 
no interruption of the operation in destroying garbage. 

The body of a horse is consumed in an hour, a dog in six 
minutes, and a cubic yard of garbage may be destroyed in 
ten or fifteen minutes, or less, if containing small amounts of 
liquid. 

The cost of operation depends mainly upon the quality and 
cost of fuel. Under ordinary conditions, with the labor of 
three men, and a good quality of fuel, seventy-five-yards of 
garbage and miscellaneous refuse (equivalent to thirty tons) 
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can be destroyed at a cost of ten to eighteen cents per yard. 
This may be stated as equivalent to thirty to fifty cents per ton. 

The garbage furnace, built at Savannah, Ga., destroys 
3,000 cubic feet of miscellaneous garbage with 128 cubic 
feet of pine wood. On a week’s run 21,000 cubic feet of 
material is destroyed. This is a pile of refuse matter two- 
fifths of a mile long, three feet high and three feet wide, 
burned to ashes in seven days’ time with seven cords of 
wood. The average cost for the month of March, 1892, was 
12 cents per cubic yard for fuel used and labor employed, 
equivalent to about 30 cents per ton. 

The ashes of garbage, and especially animal matter, have 
a positive value. Chemical analysis at the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Stations show that they contain from 5 to 12 per 
cent of potash, phosphoric acid and phosphate, being nearly 
equal to Canada wood-ash of the same bulk. 

There are four sizes of the Engle Cremators, adapted to 
places from 2,000 to 30,000 population. When cities of the 
largesta size adopt this method, two or more furnaces are 
built at different locations to save transportation of garbage. 
The cost of the cremators is governed by the varying condi- 
tions of locality, cost of material, labor, transportation, the 
kind of structure demanded by the special situation, etc., 
etc., but may be said to be extremely moderate in amount 
when compared with the large sums necessary to build 
works for other methods of disposal. Lowell’s cremator cost 
$10,000. 

In all the places where these cremators have been tried, 
and where managed as directed by the printed instructions 
of the Engle Company, there has never been any complaint 
lodged with the company from any unsanitary or offensive 
conditions created by the furnace. This may appear to be 
a strong statement, but is fully borne out by the facts, and 
the testimony on file from health officers and city authorities 
is very convincing upon this point. | 

The work done by the Engle Cremators may be summed 
up as follows: There have been twenty-eight garbage cre- 
mating furnaces constructed at twenty separate towns and 
cities, ranging in locality from the tropics to the extreme

north of this country, and from the Atlantic to the Rocky 
Mountains. Of this number three have been replaced by 
larger constructions of the same kind ; and in two places only 
has the use of the cremator been discontinued, and this from 
no cause connected with the furnace, but for other reasons. 

The United States Government has adopted this form of 
cremator at two of its military posts, and the city of New 
York has found an Engle Furnace indispensable for destroy- 
ing, in the heart of the city, without offense, with no chance 
for the escape of disease germs, infected articles from per- 
sons ill with contagious diseases, as well as the waste from 
hospitals. 

Finally, this method of disposing of the waste of cities and 
towns has been proved by long-continued use, here and 
abroad, to be moderate in first cost for the plant, to be 
strong, durable and convenient in construction, to be able 
to destroy every class of city waste that fire will affect, to do 
this with speed, with freedom from nuisance and annoyance, 
with marked economy in fuel and labor, with some regulting 
product of value, and with the certainty of relieving the 
community, the authorities, and the Health department 
from the continual presence and menace of this most per- 
plexing, annoying and often dangerous waste material. 

_ The adoption of this method will solve a problem not easy 
to deal with in any other way. 

-In connection with this cremator in which all articles of 
slight value infected with dangerous diseases could be 
burned, there could be built at moderate cost an apparatus 
for the disinfection by super-heated steam of articles too 
valuable to destroy, such as clothing, bedding and furniture. 

Our three years’ contract for collection and removal of 
garbage (chiefly swill) expires May 1st of this year. The 
cost to the town has been $2,300 a year, and owing to the 
growth of the town the contract cannot be renewed, even if 
thought desirable, except at a very material increase of 
expense. | 

Mr. D. B. Morrill, the present contractor, estimates the 
amount of swill, etc., collected at three cords, 7. e., about 
14 cubic yards, per diem, and rapidly increasing. When 
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waste paper and other combustible waste is added the quan- 
tity will be at least as much more. 

If the work of garbage collection should be done by the 
town instead of by contract it is recommended it be done by 
a foreman* and assistants, under the supervision of the 
Superintendent of Streets and Sewers. By this arrange- 
ment the latter official will be able to use the labor and 
equipment at such times as they are not required in their 
usual work and thus some saving in expense be made. 

If the collection of garbage, in addition to the collection 
of ashes, should be done by the town the following is sub- 
mitted as an approximate estimate of the expense. It is to 
be remembered we now have a population of nearly 14,000 
inhabitants, also that the collection field covers a very large 
territory. 

As will be seen by reference to the proposal of the Engle 
Co. in the appendix, the plant will cost $7,500.

*The foreman would also superintend at the cremator. 
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The amount necessary, by the above estimate, for labor 
and fuel for the cremator for a year will be $2,500. The 
Committee recommends that for the present the collection 
of house-offal and other combustible waste be done by 
contract, in which case the appropriation for equipment, 
horses, labor, etc., for garbage collection would of course 
not be needed. The amount then necessary for collection 
of ashes and dry waste, and for labor and fuel for cremator, 
would be $8,424. 

The Committee is not unaware of the fact that experi- 
ments on fuel for garbage cremation are now being conducted 
in Boston, but as whatever fuel may prove most economical, 
whether crude petroleum, gas, or something else, can be 
successfully used in the Engle cremator, the Committee 
unanimously recommend the adoption of that system as 
best adapted to the needs of this community. 

Attention is respectfully called to the appended descrip- 
tions and correspondence ; also to the proposal of the Engle 
Company.

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APPENDIX. 





THE ENGLE CREMATOR. 


Three main and indispensable requirements are pursued and attained 
in the construction: (1) Anadequate heat for the immediate combustion 
of animal and vegetable garbage in large masses; (2) Arrangements 
securing perfect destruction by combustion of all gases and odors, 
within the walls of the furnace; (3) A construction sufficiently solid 
and fire-proof to stand the enormous heat involved in the first two and 
fundamental requirements. 5 

(1) The primary heat is secured by a powerful draught from a chim- 
ney or smokestack 75 to 100 feet high, drawing through a forward 
and return flue of 25 to 30 feet in length each way, or 60 feet in 
all. ‘The forward fiue constitutes the cremating oven; its dimensions 
are 54 by 54 feet in cross section, sufficient to receive twenty cubic yards 
of garbage and five barrels of liquid at one charge; its bottom is a fire- 
brick grating, separating it from the return flue, which is immediately 
beneath. The garbage is dumped into this oven-flue through feeding holes 
_in its roof. The starting fire is at the chimney end, and first passes 
through and over the mass of garbage to the other extremity. 

(2) For the gaseous super-combustion which perfects the work, a 
second fire at the mouth of the return flue strikes the current of thick 
gases from the forward flue as it bends down on the return, uniting the 
force of both draughts, and creating, by the aid of injets of air at 
proper intervals, the most intense combustion of all gases throughout 
this long passage, in the combined heat of the two fires, with the vastly 
greater heat of a perfect union of large volumes of super-heated carbon 
and hydrogen with oxygen. 

All this heat accumulated under the grating on which the garbage 
rests, together with the heat imparted to it by the primary fire, may well 
be imagined to produce, as it does, an actual and violent combustion of 
everything in the furnace or oven above, regardless of moisture, or 
rather intensified by the moisture; while in the under or return flue the 
enormous heat licks up the moisture and consumes every gaseous particle 
and odor before it can reach the entrance of the smokestack. 

(3) To withstand the enormous heat filling the interior, the entire 
furnace or double flue is lined with massive blocks of fire-brick 12 by 9 
by 8 inches, weighing sixty pounds each, and as already remarked, the 
grating of the cremating oven is necessarily made of fire-brick blocks. 
Thick walls of brick complete the enclosure, which is bonded and stayed 
with heavy anchor irons in the strongest possible manner. 
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There is provided an upper range of doors, through which the mass of 
garbage is distributed over the grates, and stirred up, to allow the fire 


to attack each particle. Through the lower series of doors, the ashes 


are withdrawn from time to time, as needed. The action is continuous, 
and when required may be carried on without cessation for months 
together. ; 

WHAT WE HAVE TO BURN UP. 


GARBAGE.—A large proportion of the waste of cities is comprised in 
the discarded food products left from the tables and households of the 
people, in other words swill, and refuse from the provision stores and 
markets of the town or city, which material, by its speedy decay, be- 
comes offensive to every sense, and a source of danger not to be ignored. 
At certain seasons the amount of swill becomes very large, e.g., in 
early autumn. 

ReFvusE.—This includes the valueless sweepings of houses, stores, 
and yards, including the discarded and worn-out, possibly infected, 
clothing, household utensils, lawn clippings, waste paper, and the thou- 
sand useless and worthless articles which are abandoned and thrown 
away by everyone, and which though not in themselves offensive by 
reason of decay, still are annoying and troublesome, and a source of 
possible danger when deposited in heaps in the neighborhood of 
dwellings. 


LOCATIONS OF ENGLE CREMATORS. 


The Engle Garbage Cremators were first brought into use five years 
ago. at Des Moines, Ia. Since that time there have been thirty-two 


Cremators built at twenty-four different cities and towns; among them

Norfolk, Va.; Salt Lake City, Utah; Ogden, Utah; Lowell, Mass.; two 
Military Posts of the U.S. Government; New York City; the. World’s 
Columbian Exposition, Chicago. 


GOVERNMENT MILITARY POSTS., ETC. 


The Engle Cremator has been adopted by the United States Govern- 
ment at military posts where the troops are kept constantly in garrison, 
and is there used for the disposal of garbage, refuse, manure and the 
contents of cesspools. It is employed by towns of 5,000 inhabitants where 
one small furnace takes care of every class of waste produced, including 
the bodies of all animals and the contents of privy-vaults. It is used in 
cities of 20,000 to 30,000 people where one of the larger sized furnaces 
consumes all public waste brought to it. For cities of 100,000 population 
two or more furnaces are built together in one central plant, and for 
those of the first class it is only necessary to multiply these disposal 
stations and locate them in different sections of the city, in order to save 
the expense of-hauling long distances the large amounts of garbage to be 
destroyed. 
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THE WORLD’S COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION AT CHICAGO. 


After an exhaustive examination of all the known methods for the 
disposal of waste, the Columbian Exposition adopted the Engle system as 
the one which promised the best sanitary protection for the Exposition. 
The Chicago Tribune of Dec. 21st, 1892, says : 


Far to the southwest of the World’s Fair buildings, on the little neck 
of land stretching along the lake shore, a garbage cremator has been 
nearly completed, and about all there is left to be done is the construc- 
tion of the building around the cremator. The cremator has been 
built under a contract with the Exposition Company for what is known 
technically as ‘‘an operating exhibit,” and while other garbage crema- 
tors may be exhibited on the grounds the Engle Cremator will be the 
only one in actual operation. West of the cremator will be the sewage- 
cleansing plant. 

The cremator has been built to burn 100 tons of garbage daily. Every 
improvement yet made in the destruction of garbage will be shown. No 
sooty smoke and no unpleasant odor will come from the furnace. 
From out of the smokestack a white, inoffensive smoke, almost invisible 
most of the time, will pass. That is all. 

The success of the Engle Cremator lies in having two fires in the same 
furnace. The gas and smoke from the first fire, where the original 
combustion takes place, pass through a second fire in which the im- 


perfect combustion is made complete. All the garbage on the Exposition © 


grounds, which will be equal to that produced bya city of some 45,000 
people, will go directly to the crematory. This will include the general 
refuse, from potato parings to a.dead horse. The garbage is discharged 
from wagons on a slide, and descends towards four circular openings, 
and as covers of fire clay are drawn aside it falls into the furnace. 


NEW YORK CITY. 


‘An Engle Cremator of special design has been built in the disinfecting 
station at the foot of East 16th street, which has continuously destroyed 
all these dangerous matters at a nominal cost, with no chance of escape 
of disease germs, and without odors or fumes of combustion; it is also 
used for the destruction of waste from the adjoining ‘‘ Willard-Parker ” 
hospital. 

‘The value of a speedy method of getting rid of infectious matter can- 
not be too highly estimated. No city can be said to be perfectly protected 
against infection unless it has the means for instantly destroying, with 
no chance for dissemination of disease germs, all material which has 
been in contact with patients ill with typhoid, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
typhus, small-pox or cholera. Disinfection cannot always be relied upon, 
but combustion, under conditions which positively destroy all sources 
of infection, is an absolute protection. 


LOWELL, MASS. 


The history of the solution of the Garbage Disposal question in the 
city of Lowell, Mass., is a record of the growth of sanitary knowledge 
in the community, and the difficulties encountered are probably the same 
as now exist in almost every one of the larger New England cities. 

The thorough investigation of the system of feeding city swill to swine 


demonstrated that it could not be made a financial success, and further 
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that danger was likely to arise from the inception and increase of cases 
of trichinosis. In order to derive some revenue from its garbage, the 
city sold its collection of swill to private contractors with the understand- 
ing that it should be fed to swine only; but the bills of mortality for 
the year showed 42 per cent of the whole death rate to be infants, and 
investigation made it evident that the cause for this was traced directly 
to swill milk. 

Three years ago the Board of Health, Dr. J. B. Field, Mr. Charles B. 
Costello, Dr. Gage and Dr. Lawler, began examination into the improved 
methods for garbage disposal and recommended the establishment of a 
cremating furnace; but it was not until the latter part of 1892 that their 
efforts were successful. An Engle Garbage Cremator was contracted for 
in September, was built in the three following months, and put into 
operation on the 12th of December. The cost was about $10,000. The 
Lowell Sunday Arena of Dec. 17th speaks of it as follows: 


The Garbage Cremator is completed and doing its work in good shape. 
Lowell now has a successful sanitary and satisfactory way of dispos- 
ing of the swill, rubbish, bodies of animals, and all kinds of refuse and 
dangerous matters. The garbage cremator is built, has been tested, 
and is in operation, burning the whole garbage collection of the city. 

An inspection of the place shows that the location was wisely chosen, 
being away from the immediate neighborhood of dwellings, and yet con- 
venient to the larger part of the city where most of the waste is collected. 
The furnace itself is a solid brick structure forty-two feet long, ten feet 
wide and twelve feet high, with a brick stack of thirty-two feet, and an 


- iron chimney of sixty feet, ninety-two feet inall. The house is forty-five 


_ feet long by twenty-five feet wide, covered with galvanized corrugated 
iron, painted and fitted with every convenience. Large doors on one 
side admit the garbage carts from the drive-way and platform, the gar- 
_bage being dumped on iron slopes leading down to the feeding-holes on 
top of the furnace. There are four of these holes, one being large 
- enough to take in the carcass of a horse or cow—the covers to which are 
round slabs of fire clay. 

The garbage falls through the feeding-holes onto grate-bars, made of 
solid blocks of fire-clay, keyed and braced together, with space between 
them. This use of fire-clay grates is a new improvement introduced 
here for the first time by the Engle Company. Formerly steel rails were 
employed, but under the intense heat these gave away, and caused delay. 
- This fire-brick grate is practically indestructible, and will answer the 

purpose much better than iron. 

The fire from the fire-box next to the chimney passes over and through 
the garbage, and caries the products of the combustion to the front end 
of the chamber, where a second fire destroys all carbon and odors of the 
burning garbage, and then the heat passes back towards the chimney 
underneath the grates, intensely heating the garbage on its under side. 

The matter to be destroyed is thus suspended between two intensely 
hot fires, and is frequently stirred up to ensure rapid combustion. The 
ashes fall through the spaces between the grates and are taken out 
through doors on the side. 

There are openings provided for the admission of air at the proper 
places, to insure rapid and perfect operation. The temperature of the 
two combustion chambers can be regulated to any required degree of 
heat. The inside walls and roof are large fire-clay blocks weighing sixty 
pounds each, the outside walls being hard red brick with heavy buckstays, 
angle-irons and thrust-bars, all strongly bound and braced together. 
The whole construction is the strongest piece of furnace work ever seen 
in the city.

CREMATOR, LOWELL, MASS. 
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On Monday the furnace was tested by Col. Morse, the agent of the 
Engle Company, and found to have a strong draft and to work perfectly. 
A few minor changes were made and on Wednesday the offieial test for 
the city was begun. The whole daily collection of swill, which has 
' heretofore been taken to the swill-house, was brought to the furnace. 
At 11 o’clock five tons were placed in the furnace which was at 2 o’clock 
consumed, and then four tons more were deposited which were in ashes 
at six o’clock. On Thursday 18,000 lbs. of garbage and several loads of 
rubbish and combustible waste were destroyed, being all that conld be 
collected, and the same amount on Friday and Saturday. The operation 
was inspected by the Board of Health and a large number of citizens. 
There was at no time any escape of odors, or offensive smells, as the gar- 
bage was deposited in the furnace as fast as brought. The heat was not. 
raised toa high point as the quantity to be destroyed was small. The 
charge which the furnace will take at once is ten to twelve tons of swill, 
and in addition to this there can be destroyed from twenty to thirty cubic 
yards of combustible refuse, paper, sweepings,. leaves, bodies of smaller 
animals, everything worthless and useless that will be affected by heat, 
in every four or six hours. 

The fuel used was coal, of which as little as a ton was consumed each 
day. There could have been destroyed a much larger amount of garbage 
in the same time using no more fuel—if the garbage could have been ob- 
tained. Itis the opinion of Col. Morse, and Mr. Harris, the constructing 
engineer of the Engle Co., under whose direction this furnace was built, 
that the capacity of this furnace is greater than any yet built by the com- 
pany, while the construction is probably the best yet put together. Ac- 
cording to the official reports from similar furnaces, there was burned in 
eleven months in Savannah, Ga., 45,000 cubic yards of garbage, night- 
soil, animals, and miscellaneous refuse in two furnaces, and at Norfolk, 
Va., 1,500 yards per month, or at the rate of 18,000 per year in one fur- 
nace. As soonas the city takes measures to collect the combustible refuse, 
and thus abolish the dumps, the furnace will consume the whole daily 
waste collection. From a sanitary point of view, the city has now adopted 
a reform which is of great benefit. No more complaints of offensive 
dumps, or rotting garbage. It is now to be understood everything dan- 
gerous and useless is to be burned and not be allowed to become a nui- 
sance. Should the cholera or any other epidemic visit this state or 
section, the wisdom of employing this means of destroying dangerous 
matter will become strikingly evident. 


Under date of March 4, 1893, Dr. James B. Field, Chairman of the 
Lowell Board of Health, writes as follows: 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 


LOWELL, Mass., March 4, 18938. 
H. Lincotn CuHasr, M.D. 


Dear Doctor, —In reply to your letter of the 2d inst., I can say that 
our Engle cremator is absolutely satisfactory from a sanitary point of 
view. ‘The only objection is the expense. With a small charge of garb- 
age, partly solid ice, and coal for fuel, it costs us a good deal to cremate 
it. In the spring, summer and fall, with a furnace full of garbage, we 
shall run more economically. The Engle people are putting in for us an 
oil-burning plant to use in place of the present one for coal. We expect this 
to reduce the cost considerably. Can give you figures later on. I have 
perfect faith in the ability of the Engle Company to burn garbage without 
offense, and I should have no hesitation, were I in your position, in 
recommending it, for I believe money spent in cremating garbage is well 
invested. I have no objection to your using my remarks in the way you 
request permission.

Dear Sir,—Mr. Harris reported to me that you wished some figures in 
regard to the operation of the furnaces, etc. I have sent you pamphlets 
published by the Company, and can only say in addition, that the figures 
suggested by Mr. Harris ($7,500) for a furnace which would burn the 
garbage of Brookline, are approximately correct. They would have to 
be verified by a personal examination, and might be lowered or raised, 
as the local conditions demand. This would include a completely 
equipped cremating plant, guaranteed to destroy all the waste, garbage, 
dead animals, and refuse of the town, in a manner entirely unobjection- 
able, sanitary and economical. 

The maintenance of such a plant as this ought not to be greater than 
12 or 15 cents per cubic yard for the material to be destroyed; in other 
words, the annual amount, exclusive of collecting, would possibly be 
from $1,500 to $2,000 for fuel and labor employed. It should be borne 
in mind that the combustible refuse of the town, 7. e., waste paper, etc., 
is used in the furnace to destroy the greater portion of putrescible matter 
(kitchen offal). Consequently, the collection would be made to include 
everything excepting coal ashes. 

If the contents of privy-vaults, in addition to the garbage and refuse col- 
lections are to be taken care of, a reasonable amount could be incinerated 
at the same time with the ordinary garbage collection; but if there are 
large quantities of night-soil it would have to be destroyed in a separate 
furnace. 

The policy of business adopted by the company is to erect, thoroughly 
test by practical operation for as long as may be desired, the capacity of 
a furnace to do the work required. No payment is’ made until all the 
conditions are satisfactory; then the cremating plant becomes the prop- 
erty of the city and carries with it all rights under the Engle patents. 

Inspection and observation is maintained by the company each year to 
see that the plant is kept in good condition. 

The annual expenses for repairs have in no case of any furnace exceeded 
$100 per year. 

The latest constructions of the company at Lowell, Mass., the World’s 
Columbian Exposition, Chicago, Salt Lake City, Utah, have been of 
such character as to warrant us in saying that the life of these furnaces 
will be much longer than we had previously believed possible. Their 
capacity for destruction is increased from 10 to 15 per cent by latest 
improvements. The sanitary operation of the furnace is beyond question. 
No complaint has ever been filed with the Engle Company from any city 
where these furnaces have been constructed.

THE ENGLE SANITARY AND CREMATION COMPANY, & corporation cre- 
ated and existing under the laws of the State of Iowa, and having its 
principal place of business at Des Moines, Lowa, respectfully submits for 
your consideration the following proposal: 

The said Engle Company will construct at their own cost an Engle 
Garbage Cremator of the size known as No.3, for burning the garbage, 
combustible refuse, bodies of dead animals, and combustible miscellane- 
ous refuse of the town of Brookline, to be placed upon any site selected 
by the town where a foundation satisfactory to the Engle Company can 
be had without unusual expense. 

The company will build said cremator of a special quality of fire-clay 
brick for inside lining, with outside walls of good hard red brick, braced 
and stayed with buck-stays, angle-irons, and tie-rods, with a stack or 
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chimney of the height of 95 feet; the whole to be built in a thoroughly 
efficient manner after the methods used in the construction of the latest 
mproved cremators built by this company, and in accordance with plans 
to be exhibited hereafter. 

The said cremator shall be capable of consuming a quantity of garbage, 
combustible refuse, bodies of dead animals, and miscellaneous refuse 
equal to the amount of 60 cubic yards per day, or an amount of 18,000 
cubic yards per year,* at a cost for fuel and labor employed not to exceed 
the amount of 25 cents per cubic yard; provided, the operation of said 
cremator shall be conducted in the manner directed by the printed in- 
structions of the Engle Company. 

When said cremator is completed it shall be submitted to a fair trial 
by the agents of the town of Brookline, and if found to fulfill the conditions 
of the contract to be entered into between the said Engle Company and

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REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS. 





The Assessors of the town of Brookline submit their 
annual report for the year 1892. 

The board organized at the commencement of their official 
year, with R. G. F. Candage, chairman, and Albert Cush- 
man as clerk. Mr. Cushman’s services as clerk have con- 
tinued to be of great benefit to the board and to the town, 
and by his courtesy and efliciency he is entitled to special 
notice. 

The Assessors, as in preceding years, printed and posted 
the legal: notices required by the statutes of the common- 
wealth, published the same in the Brookline Chronicle, and 
printed copies were struck off and left by members of the 
board at all the dwellings and places of business in the town. 
They commenced their work of visiting all dwellings and 
places of business on May Ist; made inquiries thereat for 
all polls, male and female, and for real and personal property ; 
noted such changes as had taken place during the previous 
year, in buildings, real and personal estates, with their 
values, completing that branch of their work on the last day 
of the month. They were gratified to find that the town 
had made a steady and substantial growth over the year pre- 
vious, in an increase of dwellings, population, and values of 
real estate. 

The Assessors examined the probate records of Norfolk 
and Suffolk counties, corporation and bank stockholders’ 
lists at the State House, corresponded with boards of Asses- 
sors in many towns and cities, also with many persons 
in and out of our town, and have had many interviews with 
individuals, as in years past, that they might thereby be 
able to make a just and equitable assessment on all property 
within the town. 
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The Assessors feel it to be their duty to again call atten- 
tion of the town to the inappropriateness of their office in 
the Town Hall, to meet the needs and demands of the board 
and of those who have business with it. No board of the 
town is charged with more important or more responsible 
duties than the Assessors, who are expected to provide the 
ways and means for the financial management of the town’s 
affairs, and they should have what they now do not have, 
and to which the attention of the town has heretofore been 
called, suitable and convenient offices in which to perform 
their important and required duties. The Assessors there- 
fore renew the request respectfully made to the town last 
year, that such action be taken in regard to the matter 
as they, in their judgment, shall deem to be wise and for the 
best interest of the board and the welfare of the town. 

In their enumeration of male polls, the Assessors this year 
found 3,696—a gain of 166 over 1891; of female polls, 90 — 
a loss of 30 from 1891; in houses and buildings there was a 
corresponding gain over last year, with 368 transfers of 
real estate— more than one for each day—for the year 
ending May 1, 1892. The number of residents assessed on 
property for the year 1892, was 2,076; non-residents as- 
sessed on property, 225; males, poll-tax only, 2,494. The 
amount of personal property assessed in 1892 was $16,122,- 
500—a loss of $134,600 from the previous year; buildings 
assessed in 1892, $11,399,400; land assessed, $25,558,700 ; 
total real, $36,958,100—a gain of $2,485,700; and with a 
total value of real and personal property, May 1, 1892, of 
$53,080,600. To the above add value of bank and corpora- 
tion stocks owned by citizens, the tax on which is credited 
to. the town, say $9,000,000 in round numbers, and we have 
a grand total of $62,080,600! 

There was no balance in the treasury at the beginning of 
the financial year, and the large appropriations and expendi- 
tures carried the rate of taxation to $11.80 per $1,000, an 
advance of 80 cents per $1,000 over 1891. The appropria- 
tions already made and to be made for the year 1898, indi- 
cate an increase in the tax rate for the year to come.
